THREE DEAD, MANY HURT 



Bandits, Brought to Bay, Shoot 
Themselves— One Found 
Dead 



London, Jan. 23. — Tliroo iioi-.sons 
were killed and 21 injured at Wal- 
tliani.stow, a .suburb of London, a.s thu 
rosult of II .siMisatiotuU attempt today 
by two Ru:iHiana at hlglnvuy robln-ry. 
Tli(^ men wore run down and Hurruund- 
I'd by a posse, and one of theni llnally 
connnitted suicide. The other also 
altonipted suicide, but did not kuc- 
ceod. Ho Is now in a critical condition 
at Tottenham hospital. 

Two of their victims, a policeman and 
a boy of ten, Ho dead, while Ave of 
the Injured are .seriously wounded. 

London is breathless over the sen- 
sational introduction into Its peaceful 
Mess of RuH.slan revolutionary methods. 
It was thought at Urst tliat the as- 
assins were Cubans, but the Injured 
bandit admitted tonight that he is a 
native of Riga, Russia, and came to 
England 10 years ago. One of the re- 
volvers used by the men was found 
to be of tlio same type as that used 
by Russian revolutionists. 

The bandits, who were evidently ac- 
quainted with the routine of payment 
on Saturday , of the employees at a 
rubber factory at Walthamstow, held 
up an auto containing the employees' 
wages at tlio entrance to the works 
and made off with tlie money. They 
were followed by a few employees, 
and by a gradually Increaslns crowd 
of police and civilians, some of whom 
wore armed. 

The police Jumped aboard a trolly 
car ami the bandits, lindlng them- 
selves closely pursued, Jumped aboard 
another car and forced the driver with 
a revolver at his head to send the 
care along at full speed.

Republic, of White Star Line,^i 
Struck By the Florid^ Ot ' 
Nantucket. 

HER PEOPLE TRANSFERRED 



Aid of Other Liners Quickly 
Summoned By Wireless 
MessageR 



Nantucket, Mass., Jan. 23. — In 
groping lier way through the dense 
fog off Nantucket lightship at dawn, 
tho steamer Florida, of tho Lloyd- 
Itallano line, bound to New Y'ork from 
Naples, dealt a death blow to the out- 
ward bound steamer Republic, of the 
White Star line, laden with pleasure- 
seeking passengers for Southern Eur-, 
ope and with supplies for the U. 
battleship Meet. Thp Florida, proving, 
to be less seriously Injured than the 
other steamer, took aboard tho He- 
publlc's passengers immediately, and 
twelve hours later took aboard the 
oillcers and crew of the Kepublle, with 
the cxbeptlon„of Capt. Soa:iby, 'of that 
vessel who In hls' gig refused to leave 
tho side of his beloved ship until he 
had seen lier disappear. 

The Republic was on her regular- 
course for the eastward, but the Flor- 
ida was thirty miles off the prescribed' 
line for Inward bound vessels. Whe- 
ther sho was seeking to return to that 
course or was wandering still further 
astray in the fog could hot be learned 
from the meagre dispatches received 
up to 10 o'clock tonight. 

Transferred to Baltic 

Tho passengers of the Republic, 
which were taken, on board the stea- 
mer Florida after tho collision, aro 
being transferred late tonight to tho 
steamer Baltic, a White Star boat, 
which was called to tho assistance ot 
her sister ship by the wireless tele- 
graph. After standing by the Bo- 
public for soveral hours, Capt. Ran- 
som of the Baltic decided that It would 
bo advisable to take the passengers 
from tho Florida, and when the fog 
lifted shortly before midnight tho 
transfer "was begun. In addition to 
the 'passengers of the Hepubllc those 
of thefFlbrlda will also go aboard th^ 
Baltic. The Florida's passengers; numi-; 
ber 800 and those of the Bbputilic. 442;

Shortly before midnight the Reputt^ 
He was reported .to be about, ten CQlles' 
off Nantupket lightship, Ji^yi^g. ^Ifff 
ed between fifteen and twenty mllfS) 
from the point where the cplllsfon 09z 
curred. Early messages by wlre]esj| 
said that tho Republic had been abanir 
doncd by her crew. Later reports ' 
staled that Capt. Scalby still refused 
to quit his vessel. 

Tho transfer of the Republic's pa."?- 
sengers to the Baltic was accomplish- 
ed sjieedily, and shortly before 1 
o'clock both the Baltic and the Florida 
started for New York. If the Baltics 
.goes at her average speed and does 
not delay to .act as convoy for tho 
Florida, .she should reach New York' 
on Sund.-jy afternoon. 

Summoned i>^, Wireless 

While the passengers .ari4 crew 
the Republic -were saved ' by thia 
Florida, the fact that the Republic had 
been seriously Injured and was sink-. 
Ing was spread broadcast over the At-- 
lantlc for a distance of more than a 
hundred miles by means of wirelcs.y 
telegraphy. The Marconi w.aves touch- 
ed the steamers Baltic and La Lor- 
raine on their way to New York and 
brought them around to tho aid o£ 
the sinking liner. The steamer Lu- 
canla, four revenue cutters and a naval 
collier were also notified by wireless 
of the plight of tho Republic. 

Stout, water-tight compartments 
prevented a repetition of the La 
Bourgogne disaster of ten years ago 
and kept the Republic < float for 'more 
than fifteen hours; The water-tight 
compartment installation also kept the 
Florida not only above the water, but 
enabled her engines to worlt and re- 
turn to the assistance of the Repub- 
lic after tho fe.arful recoil of the col- 
lision of tho two ships at 0:30 a.m., 
about 2G miles southwest of Nantucket 
lightship. Tho next throe hours wero 
oceuided in summoning aid' and trans- 
ferring the 400 passengers, 250 In tlio 
cabin and 210 In tho steerage, from 
the Rppid)lic to tho Ji^lorida. Capt. 
Scalliy and his oinccrs and crow, how- 
evei'," refu.sed to le.ave wlillo there was 
the slightest hope of saving tho ves- 
sel. 

Friend.s of the passengers who had ' 
boon early startled by tho Urst re- 
ports that the Republic was sinking 
wore reassured by a despatch from 
Captain Scalby that all on |)oard were 
in no danger, and- that there had been 
no loss of life.. Later .still messages 
were recetvod on shore telling., that all 
of the pnssenigers; had^Jiijen -trans- 
ferred In safety to tho Florida. ' 

Tho rest of tho day frequent mes-* 
sagos stated that the chances of sav-< 
ing tho Republic wero hourly diminish- 
ing, that the Baltic, La Lorraine and 
Lucania were nearlng tho .scene, and 
at 7 a.m. came word from tho Baltic 
that sho was alongside tho steamer 
ready to render every assistance. Ono 
by one the water-tight compartments 
on board the Republic llllcd as tho 
bulkheads gave way under the prcs~- 
s\iro, and at eight o'clock tonight all 
hands wern ordered to abandon tho 
ship and tho ofllcera and crow went 
over the side Into their boats. 

An hour later Capt. Sealby, having 
sent his boat's crew ahead of him,,.;-., 
came down off tlie bridge and leJtt^!!? 
the Kopubllc, the last man over tber";.??; 
side. Capt. Sealby resolutely refused; 
to go aboard' the steamers while his 
own ship remained afloat. It had been 
ascertained that tho Fl-5rlda was capa- 
ble of taking care of the entire ship's

New York, Jan. 23. — A wireless mes- 
sage from Captain Ransom ; received 
subsequenily to that aniiburiclng tho 
transfer of' passengers reads as fol- 
lows; "Have called N6vJ "ydyk." It Is 
well known that the ste^nier Now 
York, of the American line', was only 
97 miles from Sandy Hook r.t 8 o'clock, 
and less than 100 miles from the scene 
of the collision. By midnight the New 
York must have reported at a point 
very near Nantucket, so It ia said 
here that Captain Ransom Tias called 
on the American liner -for aid. 

Anxiety in" New Yorlt. 
Anxiety prevailed here today and to- 
night as the result of tho marine ac- 
cident off Nantucket, on the coast of 
New England, early today, when the 
big White Star liner Republic, with 
761 souls on- board, was rammed by 
the Florida. Tonight at 8 o'clock tho 
wireless brought reassuring news that 
tho Florida with her own people and 
most of those from the Republc aboard, 
close to 2,000 souls In all, was near by, 
and that the steamer Baltic was also 
near the scone, standing by ready to 
render assistance. The steamers La 
Lorraine and Lucania were also In the 
vicinity, and tho Republic through her 
wireless outlit was directing tho mQve- 
monts of the .ship's rescue. 

It Is presumed here that tlie great 
load of human frciglit aboard the Flor- 
ida will be transferred during the 
night, weather permitting, to the three 
stauncli liners, and that all the ships 
will stand together until revenue cut- 
ters and wrecking ve.«sels which have 
been despatched can reach the scene 
to attend to the damaged Republic and 
j Florida. The latter vessel has her 
I bottom crushed. The sea Is still heavy 
I tonight along tho coast, but the v.'ea- 
ther is inlid and there Is comparatively 
: little wind, a blessing In the face of 
I tlie .serious situation. Tonight the of- 
j liccs of the \Vhlto Star Line, at No, 
9 Broadv.-ay, remain open, as they have 
nil through tho day, to await news of 
tile iirogres.s of events off Nantucket 
I and to reassure the streams of anxious 
I callers for information.

I'"ranl:lin. of the White Star Com- 
pany, l.s in cliarge, and is assisted by 
j half a ilozeii other officials and clerks 
I 111 ;insv,'erlng Inriuirlos and directing as 
far as iiossible the work of rescue .and 
relief. A harbor steamer, the Oi'neral 
I^iitnam, has been chartered and Is 
waiting at the White Star ofllce ready 
to Ktoaiii to .sea to meet the Florida or 
any other vessi ls that arc bringing the 
rescued passengers to port. 

Many Passengers 
Tho steamer Republic, a tourist ^hip, 
loft New York on Friday, an unlucky 
day, acordlng to tho traditions of the 
sea, for Modlterranoan ports. There 
were on board 250 first class passen- 
gers, 211 in the steerage, and a crew 
of :iOO. Stops -were scliOtluIed at tho 
Azores, Madeira, Olbralta, Genoa, Na 
pies and Alexandria. Captain Sealby, 
a veteran seaman, was in command. 
Other officers aboard Included J. C.

Steamer's History 

Bo.-^ton, Jan. 23 — The Republic, a 
palatial and siiacious steamer, was 
launched from the llarland and Wolff 
yards at I'.eh'ast, Ireland, early in 
1903, and maiJi; her first trip across 
the Atlantic the following October. 

Built for the Dominion line, wlileli 
at that time operated a Boston- 
Liverpool service, the Repulillc, or 
Columbus, a;) sin' was originally 
named, was K' nerally loolced upon as 
a Boston steamer, although of late she 
has been sailing between New York 
and Medlterraiioan ports. Tiie steam- 
er's name was changed to Republic at 
tlie timo she became one of tho White 
Star fleet, when that company ac- 
quired the Boston business and the 
ships of the Dominion lino aomo five 
years ago. 

The Republic Is 590 feet long, 67.8 
foot beam, and 'had a draft of 24 feet. 
She registers 15,378 tons gross, and is 
equipped with twin screws, giving her 
a speed of about 10 knots. She Is 
llttod with a single funnel and with 
four masts. The hull of the Republic 
is extraordin.arly strong, and Is of the 
cellular double bottom typo. Motive 
power Is furnished by two sets of 
quadruple expansion engines. • 

Today's collision was the second in 
which the Republic lias ligurcd in less 
than two years. In February. 1907, 
the Republic collided in the bay of 
N-aples while entering port, with the 
Italian steamer Centre America. At 
that time the Republic had on board 
3i.1 saloon passengers, and some of 
them were badly frightened but none 
were Injured.

Cape Town, Jan. 23. — Ostrich farming 
lias long buuii one of South Africa's 
nio.st f louriatiiiig Industries. Tlio busi- 
ness is conducted on sclontific principles 
and careful breeding from selection has 
Improved the stock to a remarkable ex- 
tent. Recently, ?6,000 was paid for a 
pair of birds, wbert-as o.strlclies of tliu 
common class can !)<• bought in any 
number at from $7.50 to JLI aplnco. Of 
late j'ears tlie industry lias developed 
enormouBly. In 1870 there were only 
about 100 domesticated oatrichea In 
Capo Colony. The census taken four 
yoars ago sliowed a total of close on 
358,000; and today It Is estimated tliat 
tlicre arc over 700,000 jirds on Cape 
farms. Hitherto South Africa lias en- 
joyed a virtual monopoly in tlio supply 
of tho much-Bought-after plumes, but 
lately America and Australia have en- 
tered the -field, and .altliougii so far the 
compolitlon is negligible, trader.s arc 
naturally wulehing with a Jealous eye 
a Ueveloiiment whlcli soiiu: ycMis hence 
may render their industry loss lucrative 
than it now is.

While the police authorities have 
not as yet secured any clue to the iden- 
tity of the unknown man who commit- 
ted suicide at the Queen's hotel on 
Wednesday, Jan. 13, the circulation of 
the news of tho suicide had resulted 
In nearly a score of inquiries from all 
points on the Pacinc coast and as fur 
east as Minnesota, Letters from wives 
whose husbands have deserted them, 
or disappeared, parents whose sons 
have not written homo for months and 
in some cases for years, all have anxi- 
ously written for description and other 
details concerning tho suicide. 

In the majority of cases those mak- 
ing inquiries send descriptions of their 
nilHsing relatives or 'friends which 
clearly show that the persons they are 
searching for are not one and the same 
as the unknown who killed himself 
here. 

In addition to the investigation be- 
ing made through the aid of the police 
authorities of nelgliboring cities, the 
local authorities will endeavor to lo- 
cate the woman, whose photograph 
was found In the pockctbook of the 
deceased. The photograph bears the 
name of the pliotogi-ai)lier in Breslau, 
Ueermany, by wliom It was taken. 
There Is every reason to believe that 
the photograph was taken last No- 
vember and the police of that city will 
be communicated with and asked to 
ascertain, through the photographer, 
who the woman is. The photo will 
also be sent to aid llie pbotogra])her in 
locating her. Once discovered tlie 
aullioritics then sliould be able to as- 
certain from her the identity of the 
suicide who wa.s evldeiilly much en- 
amoured of her as he liad written on 
the back of tho photograph the words, 
"Tho only woman In this world for 
me." 

Nothing further has been discovered 
regarding the fato of Andrew Davids, 
bettor known as "Speak Easy Dave," 
tho waterfront character, who disap- 
pear* d sometime between Monday 
night, the 11th Inst., and Wednesday 
morning. Though the search of 'the 
harbor In the Immediate vicinity of 
the launch Blwood, the property of 
Frederick Smith, proprietor of the 
Light House saloon, and' on which 
Davids was engaged as watchman, had 
been continued no sign of the body has 
yet been seen.

KAMLOOPS WILL HAVE 
IPEXT CflNVENTION 

A Number of Important Reso- 
lutions Are Passed at the 
Last Session . . 



The convention of the British Col- 
umbia Conservative association held 
a busy Session yesterday morning, and 
a great deal of important work was 
put through, one of the matters de- 
cided upon being tho next meeting 
place. After a spirited competition 
among various cities, during which 
Judge Role made tile speech of tho 
morning In favor of New Westminster, 
it was decided to go to Kamloups next 
time. The convention, \vhich cuiiclud- 
cd its labors yesterday, was to liavo 
met at Kaniloops, but for various good 
reasons tho venue was changed. Con- 
sequently the delegates thouglit tliat 
Kamloops was entitled to special con- 
sideralion -iu this regard. A number 
of important resolutions were also 
proposed and agreed to, the conven- 
tion adjourning at one o'clock after 
singing the national anthem. 

After the reports from the constitu- 
encies of Richmond and Columbia had 
been read, Juilge Bole rose to suggest 
that In future there be a special form 
of credential printed which should bo 
forwarded to tho secretary of the as- 
sociation at least a week in advance, 
thus obviating the delay which had 
been experienced at tho session of tho 
day before. 

•■'J'liis plan," said he, "has been tried 
with success elsewhere. It even works 
well In ecclesiastical synods. I know 
that we gentlemen of the long robe 
are frequently accused of being given 
to technicalities, but I assure you wo 
are not in it with an ecclesiastical as- 
semblage wlien it comes to splitting 
hairs. If the system works well there 
It surely must here." (Cheers and 
laughter). 

It was stated that the appropriate 
conmiltteo was considering tills point, 
so tho question was not iJMshcd to a 
division. 

Constitutional Changes. 
The report of the committee on con- 
stitution was then read and discussed 
clause by clause. Several changes 
were announced which wore adopted 
by the convention. . The principal 
changes were as follows: 

As at present constituted the con- 
vention consists of ten delegates for 
each member from each provincial con- 
stituency, as well as the"'^_Conserva- 
tlvo members, whether In tiie provin- 
cial or Dominion house. To these will 
now be added the defeated Conserva- 
tive candidates In any riding to ivhich 
such a misfortune has befallen and 
also tho officers of the convention ex 
offlclo. 

Tho fees duo the association will bo 
payable by January 1 of each ye;ir in- 
stead of by tho time the annual con- 
vention meets. 

Tlio customary date for liolding tho 
convention is tho third Friday in No- 
vember, but the executive is now given 
pov/er to change the date should oc- 
casion arise. 

The next change caused a good deal 
of discussion. Under "tlie original con- 
stitution any delegate might give his 
proxy to another representative from 
the Bnino constituency, and it was now 
proposed to limit t!ie number of proxies 
any mun could liold to four. A large 
section of the delegates, headed by 
\V. N. Carty, of New Westminster, 
wanted to cut the proxies out alto- 
gether, but tho upcountry members 
objected. They said that fretiuently 
many of their number \vere unable to 
make a journey to the coast, and such 
a plan would deprive the upper coun- 
try of its prorier voice In the delibera- 
tions. A compromise of two was of- 
fered and refused, and finally the com- 
mittee's suggestion that the number of 
proxies which Could be used by one 
man Should be limited to four, was 
adopted, 

Tho next change was foreshadowed 
by expressions of opinion which had 
been let fall the day before. This is 
that members of tho council, one of 
whom Is chosen from each Uonjinion 
constituency, should be elected by tho 
delegates front that constituency only, 

A now clause was also added giving 
tho executive power to fix the order of 
business for each convention. 

Kamloops Next Time. 

The selection of the next pl.Tce of 
meeting gave rise to an animated de- 
bate. Rcvelstoke was first i.iroposed 
by R. Edmonds, seconded by Mr. 
Sweeny. This suggestion was support- 
ed by Mr. Foster, who spoke of Revel - 
stoke as being tho geographical centre 
of the province and the greatest Con- 
servative stronghold, when population 
was considered. New Westminster 
was next offered by W. N. Carty, sec- 
onded by A. B. Shelton. 

Judge Bole made a humorous speech 
In support of his home town, "I would 
like," ho said, "in my dying moments 
to be allowed to say something in sup- 
port of my adopted home. It Is true 
that there are not very many of us, 
but the Spartans of old were not re- 
markable for their numbers, though 
they were noted for their virtues, 
(laughter). They tell a story of one 
of the ancient kings of Persin who 
visited Sparta. In those days it was 
customary to surround cities with 
thick walls to keep the fellows inside 
from breaking out and the fellows out- 
fjlile from breaking In, but tho Persian 
king was astonished to see no walls. 

"You have no walls. Where are your 
bricks?" 

"Every man In Sparta Is a brick," 
was tho reply. 

"I tell you, gentlemen, that every 
man In New Westminster Is a brick, 
and we want you to visit ub." 

Tho speaker concluded by assuring 
the delegates that If they visited the 
Royal City they would get a royal 
welcome, and wound up with an elo- 
quent panegyric upon tho Conservative 
party. 

Capt. Armstrong, of East Kootenny, 
said tliat tho upper country people 
would like to have tlio convention in 
the upper country. But they wanted 
what was bust for tho iiarty, nnd they 
recognized the many claims of tljo 
coast cities 

Meantime Xvnmloops had been put in 
nomination, and her claims were 
strongly pressed. Mr. Dancey \oiced 
her pretensions, lie thought that it 
was Imperative that the next meeting 
should be held there. Tho Invitation 
had been accepted tho year before, but 
had been waived for good and suffic- 
ient reasons, tlius Kamloops had r\ 
claim on tho honor. Kamloops was the 
pivotal point of tho great Yalo-Carlboo 
constituency. Rovelstoko might claim 
to bo tho geographical centre of the In- 
toiior, but Kamloops was the political 
centre. In political Impbrtance it 
ranked next to the cltles Of Victoria 
and Vancouver. 

Then Kamloops wiis tho centre of a 
great and expanding district with which 
^tbo coast people were not as familiar

as might be wished. Sucli a conven- 
tion would be a great educational oc- 
casion for the visiting delegates. Tho 
eyes of tho wJiole province would bo 
upon the convention If it a.ssembled 
in Kamloops. 

Another advocate of .Kamloops said 
that when the delegates went to Vic- 
toria, at the pace that was set them 
there, there was a good chance for 
them to go broke without recourse. If 
they went to New Westminster In such 
a case they would be sent to the jieni- 
tentlary or the asylum, while at Kam- 
loops there was the Old Men's Home. 
Ho wanted to go to Kamloops. (Laugh- 
ter and cheers). 

Tho claims of Xelsoii were stronKly 
urged by Mr. Clark, but eventually by 
a timali majority tlio convention de- 
cided upon Kamloops. 

A discussion ensued upon tho advis- 
ability of contesting tho bye-olectlon 
in tlie Comox-Atlin constituency, and 
the opinion was freely stated thiit 
there was an excellent prospect of 
succe.is. Ah, however, tlio constituency 
is some CUO miles long by 500 miles 
wide, the (luestlon of expense Is an Im- 
portant one, and eventually It was de- 
cided to leave tho matter in the hands 
'of those most immediately responsible, 
unfettered by any expression of opin- 
ion on the part of the convention. 
Resolutions are Passed. 

At this point tlic committee on re- 
solutions offered its report which was 
accepted after' an interesting debate. 
Eight resolutions were offered for the 
consideration of tho convention. The 
llrst, which was enthusiastically and 
unanimously adopted, was moved by 
P. .1. Miller and seconded by Mr. 
Callow of Victoria. Tho text follows: 

"Tills convention learns with groat 
satisfaction that the Conservative 
members of the Dominion Parliament 
have .again expressed their unbounded 
confidence in the Honorable R. L. 
Borden, by unanimously selecting him 
as leader of the Cojiservatlve Party, 
In Canada. ' 

. .,;!The .Conservatives of British Col- 
umbia hereby tender to Mr. Borden, 
their thorough approval of tho policy 
he has I Adpnted'iln, JSederpl matters, 
and th3y d^irti to etpTcihs: to Him their 
utmost confldence that under his lead- 
ership, the party will, at the next 
opportunity receive the support of the 
people of Canada." 

The convention ordered that this 
resolution be telegraphed to Mr. Bor- 
den. 

'J'he next resolution wag moved by 
A. F. Planta, of Nanalmo, and second- 
ed by E. E. Leeson, of Victoria. 

"That tlil.s convention again wishes 
to expres.s Its hearty approval of. the 
policy of tlie Honorable Richard Mc- 
Bride, and his government and their 
efficient and successful administration 
of the affairs of tlto Province." 

The stand of the country In the 
recent general election, in regard to 
the Oriental question w.as well ex- 
emplified by the third resolution, mov- 
ed by W. S. Drewry, and seconded 
by P. Shaw. 

"That the members of this conven- 
tion again put themselves on record 
as advocating that Canada shall be 
Iireserved as a "White Man's Country," 
and that it heartily ajiproves of the 
course wlilcli has been consistently 
followed by the Local Oovornnient In 
respect to Asiatic Immigration, and as 
heartily condemns the policy of the 
Dominion Government In this connec- 
tion." 

The fourth resolution shows that 
the Conservative Party of the province 
Is behind the government In its stand 
on the fisheries question. It was 
moved by J. A. Cunningham and 
seconded by W. N. Carty, both of 
New Westminster. 

"That this convention approve of 
the action of tho Local Government 
In its efforts to assert the rights of 
the Province with respect to the ef- 
ficient control of the fisheries." 

A resolution condemning the act of 
the Lominion Government In deferring 
some of tlio elections in this province, 
was proposed by H. C. Hanington, of 
Grand Forks, and seconded by John 
Dean, of Victoria. Mr. Hanington 
showed how in 1896 the Conservatives 
were able to hold the elections simul- 
taneously and that It remained for 
the Laurler regime to introduce this 
contemptible innovation. 

"This convention again strongly 
reiterates its condemnation of the 
practlci.' of the Dominion government 
In delaying the elections in certain 
constituencies until weeks after the re- 
sults in tho general elections are 
known, for the i)urpose of unfairly In- 
lliU'iicing the electors to vote In favor 
of the partj' In i)ower, ,'ind maintains 
that the nie.ans of communicating in 
all till' constituencies in the province 
are such tliat there is absolutely no 
reason for the continuance .of such an 
unfair practice." 

Better Terms 
Tremendous cheering greeted the 
proposal of a resolution on Bettor 
Terms. It was moved by J. L. Beck- 
Wlth, of Victoria In one of the best 
speeches of the day, nnd seconded by 
A. E. Shelton, of Victoria. 

"The members of this convention 
again desire to place thomselvea on 
record as emphatically endorsing tho 
course of the government of British 
Columbia in connection with tlu: ad- 
vocacy of Better Terms for the pro- 
vince. 

"Tho great importance of this ques- 
tion lins, wo believe, boon fully re- 
cognized by the people of this pro- 
vince, as evidenced by tho splendid 
outcome of the late Federal election 
in which It formed a most material fac- 
tor, and in which tho course of tho 
government was so hand.soinoly en- 
dorsed by tho electors. 

"They again pledge themselves to 
strongly support the provincial govern- 
ment in tho continuance of the strug- 
gle for Bettor Terms." 

The seventh resolution was one re- 
specting the governniont ownership of 
telephones, moved by J. P. Shaw, of 
Shuswap and seconded by Mr. Clark

of Nelson. An amendment was ))ro- 
posed by Messrs. King and JlcVrtliur, 
of Vancouver, which advocated the 
expropriation of a concern alleged to 
have a monopoly in this province. 
Tills was voted down on tho grounds 
that while it might lie with the con- 
vention to enunciate principles, tho 
exact method by wliicli they should 
be carried Into effect was solely within 
the jurisdiction of the government 
and legislature elected by the people, 
Tho resolution as passed, follows: 

"That tills convention believes that 
the government of this province might 
well consider the question as to whe- 
ther or not the time has now arrived 
when an enquiry might be made as 
to the feasibility of govoroment own- 
ership and operation of telephone 
lines in rural districts." 

The last resolution moved by Wm. 
Blackwood ond seconded by i. J, 
Miller dealt with the British prefer- 
ence. 

"That this convention hereby ex- 
presses its belief that the preference 
with Great Britain In tariff matters 
should be extended so as to further 
promote the unity of the empire." 

C. H. Hanington then moved that 
the reports from tho various associ- 
ations which had not been read should . 
bo sent In to the executive, after which 
A. E. Shelton proposed a vote of ] 
thanks to C. H. Woodworth for the 
splendid way in which ho had pre- 
sided over tile convention. A vote of 
thanks was also awarded to Secretary 
.McKay and his assistant Mr. Cunllffe, 
after which tho thanlts of tho conven- 
tion were extended to tho Conservativo 
press, and especially to tlii! n.-prcsent- 
atlvos .~/f the Colonist, News-Adver- 
tiser, I'rovlnce and Columbian there 
present. 

A short desultory discussion en- 
sued after which the convention ad- 
journed singing "GOd Save the King."

Islaud Hemlock. 

Sir — I bi'K to draw your attention to 
the omission of hemlock in thi; list of 
Important woods on Vancouver Island, 
given in my address to tho Island De- 
velopment League yesterday. 

It is now becoming recognized as a 
valuable commercial wood although' un- 
til lately esti^'Uied of little value. 

It Is found everywhere throughout 
the Island, as a true of nioderatu mIzo, 
in aasociatioi! vUh both fir, cedar, 
spruco and balsam, Oecaslorially it at- 
tains rather huKe dimensions, five feet 
In diameter not being uncommon; and 
when cut to make vertical flooring it is 
superior to Douglas fir. In some sec- 
tions It has almost complete possession 
of the ground, forming 'ooautlful groves 
with little underbrush. It is generally 
healthy and vigorous, although somo- 
tlmes tho butt logs uro rotten and soggy. 
It climbs to high aitltildoH, being less 
effected by elevation than the fir.

ADVANCE, VICTORIA. 

Tlie good work Inaugurated on Fri- 
day ought not to \>f allowod to flag. 
Wo iiavc no ('xpcutatiou that it will 
be, so far as tho gontloiiien at the head 
of tho movement are concerned, but 
We. are not so sure about the general 
public. Tho pessimist and the "Icnock- 
er" hid their diminished heads before 
tho storm of enthusiasm, but thoy arc 
like the gras.s, which stands oroct again 
after tho wind has ceased. Like the 
poor, the pessimist is always with us, 
and the worst of It Ih that he manages 
to keep the rest of us poor. Lot no 
one Imagine that, like OthfUo, tlic ob- 
structionists have found tholr occu- 
pation gone. Thoy will be In evidence 
again very soon. Already some of 
them are beginning to shrug their 
shoulders. They must be ignored, and 
the work of development must be 
puslied forward just as If they never 
existed. 

Now, It will be Incontestable that, 
if a vigorous campaign of develop 
ment Is undertaken, some people will 
benefit more than others. Some one 
has objected that tho hotel-keepers 
and the livery-stable men will reap 
the principal advantage from an in- 
flux of people. This Is true, so far as 
the first results go, but It is not true 
to any greater extent. And oven If we 
take their case as a typical one, shall 
We not find that they must buy from 
the farmers the produce whereby the 
one feeds his guests and the other his 
horses? Shall wo . not find that they 
employ other men, most of whom have 
homes in the city.wlilch they eitlier 
own or pay rent for and whicli they 
must heat, light and supply with tlie 
necessaries of life? Probably on tho 
transactions of a year the hotel-keeper 
or the livery-stable man makes a 
profit — at least It is to be hoped he 
does — but he only retains a very small 
part of the money he takes In. The 
very great bulk of it passes out Imme- 
diately Into general circulation. This 
may be elementary talk, but conversa- 
tion with a Bond many people on this 
Kutajoct has convinced us that in this, 
as In most things, elementary talk ia 
necessary. 

Another objection made Is that If 
development proceeds rapidly tlic roal 
estate agents will inaku nioni'y, which 
Is true enough. But if they make 
money, they also spend money in a 
score of ways. And the money which 
they make will clilclly come from 
others than VIctorlan.s; and it will 
I)as3 out Into general rirciilation ini- 
inediatcl\-. .Sonn' pi-. pi,. Iiuvi- oljjcttcil 
that If money Is spujit in jiuhlicity, tlio 
newspapers will get most of it. Of 
course this is not true, but if the whole 
sum llkel.v to be contributed in Vic- 
toria were given to tin- (_'(ji(ini.st aloni\ 
it would hardly make good wliat llio 
Colonist has Itself paid out to adver- 
tise the city, without so much as a sin- 
gle dollar of a direct return. There is 
no means of advertising e(iuai to prin- 
ters' ink, but lot no one Imagine f(jr a 
inonKMit that any of the Victoria jirint- 
ing establishments received the wliole, 
or even the most of what has been ex- 
pended In the past in advertising the 
city. 

Anutlier ireciuent objection liuard i;; j 
that some one must lie getting a secret | 
profit out of what Is being done, or 
they otherivlse would not devote their 
time and attention to tlie work of 
publicity. This Is a calumny, that 
Is usually whispered In secret, for 
those who give currency to it would 
not dare mention names. There l.s 
not. and tliere never wu.s-, any found- 
ation for such an objection. Victoria 
has been very fortunate In having a 
number of citizens who are sufficiently 
inspli-ed by public spirit to devote 
their time and talents to .such work 
without hope of any otlier recompense 
than that which will come from tho 
general advancement of the commun- 
ity. We have spoken of those 
elementary things, because wo know 
that others will speak of tlicm. 

Wf) say; Advtintc Victoria! Now 
we know some will ,.si)eak at once of 
the handfcap of our position on an 
Island. But what an Island! In tho 
first place It Is as big as Switzerland, 
or to como nearer home, as big as the 
niiilnland l)art of Xova Seotia, wlille 
In all things that make a iountry 



rich, it la greater than either of them. 
Switzerland's great asset is Its scenery. 
Doubtless we have no mountains on 
Vancouver Island comparable to tho 
Alps, but we have mountains upon 
whose snow-capped summits wo may 
stand and see the Ocean on the one 
hand and tho Island and channels of 
the great Inland waterway on tho 
other. Switzerland has lakes, but 
none of them are more beautiful than 
oura, and wo have what Switzerland 
has not, beautiful rivers teeming with 
fish, and the most beautiful coast line 
to be found anywhere In tho world. 
As an asset our scenery Is more 
valuable than that of Switzerland. 
Now tho mountain republic Is sur- 
rounded with populous countries, and 
Its fame as a pleasure resort Is cen- 
turies old; yet Switzerland is widely 
advertised in tho newspapers, 
just as if It had only been 
discovered yesterday. When it 
comes to material resources Swit- 
zerland Is out of tho race entirely, 
and so the comparison must be made 
with Nova Scotia. We have a better 
climate than tho Atlantic province, un 
immensely greater timber supply, 
probably us much If not more iron 
and coal, infinitely more copper, prob- 
ably more gold, quite as much farming 
land and It Is more productive, gruater 
fi.'Jherles. In short there Is not an item 
of natural wealth of which Vancou- 
ver Island does not possess as much 
as the Mainland part of Nova Scotia 
— to whicli our comparison Is confined, 
Ijecause of the practical Identity of 
area— and of many it possesses nmre. 

Then the commanding geograplilcal 
position of this Treasure Island must 
bo considered. It is an element of 
prosperity that Is absolutely unliiuc. 
lOverythIng Is at hand tor a future 
of surpassing progress and develop- 
ment. Lot UK all Join hands and 
advance Victoria. 



THE PEACE RIVER COUNTRY. 

We have on former occasions point- 
ed out how the resources of tho Peace 
River country can be made trilnitary 
to the prosperity of British Columbia, 
and therefore shall not repeat the ob- 
.'^ei vatlons made upon that point. ^Vo 
direct attention to the following Tor- 
onto despatch of the ISth Inst.; 

Fred G. Lawrence, F.R.G.S.. for 30 
years a resident of tlie Peace Illver 
district, aroused keen interest In an ad- 
dress before tho Canadian Club on tlie 
possibilities of the west. He said along 
the banks of all streams (lowing east 
or west from tho boundary to tho Arc- 
tic ocean gold was to be found. Along 
tlie foot of the Rockies and the streani.s 
of Atiiabasca outcropiilng coal In 
seams of six Inches to 2S feet was 
found. Petroleum was found in sucli 
quantities tliat Canadians need not go 
to Texas to be soaked in oil. There 
was bitumen In Immense quantities, 
estimated at 6,400,000,000 tons by gov- 
ernment experts, found capable of sup- 
plying all the asphalt used, the con- 
sumption hitherto being only 200,000,- 
000 tons altogether. The largest gas 
well in the world was found not far 
from Pelican llajjids on tho Athabasca 
river, near tlie a.sphalt deposits. On 
tile Macltonzle river, down to the Arc- 
tic, spruce grows two feet In diameter. 
Ho hoijed Americans would be allowed 
to buy this timber on condition that 
tliey came over and manufactured it 
here. Tliere wore b",'). 000. 000 acros of 
first-class agricultural land. He ex- 
pected the west would eventually ship 
four, live and six hundred million 
bushels of wheat. 

The only remark which we wish to 

make in this connection now Is that 
tho existence of such great natural 
resources, that nia.v be made tributary 
to this province, .seems to Impose upon 
tho provincial government the duty of 
determining upon some line of policy 
which will lead to the development of 
this groat region from the Pacific 
coast as a liase, and the handling of 
the greater part of Its future business 
from our ports and business centres. 
We do not wish to appear in undue 
iiasto about this, but the time for 
action Is at hand, and we hope soon to 
be able to record that something is 
likely lb be attempted. 



' PARTIZANSHIP RUN MAD. 

Wti are glad to see the Manitoba 
Vrvi} Press unite In the protest which 
the Colonist and some other Canadian 
papers have m;id(.' against tlie manner 
In which certain politlcbms and jinny 
iieu'spapers are exploiting an alleged 
Canadian sentiment. The Dally Mall 
is thp worst sinner In this regard. It 
has lashed Itself into pertervld en- 
thusiasm over the Intention of tho 
Great Xorthcrn to extend its system 
into \N irinlpeg, and it is being follow- 
e>i b.v journais of lessor note, which 
-.■f.oin to accept as law and gospel ull 
tliat this blatant newspaper says. Tho 
Observer Is nearly as bad. In a re- 
cent Issue It said: 

Tho Canadian problem Is a cause of 
grave and Increasing and woil-Justlfled 
anxiety to all thoughtful Imperialists. 

Tho Dominion is literally saturated 
with American influ(-ncc and in splto 
of Lord Grey's splendid and devoted 
efforts tho Imperial sentiment Is weak- 
ening in the absence of any vigorous 
effort to prdmote It on the part of tho 
.Mother Country. 

Could anything be worst; than tills? 
Lord Grey's splendid and devoted ef- 
forts, forsooth! AVhat in tho name of 
common sense does the Observer think 
It is talking about? What kind of 
people do these writers Imagine Cana- 
dians to bo that Earl Grey by making 
a I'ew journeys around the country can 
produced uvon an Infinitesimal effect 
upon public sentiment, other than to 
convince those who como In contact 
with him that ho la a man of gonial 
disjiosltlon and good sense? We ven- 
ture to say that Earl Grey'.s Imperial 
sentiments liave been more strength- 
ened by his sojourn In Canada than 
tho Imperial sentiments of Canadians 
have been strengthened by his pre- 
sence here, admirable and statesman - 
like gentleman though he is. And wo 
also venture to believe that Earl Grey 



would be one of the first to admit 
what we have Just said. Lord Mllnor 
came here, and 'made a tranaoontln- 
ental tour. He Is a trained observer 
with n fine faculty of expressing lilin- 
self.. Some of the English papers have 
been saying that he arrested the de- 
cline of Imperial sentiment here, but 
ho would bo the Ilrst to deny that he 
saw signs of any such decline. Ho 
loft Canada a stronger Imperialist 
than he was when ho landed on our 
shores, and with a broader conception 
of wliat must be done to consuniinato 
the Imperial idea. 

Who told the Observer that Imperial 
sentiment Is weakening In Canada? AVo 
can tell the London paper what is 
weakening in Canada, and that is 
respect for some of what claim to be 
tho organs of British public' opinion. 
We are learning that thoy have gone 
mad with partizanship, and we can 
tell tlieni that this partlzanslilp Is the 
only thing operating today to weaken 
the Imperial tie. When a Canadian 
reads the speech of a free-trader or 
reads a free- trade editorial deprecat- 
ing any tariff arrangements with 
fanada, ho regards it with reapoct, al- 
though he may think tho opinions ex- 
pressed are mistaken. Ho realizes 
that for more than fifty years the 
United Kingdom has had a free-trade 
policy and ho Is content to await the 
evolution of public opinion there. If 
this leads to inter- Imperial preference, 
ho will be pleased; if It docs not his 
imperial sentiment will not be weak- 
ened. No Canadian lias -vor told tho 
l)eo|ile of the liniled Kingdoin that If 
they do not grant us a trade preference, 
we will fling ourselves into the arms 
of the United States, and no Canadian 
thinks so. Every true son of Canada 
Ls content thai Britain shall work out 
her own problems in lier own way. If 
we can como more closely together on 
commerGial lines, so much tho bettor. 
If we cannot, then we must do tho 
best we can without it. We must rest 
our Imperial unity upon the founda- 
tion on whicli 11 has stood so long and 
now stands — a foundation of which 
community of sentiment Is the corner 
stone.

nn to explain that all our modern K(d- 
enco was good, but not essential to die 
deepets humanity; men had lived very 
well, and thought very highly, .for soine 
thou.sands of yeaia without knowing 
anytliing at all ajnut these'^nyifltertes of 
nature. In the end, tho masters seemed 
to be ot his opinion.

I^ondon Times: — This, tho nftloth 
year since India was formally taken 
over hy the C-rown from the East 
India t.'oinpany, has been a year of 
dlsriulet, and to !l certain extent of 
trouble, in that Eniplre. Kor several 
months there was great scarcity, tho 
result of the partial failure o£ tho 
rains of 1907. In tho summer the 
mnnber 'of persons on relief works 
at one moment reached 1,416,000, but 
by October this had declined to 5S,O0O 
and the prospects for the present are 
good. In October a terrible ll.ood at 
Haldarabad cau.sed the loss of 10,000 
lives, it sad reminder of the material 
difliculltes with which the government 
of India and the native rulers aro 
constantly • forced to contend. Two 
military expeditions on the Nortli- 
Western frontier liadi,to be undertaken 
in tlio si)ring, ono against tho Zukkti 
Khel and one against the Mohmiinds. 
Both wore admirably managed by Sir 
James Wlllcocka, though tho liolp the\- 
receive^ from some refractory AfBliun 
tribes — ultimately disowned and i)un- 
islicd the Ameer — seemed at ono time 
to tiireaten complications. Wo did 
not llnisli these trouble-s.oino little 
campaigns without a loss of 52 killed 
and 200 wounded; and of course the 
cost In money was considerable. 

Riit a much graver dlfnculty luu'; 
arisen frcun the "unrest" among cer- 
tain portiens of the population, or as 
it was described in tlie King's Siieeeli 
last wee!;, "a conspiracy of evil-dis- 
posed persons agal.ust the lives of 
my otilcers and the cnntinuaiice of 
British rule." Of this conspiracy, this 
agitation there had been signs and 
'oeeaslonal local outbri^aks for sunie 
years past, but It is only of lute that 
it lias assumed serious proporilon.s. 
Ai .Muzaftarpur, early In May, a bond) 
\vas thrown at a carriage cnntalning 
tw.ii ladies. Mrs. and .Miss Kenne(l\-, 
and both wen.' killed — tho i)rojecliie 
having been intended, it is lielleved, 
for a maHi--itrate who liad dom; his 
duty too faltliiully to i)leasc the ex- 
Ireiiiists, Vigorous investigations 
Were made in Calcutta iiud Bengal 
generall.v, and a great revoltilioiiary 
plot was laid bare, the worst feature 
of which was that the manufacture of 
bombs was toimd to be proceeding on 
a considerable scale. Several explo- 
sions afterwards occurred In various 
places, but happily without great loss 
of life. The nlost serious outrages 
were the murder of Gossain, an in- 
former, and a determined attempt on 
tlie life of Sir Andrew Fraser, Lieu- 
teiia'nt-Oovernin' of Bengal, on No- 
\'euil)er 7. as he was attending a lecture 
in a public hall in Calcutta. The 
violence of the native press continued 
unabated; many newsjiapers were sup- 
pressed and many editors sent for 
long terms Imprisonment, the most 
conspicuous being Mr. Tilak, editor of 
the journal Kesarl of Poena, who 
after a long trial was sentenced by 
a Parsee Judge to six years' trans- 
portation — a punishment afterwards 
reduced by tho government. There 
was some rioting in Bombay on the 
conviction of a man whose inlliieiice 
In Western India has been as great as 
It is i)eriilciou.s; but Uomliay and 
I'oona ha\e ln'cn relatively tramiuil 
during the ,\ear. Affairs weri' deem- 
eil so serious liy the Government of 
India tfnit not only was a seven; ICx- 
jdosivo Act liasHi-d. but the Viceroy 
gave up Ills holiday iind remained In 
Calcutta, wliere late in the year there 
was quickly pasi^ed a Summary Justice 
Act, which has already had a rlcj- 
nmrkable effect. The Bill ,was in- 
troduced in the Viceroy's cdiihcil by 
Sir Harvey Adamson, who gave an 
alarming account of the develoimient 
of the "Samltis" or \'olunleers, es- 
pecially In Eastern Bengal — bodies of 
young men who, under tlie pretext of 
protecting pilgrims, org.anized boycot- 
ting, terrorized poaci'ful cltizeius, and 
carried our dac<dties. arson, -ami mur- 
der. Tiu'SG clubs count no less tluin 
15,000 memb(.-rs, Tlie iinmcdialo 
measure for meeting these tiiid siniilar 
schemes was the i-stabllshmont of a 
Court of three Judges without juries, 
with exceptional powers of using t'le 
evidence of wit^icsaes who, having 
been examined by the magistrate, diad 
subsequently disappeared. If - the Court 
has ; reason to believe that their dls- 
ajipearance has been caused in tho 
interests of the accused. 

If there has been disaffection, there 
have been, on the ot)ier band, many 
strimg and sincere expressions of 
loyalty, not only on tho part ot Ma- 
homi.'dans, but on that of pntive rulers 
.of all creeds. This was fully recog- 
nized In the riMnarkable message from 
tho Kiiifi-lOmperor. to his Indian suli- 
Jects. read at Jodhrnir on Xovenilier 
2. Morein-er it was tills, accordiiig 
to the King's Speech ;it th. I'roroga- 
tlon, that ctius.'d the llodie (;;(i\-ern- 
ment to feel Justilied in jjresslng fur- 
ward the measures that have lonj; Ikm-u 
under their consideration for enlarg- 
ing the share of the Indiati peoples 
in the administration of the country." 
The measures of reform arranged iie- 
tween the government of India and 
the Secretary of State, were outlined 
li.\' I>ord Aiorley, in a very Impressive 
speecdi In the House of Lords on De- 
cember 17. and will be luubodjed In 
a Bill to be introduced early next '. 
session, Bri'dly, the government pro- 1 
IJ'ise greatly lo enlarge tlie luimlx'rs I 
and th.^ power of the Le^; isiat I ve | 
Councils, both pro\-iiu-lal aiul i-entral; 
to extend tlie jirlnciple of representa- 
tion in these bodies; and to nominate 
native members both to the provincial 
Executive Councils and to the Execu- 
tive Council of tln' Viceroy. The 
proposals v.-ere widl received by the 
House of Ijords ami in the country, 
altliou^h grave doubts have been ex- 
pressed both as to the wisdom of 
placing nativi' iiiemberK on tht; Ex- 
ective Councils .■uul as to the fiiirness 
and efllcacx- of the method ijrnpnsed 
by Ijord JMorlej- for sei-urini; the .-id- 
eiiuatc ripreseiitation of Ihf .Musulnian 
and other minorill<:s. In India the re- 
ception has been most enthusiastic.

Some little time ago tiic niiwspafiors 
of this city were good enough to print 
letti.'rs I wrote on the ncci-sslty of 
furlber docking acconiniodittlon on the 
Paclflc coast of Canada; there have 
been several articles since published 
In tho local press on this subject, and 
as It Is ono of great national Import- 
ance 1 beg pennlssion to again re- 
vert to It. 

Some of the steamers already pb ins 
to our ports are beyond tho capacity 
of any docks in British Columbia, and 
their number will Increase yearly. 
That their dimensions will also in- 
croaso is not probable for tho depth 
of water In'mdst Oriental portrf'ls lim- 
ited, the. Bako'ta'.an'd''"ItUnne80ta^:'wcrc 
ibofore tholr ,t|mo,,.as was,tl><j (Jreat 
Eastej-n; U 1^, however, ne.ceasary to 
provide for such vessels as already 
exist, artd a bit ovet. . 

Unless the dock Is designed to ac- 
cemniodate a battleship wo' can hardly 
expect government assistance, and 
without that' assistance a very largo 
(lock cannot be coiistTucted; tho 
amount of capital requlrc-d is too great 
to encourage hope of dividends and 
the project will have to be bonused or 
assisted financially in some form or 
other. 

The construction and operation of 
the dock should be In , private hands 
and not bccomo a government depart- 
ment, it should be regarded as strictly 
a comn.erclal enterprise to be made to 
pay Its way us soon as possible. This 
result could never be attained were it 
controlled by ofllcials whose training 
makes routine of more Importance 
than reynlts; a purely government 
dock would doubtless be run on tho 
same lines as that at liremerton, 
where trading vessels are privileged 
to enter only If other accommodation 
is not available. 

Naval vessels should have priority ot 
entrance, with that c.Kceptlon they 
should be treated exactly as commer- 
cial craft and be charged same rates, 
the right of precedence, or in fact tho 
iiieri; existence of tlie dock ought to 
be .siiflleient to Induce the Dominion 
to assist Hie project in a liberal 
manner. 

Ill wliat form that as.sislance be 
rendered comes not wltliin tlie scope 
of tills article; it might be the fr.-e 
urant of a site and a loan at little or 
lui interest, or a KUli.sldy. or boiiu.s, 
or \vlialever iiiethiul linaneic rs nli.^dlt 
dei'iii ad\'iKalile; but .■iuppori it must 
havi', f(Jr altiicni.t;h the lleet of ele- 
phantine earrii'rs is .steadily inereas- 
ing it cannot expand as rapidly as did 
that of the Atlantic, Tlie voliinie of 
cargo carried aero,ss the r'acilic is 
getting.^ greater all Hie time, but 
passenger traflic must remain restrict- 
ed on account of the race distinction 
between the peoples of the opposite 
shores. 

Granting then that tho number of 
lovlatlian.H will not very rapidly crowd 
the ocean, the fact remains that some 
are already here and for those, and 
thosi! that are coming, we must not 
bo dependant on the services ot a for- 
eign, albeit friendly nation, whenever 
repairs ^ire required to bo made. This 
applies with double force lo naval 
\'es8cls. 

Moreover that help comes costly 
when there Is no competition. 

The necessity for tho dock being 
conceded, and premising that the 
llnancing has been arranged, tho ne.xt 
question is that ot location. 

The precise spot cannot be selected 
until tho t.vpo of dock is dctornilned, 
but on broad principles Victoria or its 
Iieighborliood seems preferalile. 

Ko matter how the iirovlncc de- 
velops, Victoria .'IS a port marcli 
with it pari p.Ts.sii, situated, as it Is, 
near the ••iitranr,. to the Strait of .liinn 
do i''nca. all ■sblppini; hound for inland 
wjiters must pa.^.s U; a daiiiageil ves- 
sel is dangorous to lake tiii'inigh intrl- 
cati! channels, the cost of tow:i;:e Is 
considerable, .-aid lln^ jirevaleneo of 
fogs, obstacles, ;uiil congested traflic 
liicrea.yos as the wat(>rs become nar- 
rower; a, "lame duck" desires to niako 
the Ilrst haven, iind Victoria is it. 

Other liavhors further north nia.v bo

NEW STREET CARS FOR 
THE LOCAL SERVICE 



B. .Ci Elect'Fic'iG;orrip;aiiy -Plans; 
Extensive- Improvemerits ' 
In Service Here 



By the introduction of a new and 
thoroughly up-to-dato car, and an ex- 
tensivQ addition to, and rearrange- 
ment ot Its car trades, the B. C. Elec- 
tric, company will soon start upon a 
work involving the exi)endituro of 
?100,000 In this city. The Increase in 
tlie tral'llc liandled by the company last 
yonr, an increase aggregating nearly 
tliirty iier cent over tlio previous year, 
ha.s necessitated additions to tho com- 
pany's rolling stock, and as tho type 
of car to be used will. Of necessity, 
only run one way, that Is it can- 
not be reversed as can tho present 
ones' In use, there . will have to bo 
considerable changes madcr In the pre- 
sent track arrangements. 

Six new cars, of the latest typo, 
of tho style termed tho Detroit plat- 
form car, have been ordered and will 
bo built especially tor use here. Tho 
platform at tho rear ot the car Is 
made especially large and the entrance 
l.H double tho widtli of those on the 
preaont cars. Running across tlie 
rear vestibule and dividing It Into 
two equal parts Is an iron rail from 
the entrance to the opposite side. By 
this arrangement smokers can stand 
to the rear of the hall and not in- 
terfere with passengers entering or 
leaving tho cars. The cars will lie 
larger than any now in use being 
longer and will be fitted with rattan 
cushioned seats. Air liraltes will he 
ln.stalled on each of the new cars and 
In fact every modern device will be 
there. 

Chnngo in Tracks. 

Tlie Inti'oduction tif tliese new cnr.s 
will mean ii considerable <'luinge In 
tho operating of the various runs. 
From the west end of tlio swltcli near 
Vancouver street on Fort strt.'ot, tlie 
double track will be entended down 
to -Douglas street, and a double track 
run along Douglas street, from Fort 
street, to connect with the double 
tracks on Yates street. Thus the now 
cars when coming In from Oak Hay 
or the WlUowH will run along I'\irt 
to Douglas, then turn along ]:)ouglas 
to Yates and down the Tatter street 
to Government and tlienco to Korl 
street. Uy tlils l.oop the new cars 
will always ho running one wav. In 
order to provide for tlie turniiig of 
the car at the various termini ot the 
company's lines loop.s of "Y's" will bo 
put in. Later It is juoiiosed to con- 
nect the Douglas street and Govern- 
ment street lines of track by a double 
track along Bay street. All Esiiul- 
malt and Gorge cars will, on coming 
Into the city run along Bay street to 
Douglas iJtrect thence along Doiiglas 
to Yates and around onto Govern- 
ment .street. This will neoe.ssitato 
Iiutting in more tracks at the corner 
of Yates street and Government .street. 
Further improvements will be made to 
the Fort street line liy continuing the 
double track from Vancouver street 
to Fernwood Itoad, (flvlng a direct 
double track through to the junction 
Of Fort street and Oak Bay avenue.

scarcity of cows In the district, the 
higher wages and scarcity of farm hel]) 
resulting iti many farmers disposing 
of their cow.s. The average jirlce of 
butter during the year paid by the 
retail trade was 38% cents per pound, 
a ilgure somewhat higher than the pre- 
vious year. '

HERE AND THERE 

The ofkclal reports, presented year 
by year to the legislature, do not, as 
a rule, Interest women. It la different 
with that Issued from tho department 
of education. Not only are tho ma- 
jority of teachers women but the state 
of education In tiie province should be 
a matter of concern to every niotiier 
and to all women who love children. 
The long lists of names and columns 
of figures certainly do not look In- 
viting, yet they tell us nnich of tho 
life of this great province of .ours. 
.Scattered through Its immense area 
tliere are 3,3,^11 scliool children. In 
the largo clt>' schools whore many luin- 
ilreds ut boys and girls work aa bees 
in a hive, on lonely Islands, In busy 
mining camps, from tho V'ukoii to the 
boundary, well as In the I'erllle 

farm lands and rich orciiard country, 
the men and women of tlie future are 
ijeiug trained In our schools. Nowhere 
in the world does the school follow tho 
settler more quickly than in British 
Culumbiu. . Tliere are many schools 
where the total enrollment is nine and 
one where a teacher has but five 
pupils. Although every settlement In 
which there are fifteen children of 
scliool ago can claim a government 
school, there are special arrange- 
ments by which a smaller number, 
whose parents desire it and are will- 
ing to contribute to the expenses of 
the school, can obtain an education. 
\'ery few sufficiently realize the lone- 
liness and somcthnea the discomforts 
from which teachers in the very re- 
mote di.strlcts suffer. On the other 
luuul. It Is .sometimes in such places 
that teachers live tho happiest IIms 
and are treated with the greatest 
kindness and consideration, both by 
parents and puiiils. 

In tho rural lilstrlcts the greatest 
friend and helper of the teacher Is the 
school Inspector. Tho men who lill 
these po.sltioiis are well equipped for 
their work. They have been teachers 
themselves and know how to sym- 
pathize with the young man or woman 
who with mnny theories, but with no 
experience, undertakes the charge of 
a country school. Brief as are the 
written reports presented by them, no 
one who reads these can doubt tho 
wisdom and sympathy of the Inspect- 
ors. What no reader can fully aj)- 
preclate is tlio amount of work th.at 
the man who travels twice a year 
through the length and breadth of 
ICootciiiiy, Yale. Cariboo, tho west 
eoast of the mainland or Vancouver 
Island has to perform. 

Many of the older teachers will read 
Mr. Wilson's report with a sigh of 
regret. Ho speaks of It as probably 
the last one he will write. As school 
inspector, Mr. Wilson has served tlio 
people of this province long and faith- 
fully and If his present position Is a 
less arduous one, he has well earned 
the comparative rest. In closing his 
tweiity-flrat report Mr. Wilson leaves 
this message to teachers and peo- 
ple: "Ther.e is still needed, the closer 
union of the interests, symiidthies and 
Intelligence of both parents and teach- 
ers — tho effective co-operation by tho 
homo and tho school, for the latter la 
not wholly responsible for the educa- 
tion of the children." 

• • • 

Mr. A. C. Stewart compliments New 
Westminster, Chllllwack and North 
Vancouvec. on the excellent showing 
made at - the entrance examinations, 
the pass ■ list being 88 per cent, of 
those wi-Iting. while he criticizes tho 
Judgment of the teachers of the rural 
schools who send up their pupils less 
perfectly prepared. However, he con- 
cludes this part of his report with tlio 
following encouraging sentence: "On 
tlio whole the work of the year has 
been of a very satisfactory character, 
and the condition of our rural schools 
shows a decided advance and Improve- 
ment over jirevlous years." 

Hut Jlr. Stewart Is not one of those 
who thinks tho schools exist for the 
purpose of preparing students for the 
High Schools. He looks upon the 
training received and the Impre.islons 
given as a iireiniratlon for life, and 
clo.ses his report with a few i)ara- 
graphs on the "toiu;" of the school 
which are well worth the careful study 
of every teacher. Mr. J. U. Glllis' re- 
port on the schools of Kootenay shows 
that this part of tlie country Is de- 
veloping. Mtuiy new schools have 
been opened there and more will short- 
ly be in operation. Mr. Glllls thinks 
that teachers should be well paid. He 
.says that "tlie supply of good teachers 
must always fall short of the demand 
as long as the salaries offered them 
continue to be smaller than those 
paid In callings that require less pre- 
paration, are less exacting, and less 
destructive of nervous energly." Of the 
teacher.^ tliemaelves this Inspector 
says, the majority are earnest, enthut- 
astic and capable and no tasks that 
are in tho interests of the children and 
the schools seem too heavy." This 
appreciation of good work gives added 
weight to the criticism of those teach- 
ers %vho are referred to "as slow and 
un progressive," and It also gives an In- 
centive to improvement. 

Mr. Glllls praises tho new scho.il at 
Xelson and notes that "In Rev('lstoke 
tlie school grounds have been made 
most attractive; the lot has been 
gi'aded and fenced, trees have been 
pianti-'d and [lowers cultivated." 

Mr. J. S. Gordon, who, tHl last mid- 
summer, was Inspector for Vale-Cari- 
boo, but has since taken Mr. Wilson's 
place on V.'Uicouver Island, sjieJiks of 
the great progrtiss made In that in- 
spoetur:'.te. lC.'ii)eclallj' In the Okaiia- 
gan dl.ylrict have tlu^re been many new 
.schools c)]ieni'd. .Speiiking of his 
work, Mr. OcM-don says: '-.\ever before 
In niy six years' experience of In- 
spectoral work was as great an Inter- 
est manlf(.'steil In education by teach- 
ers, tru.Hlees and ijeoi)l(! geiuirally." 

Mr. Gordon thinks tlial It should not 
be necessary for all children In country 
districts to conn! to the cities ;ir soon 
as they have llnlslied the common 
school course. He thinks there should 
be "a good graded .school In the centre 
of a fairly populous district, already 
provided with small mixed schools, 
whore the more advanced worlc of tho 
public school and at least two years 
of high school work may be taken 
up." There are few Who have given 
this subject any thought Who do not 
believe tliat If this or some similar 
[)lan were adopted It would be great- 
ly to the advantage of tho children'. It 
Is not desirable to bring }arge num- 
bers of boyo and girls to the cities at 
tho age at which they enter the Iltgh 
school.. Children, are much better at 
home, or at least in the vicinity of 
their homes, till they are old enough 
to take caro oi;, themselves. Not only 
for tho soke of the children's, charac- 



ters, but In tho interests of economy, 
the country children should be en- 
abled to learn more In their own 
schools. Tho expense of extending tho 
High School ill the city causes many 
a bright boy and girl to leave school 
as soon as they have passed tlio en- 
trance examination. 

Mr. Harry Dunnell Inspector of 
Manual Training, advocates tho ex- 
tension of that work to all the centres 
of population. Hla plan Is for the 
Iieople of tho smaller cities to fur- 
nish a building and tor the Education 
Department to provide the equipment, 
lie points to tho success of tho ox- 
])erlment in 'Victoria, Vancouver and 
New Westminster and says: "Ail 
around us (In other parts of the 
Dominion, In the United States, and 
the countries of Europe), wo, lind 
manual tralnln.i^- being introduced 
largely Into the .studies of the schools. 
Can a .voiiiig country Uki; ours, that 
Is constantly drawing from older 
countries for its increasing popula- 
tion ignore this fact" 
• * • 

W. P. Argue, city superintendent ot 
Vancouver allUdes In his report to an 
evil which Is felt here. The number 
of pupils under ' fourteen, who have 
to be forced to attend school is larger 
than ever. Tho difficulty arises from 
parents inability to control children, 
or from parents' Indlllereiico to the 
educational nei-ds of their children. 
The situation is ag;^ravated by the 
ease with wlihh boys secure employ- 
ment. The i)ri';ient compulsory clause 
ot the Public Schools Act was of 
great assistam-o in enforcing better 
attendance. It would be, however, 
a step In advance If It were made a 
mi.sdemeanor for any person to em- 
ploy a pupil undi-r fourteen during 
school hours. It would also be a 
great help In Vancouver li tho ad- 
joining municipalities compelled at- 
tendance. It seems hardly fair to 
drive off tho streets and from em- 
ployment boys living in tho city, to 
have their places taken by equally 
>-eimc- .-inr) efnini!.- d"!!ci"nt In edi;o:i 
tlon, who come from iiolnts outsldo 
the city. We have a conipulsorly 
law based on age. It Is possible for 
a boy to leave Hchool on reacliing four- 
teen, even though he has very little 
education. "Wmild It not bo wise to 
have a minimum educational require- 
ment for boys or girls over fourteen 
before they are permitted to leave 
school?" 

The absence of a report from Vic- 
toria recalls sadly the death of Dr. 

K.iton. At midsummer when the re- 
ports were presented to the Depart- 
ment, the present City Superintendent, 
K. B. I'aul, M..\., had only entered 
upon his duties. 

The total eiirolhuent of pupils as 
was said before is 33,314. Of these 
1,470 or less than live per cent go 
the High School. There are 91 IJnl- 
ver.«-.lty pupils atlendlng the schools 
In Vktorl.-i and V.-ir.. ouver. ^Ve some- 
times hear that oui' young peojilc are 
being over educated but If not one 
In twenty goes, to ..h'gh school and 
about one In M'ery .sixteen of tho 
High School studerits go on to college 
there la littlo dnhgt!r that the rising 
generation will have too large a 
proportion of learned men. It mu.'^t 
be remembered, however, that there 
are many British Columbl.T. students 
In the universities of eastern Can- 
ada and a few in England. 



quail and sauce were ready to be sent 
to table in a casserole. 

Two arrangements of eggs were sub- 
mitted by the lecturer. One was of- 
fered In these terms; Fry six rounds of 
bread to a golden brown, and fry also 
six chicken livers. Paf a liver, well 
seasoned, on each round of bread, on 
the liver put a French poached egg, 
and over all pour well-acasoned to- 
mato sauce. Sprinkle with chlvee and 
serve at once. 

Tho other egg dish was of six poach- 
ed egKs put on slices of bread fried in 
Olive oil and covered with a Bechamel 
sauce in which grated cheese of two 
sorts ilgured. Then the whple wtLs set 
in a hot oven to brown. 

A mousse of foio gras— although an 
attempt to Improve by the' addition of 
"llxlngs" a fole-graa indicates an effort 
1 to gild line gold — was its b.wn excuse 
for being presented, as may bo Imag- 
ined by reading the way for preparing 
it or realized by an accurate repro- 
duction of It. Mash the contents of a 
can ot pate do fole-graa and season 
with salt, cayenne and two table- 
spoons of brandy. Add to a cup of 
heavy cream a tablespoon of gelatine 
dissolved over hot water and beaten 
till stiff. Fold Into the foie-gras and 
turn into tiny molds furnished with 
aspic jelly and canned pimentos. Serve 
on lettuce leaves, dressed with French 
dressing. 

A dinner salad was made up like 
this: Seed and peel wlilte grapes and 
stuff with pimento. Pare and separate 
sections of tangerines, free from skin 
and seeds. Mash a ere.uii cheese, 
moisten with French dressing and add 
one quarter of a cup of chopped pe- 
cans. Make into balls tho size of the 
grapes and arrange with tho stuffed 
grapes and the tangerine sections on 
lettuce leaves and serve with French 
dressing. 

Speaking of cheese, as one naturally 
does in connection with salad. Miss 
Farmer suggested this way of treating 
ut-eatu cheese. Mutj'n two »nmil cieaiu 
cheeses, add one-quarter of a cup of 
butter, one teaspoon each of capers 
and paprika, one finely chopped sh.al- 
lot, two finely chopped anchovies and 
a quarter of a teaspoon of caraway 
seeds. Mix thoroughly and mold." 



Epicurean Dishes. 

An expert In the art of cookery, 
Mh<s Farmer, hits been delivering a 
course of lectures tp. the ladies of Bos- 
ton. One of these' oil Kpicurean dashes 
may be of interest to some of Vic- 
toria's housewives who take a pleasure 
In the preparation. of novel and dainty 
dishes; Miss Farmer, as reported by 
the Boston Transcript, says: 

"An epicure, by the way, is not, as 
many appear to suppose, one who finds 
Ills chief delight in a table embarrass- 
ingly rich In highly, ornate and elabor- 
ate dishes. He is rather, as those who 
kno\y him best say, ono who asks that 
everything put before hlin. In tho 
ediblo line, shall be of tho best. Ho 
has no quarrel with simplicity In hla 
daily or occasional faro, provided tho 
simple prejiaratlons touch perfection. 
He can be very happy with a repast 
composed of bread and butter iiiid 
cold \vater. If the broad la light and 
perfectly baked, the butter sweet and 
fresh, the water the purest. And If 
his demands are met In dishes of a 
more comiilcx nature the epicure, with- 
out doubt, finds himself correspond- 
ingly gratified. ; 

In considering the epicures likes and 
dislikes, the other day. Miss Farmer 
toolc for hor first dish planked smelts. 
The llttio fish were ingeniously ar- 
ranged on a plank to look llko ono big 
llsh, then they were aeaaoned with 
lemon juice, salt and pepper, covered 
with inaltre cl'hotel butter, garnlslied 
with potato roses and baked till tho 
potatoes -were well browned. Tho en- 
tire composition was sprinkled with 
<-liopi)cd parsley, while sliced ('uouin- 
bors and sections of tomato, dressed 
with oil, vinegar, pepper and salt, were 
arr;inged between the potato roses. Of 
course the achleveim nt is to be borno 
to table on the jilank. 

Although eertiiln of our game laws 
will iiiak(^ It dlllicult to secure quail In 
the markets now th.'it a new year has 
come In, the directions Miss Farmer 
gave for cookln.g them might bo ap- 
lilled to other birds similar In size, 
calibre and fiavor to tho ciuall.

fried till they browne<l. As they 
reached tll(> hrn wiling point they were 
treated to a jiinl of white wiiU! in 
which they siiiimered for thlrt.\- min- 
utes. Then they wi re done and were 
talten up. 'i'he sauce In which they 
simmered was well strained Into .an- 
other saucepan and a pint of heavy 
cream was ailded to It. Salt, popper 
and cayenne to ta.«te were added, with 
a toaspoonful of chives cut in line bits, 
then Ibe blrils were put Into It to be 
he.ited to the point of bnilinK, when

With Two Dead and Oth- 
ers in Danger 



FIVE OF CREW RESCUED 



Taken Off Rock With Difficulty 

By Boat's Crews of Tees 
and Leebro

I'roin the Wreck, the 
rescue being accomplished with dUfli- 
cluty yesterday, by boats from tlie 
Steamer Tees, Capt. Townsend, of the 
C. P. R. and steamer Leebro, Cnpt. 
Hunter, of Lcemlng Bros., under char- 
ter to the .Marine Department. The 
L,eebro'.s lifeboat. manned by the 
Banfleld llfesaving crew in charge of 
Capt. Gillcn, was .swamped before the 
rescue was effected, the crew briiif? 
jjicked up by the boat's crew from the 
Tecs, ill charge of Chli.'f Ollicur C.il- 
lani. The motor lifeboat, meanwhile 
was a wreck, lying at Banlield with 
her side torn out by the rocks onto 
which she drifted at Robbers island 
and the Leebro was waiting to bring 
her to Victoria when coastguard Irwin 
reported tHo case of the Soquol, to 
which circumstance the Leebro's pre- 
sence near the scone of the wreck, 
was due. The Tees, which arrived 
at 2 p.m., was westbound from Vic- 
toria on her way to Cape Scott. The 
telegraphic communication with Uclue- 
let was interrupted and the efforts to 
get that lifeboat failed In consequence, 
while the lifeboat wlilcli was never 
placed in commission at Cloose wa.4 
still there wailing the Leebro to call 
for It Ho take it to Banfield, when the 
weather was suitable. 

Use Ship's Boats. 
The Leebro had two big boats, eacli 
eighteen feet long and five feet wide, 
and one of these was used by tlie 
Banfield life-saving crew which had 
been added to the Leebro's crew of 
12 men. The Tees, which 1ms many 
boatlandings to make during her voy- 
ages, is provided with good surf.boiits 
iWlth a line fa.st fronT the boats of 
t.Ho Tees to that from the Leebro, 
iKe latter was drifted down tiwa?d,tUc 
rtfck upon ^vjilch the shipwrecked fnen 
^\raltcd rescue. Here v/ere six men. 
mate Swanson, Carpenter Haasc, ahh: 
seamen Patterson. Hansen, .lolinson. 
and a .Tapanese cabin lioy. Tlic Leo- 
brcp's boat was swampc-rl by t)ie surf 
while the miiroonetl men watched 
eagerly, and Chief Otfieer Gillam and 
his crew picked up tbc llfcs;iVors. 
hauled back their boat and baled it 
out ready for another effort, which 
proved more successful, tlio boat 
dragging down close enougli for life- 
lines to bo thrown with lifebuys for 
which flve of the men struggled. 
Mate Swanson refused to leave, re- 
fusing rescue, until those who re- 
mained on the wreck were taken off. 
On the vessel were six people, with 
the bodies of Uie victims, and all ef- 
forts to get them off failed.. N'lght- 
f.ill came anci darkness siuit down with 
the sl.x still on board. Capt. Jamie- 
son prostrated with grief over his 
bereavement and one seaman huddled 
by the gunwhale with a broken leg 
while two others nursed injured lirnba 
and bruised liodies. 

Cutter Stands By. 

Upon this scone tlu- U. .S. revenue 
cutter Manning, played lier searchlight, 
the beam of llglit illumining a sorry 
lo.oking picture. Tbi- Tecs v.'cnt to 
Banfield after nightfall to land lli.' 
men taken off, who had been v.-(-ll 
cared for and provided witli warm 
clothing by Capt. Townsend and 
Steward Itlrliards. Hotli thu Tecs and 
Leebro will go out to the wreck to 
continue their effort to take off the 
remaining six men this morning after 
sunrise. The U. S, S. Manning, which 
took the Noah bay life boat and life- 
savers from the Wyadda station yes- 
terday iifternoon stood by the wreck 
during the night with lior searchlight 
almost continually on it. Until mid- 
night no further effoi-t bad been made 
to gel the men off, tbe sea modor- 
;itlng gradurilly, and It is (■xpi'ctcd the 
efforts tills morning will be surccssf n 1. 

Survivors of the Sfjquci wIkj wcri] 
I)roUKlit to Hanlleld by tbe Tee.M last 
niglit reported tliat afti>r a voyage nf 
42 days from C.allao witliout incident 
bad weatlicr was experienced when 
noaring the straits. Capt. Jamieson 
mistook Pacliena light for 'I'atoosb and 
Cape Bcalo light for Pachena and was 
heading between them when bis 
.schooner struck heavily on .Sea bird 
rock about midnight Friday. Twenty 
minutes later a heavy soa broke over, 
bringing down ' the two after masts 
and smashing tjie lifeboat. The tailing 
spars struck the captain's wife and 
child, who were on deck near the af- 
ter mast Both were Instantly killed. 
.Seaman Jack Herman's leg was 
broken by the sea swashing wreck- 
age against him.

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"When the local agent of the Pugct 

Sound Tugboat company telegrapliod 
the news to Seattle the tugboat man- 
agement telegraphed to Crescent ask- 
ing the U. S. weather obsorvor there 
to communicate with the tug Pioneer 
at Neali Bay and Instruct her captain 
to tender his services to the officer in 
command of tlie llfcsaving station at 
Noah bay to tow the Wyadda lifeboat 
to the scene of the wreck. If her ser- 
vices were not required for this pur- 
pose the Pioneer was Instructed to 
jirocced to the scene of the wreck and 
possible. 

The U. S. S. Manning is fitted with 
wireless telegraphic apparatus and it 
was arranged that she should com- 
municate with Pachena if the sea 
made during tlio night and there seem- 
ed any danger of the wreck breaking 
up, the operator at Pachena jiasslng 
the information on to Banlield from 
where the Leebro and Tees wotdd bo 
sent out at once to render assistance. 
As the sea was going down, however, 
it was consiilered that the rescue 
could bo effected more easily by 
waiting until daylight. 

Thought to be Sealer 

When the wreck of the Soquel was 
S(!en through the snow and mist from 
shore with two uiasts gonii, she 
seemed like a two-masted schooner. 
.■\t 9 a. m. tlie jtatrol rei)orted her fast 
on the rocks, well .lat of water, with 
the tide rising and a moderate sea 
rimnlnt;. ^\'ith glasses i.ono of tho 
watLdiers from shore could make out 
any signs of life on the vessel. It was 
thought the crew iv.i 1 be',-n lust on this 
account. By some liie ip.nhiii, which 
afterwards turned out lo b<' correct, 
u us Indd tli.-it the \'e ;s ■! w;is not a 
two-masted schooner, but a four- 
master with two after masts gone.. 

In the afternoon tiio patrol reported 
that the wrecked vomsci was a sealing 
schoonc'r, and as there was but one 
vessel out Of Victoria, tho schooner 
Jessie, in command of Capt. Munro, 
carrying a crew of twenty men. all 
local, much alarm was occasioned In 
consequence. Local sealers refused to 
credit any report that the Jessie was 
ashore. "You can't tell me that Billy 
Munro's a-shoro there," said one, "if 
his sticks weren't blown out, or his 
sails all gone." So It proved. Tho 
Jessie is probably many miles to tho 
south, having left on Sunday last. 

At 3 1). m., those watching from 
Piicliona and Cape Beale, sighted four 
men huddled about a fire built on the 
outlying rock off Seablrd Islet, and 
three men were seen on board the 
wreck. A fairly heavy sea was run- 
ning then, making the work of tho 
rescuers difficult. Later in tlie after- 
noon It started to moderate. Tho 
rock on which the men were standing 
by their fire was above high water, 
and It is expected that Mate Swanson, 
who refused to leave, will bo safe

The r.!Scuo of the passengers and 
crow of thu White Star liner Republic 
yesterday in Nantucket Sound when 
the big four-masted llacr of 15,378 
tons, largest of tho steamers In tho 
Bostfui trade, way bound out of New 
York for Naples, Gcnou and Palermo 
with a largo complement of passen- 
gers, 225 in tho saloon, illustrated In 
the most vivid way tho great value of 
cfllclent wireless telegraphic appara- 
tus on board occtui Uncrs and pointed 
again the necessity of the equipment 
of all steamers carrying passengers 
with wireless. apparatus. Tho Republic 
might have become another Narconio 
— her fate might have been another 
Atlantic mystery like that of the lost 
Allan liner Huroiiian, tho President, 
City of Glasgow. Pacinc and other 
liners which were lost witliout any 
intolllgence ever being gleaned of their 
fate— if the coIIIhIoii with the Italian 
steamer Florida had occurred in tho 
days before tho use of wireless tele- 
graphic apparatus came Into vogue. 
With this means of communication 
available the captain of tho Republic 
could send broadcast the news of his 
distress, transmitting to all steamers 
w ithin call a cry for aid lest the hun- 
dreds on board perish. In many a 
wireless room, on many a steamer, 
across liundreds ef inlls'S of sen, as well 
as In the land slfltloiis. the cry for 
aid was heard and ]iassed on. The 
ofllcials at New York learned of the 
liredlcaineiil of their stricken !inc-r, 
slowly slnkin.^'. ajui the lialtic was hur- 
ried out to the position niveu. not lo 
setu-ch. circling with gieat loss of tlmi^ 
as would have hern necessary In tho 
old days when after much time a 
steamer had conii! In with the n.'port 
of her distress, assist.-nice would bo 
sent. Several hniir.-i later tm> Baltic, 
also by wireless, reported that she had 
found the sinking Republic and the 
Florida, to wlilch the passengers and 
crew had been transferred and was 
standing by the sinking vessel. 

Tho Republic Is not mily a large, but 
•also a fast steamer, holding the record 
for the trip across the Atlantic from 
Boston to Liverpool. She has boon 
used with the Cymric In tho White 
Star's line out of Rostoii to Furo[)e. 
When she collided with the Florida 
she was carrying passengers to tho 
Mediterranean, and hiui a large num- 
ber of Italian and- Sicilian stoorago 
on board, who had taken advantage of 
an ospoclally low rate of $30 given to 
Naples, Genoa and Palermo to visit 
the district recently stricken by tho 
earthquake to Investigate the fate Of 
relatives and friends, 

Tho diningrooni is a.siiaclous, well 
furnished apartment with accommoda- 
tion for no fewer than 200 passengers. 




The White Star liner RepubUo in oallUhn cff Nantucket 
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Reached the Island, 

At l(jw water early >'Osterday morn- 
ing five of the crmv, consisting of 
Mate Sw.'inson, C'arijenter Haase, 
.■\ble S(amcn Patterson, Hansen and 
Johnson and ii Japanese cabin boy 
scrambled through the surf to the 
outermost of the little Islets which wiis 
almost awash. It Is a little knoll a few 
feet above water. There they found 
wreckage iind driftwood and made a 
fire, around which thoy huddled lo keep 
themselves warm during the snow 
stpialls, Willie Capt. Jamieson, Second 
Mate Henningscn, the cook and three 
seamen, two slightly Injured, other 
than the man with a broken log, re- 
mained on the wreck. 

Coastguard Irwin, of Pachena, slght- 
I d the wreck In the mist of yesterday 
morning, and telephoned the news to 
Hanfield. The steamer Leebro, wliich 
had been sent there by the local agent 
of marine to bring the wrecked Ban- 
lield creek motor boat to Victoria, was 
lying there, and left at 8.86 a.m., Capt 
James Hunter taking Capt. Glilen and 
the llfesavlng crew of eight men from 
the Banfleld creek llfesavlng station. 

On arrival off Seablrd Island a high 
soa was running. Capt .Glllen launch- 
ed one of the two lifeboats of the Leo- 
bro, btit the llf<'savlng crow could do 
netldn;,' in the liig soa. The men Inid- 
dleil on the island iind those on tho 
wreck ^vatched eagerly. The llfe- 
.s.'ivers could do nothing without a se- 
cond boat, however, and wont back to 
the Leebro. 

The ste-amer Tees. Capt. 'i'owiisond, 
of the (.' P.It., outbound from Victoria, 
arrlveil In sight at 2 p.m. and Cupt. 
'J'ownsend bore over to the wreck at 
once and hove to. The rescue was then 
effected as stated. 

Takes U. 8. Lifeboat. 

The U. S. Manning when it went up 
after nightfall from Neah bay took 
the lifeboat from the U. S. llfe-saving 
station at Wyadda and at low water It 
Is probably that the survivors will 
be taken off in the same manner as 
tho.se were rescued yesterday after- 
noon. 

When Capt. Jamieson was last seen 
hp was walking about tho deck of tho 
wreck, wringing his hands. 

News of tlio wreck was not furnlsh- 
eri to the B. C. Salvage company at 
lOsqiilmalt until noon when tho tug 
William .Iollirf<,' had started -away with 
tho ship liowena 'for Vancouver and 
the sle.anier Salvor was intulo ready. 
C;il)t. Harris and crew wont on board 
.nnd pri'ptiratlons were iiuido for sail- 
ing wlicn word was received that tho 
Manning had gone from Neah bay 
with a lifeboat jind it was not coit- 
sldered necessary to send the Salvor 
In addition to tho other craft' engiigcd 
in the rescue work.

The ■schooner Soquol was a four- 
niastcd lumber schooner of tho usual 
coasting typo, 7(17 tons gross, C9S tons 
not, built In 1902 at San Francisco by 
W. F. Stone. She was owned by J. R. 
Hanify & Co., of San Francesco. Tlio 
Soquol was 195 foot long, 41 feet 
beam and 15 feet deep. She was in 
command of Capt. Jamieson. When 
wrecked the schooner wa'S returning 
, from Callao after taking a pargo of 
i lumber to the" Pervulan port from a 
Pugot Sound mill. 

The wreck is the first that lias oc- 
curred since the motor lifeboat, built 
at Piiyonne, Nmv Jitrsey, at a cost of 
{15,000. was stationed at Banlield 
Creek, with a crew of el.ght lifesuvors 
under Capt. Glllen, and it occurred 
within a few days of the lifeboat 
drifting away to partial, il! not total 
destruction off Robbers Island, Bark- 
ley Sound. It was duo to tho wreck of 
the lifeboat that the steamer Leebro, 
which went to the assistance of ttio 
wrecked vessel, was at Banfleld, where 
she was awaiting smooth weather to 
go to Cloose to pick up tho surf life- 
boat there, which was never placed In 
commission, and take It to Banfleld to 
reidace tho wrecked boat. 

The Soene of the Wreck. 
Sea-bird Isles, or rocks, lie oft the 
entrance to Pachena Bay, but a short 
distance from where the steamer Va- 
lencia was lost two years ago on Fri- 
day, and closer to the scene of tho 
wreck of the steamer Michigan many 
years before, about a hundred miles 
from Victoria.

CAUGHT IN AVALANCHE 



Four Men Killed at Qamp Bird Mine 
in Colorado—Many Have Nar- 
row Escapes 



Grand Junotlon, Colo., Jan. 23. — Four 
mon wore killed and more than a score 
had narrow esoapos irom death when 
a GO-foot high avalanche Of snow swept 
over tho Camp Bird mine at Ouray 
lato yesterday.

Caught In tlic ."itoop mountain trails 
by the 'jllzzarU which raged all duy, 
are eight Hls-horHu teams and the Camp 
Dlrd bullion stage carrying JG.OOO in 
gold and many passengers. It Is feared 
thoy were in the path of the slide anti 
great anxiety Is felt for their safely. 

Tile men who escaped narrowly were 
working I" liie mine. The shaft build- 
ing Via.s not In tho path of the Klldo, 
but was closn enough to tremble as tho 
avalanche rualiod by. A teaipstor saw 
tho slide coming and unhitched one 
of his hOTHoa and escaped on its hack, 
tho slide missing him by only a few 
inches. 

"Dad" Aunstln, hero of many a wild 
ride through the mountains, and ono of 
tho stage drivers in the west, heard tho 
slide when it started. He was driving a 
slx-horso stage filled with people and 
tho hor."5e8 wcro plunging along at a 
gallop when ho recognized tlu; sound. 
Instantly ho throw jiIl his weight on 
tho brake and Hucceoded In .^topping 
tho stage on tho very edge of tho aval- 
anche. Two' of the leading horses were 
out off by the mass of snow and dobrls, 
carried down tho canyon hundrcd.s oC 
feet below. Tlio camp of the Am.sfelder 
freight gang was completely wiped out. 
li'orty horses were carried into tho can- 
yen and buried.

New Westminster, Jan. 23. — Mra, 
Joseph WIntcinute, wife of the well- i 
k.nown seiUuagenai'lan pioneer of this 
city, who suffered ii brokrn leg a few 
weeks n.go.

— The vital statis- 
tics for Nanahno district for the past 
year; as procured from Government 
Agent Bray, are very intoresting. Thoy 
sliow, llrst, a very 1q\V ^nortjillty, the 
lowest the district has probably ever 
had. They also show that of the dan- 
gerous diseases and the much- dreaded 
■White Plague" the.re have been com- 
i)ai^atively few , cases. 

The Nanatmo district, for provincial 
purposes .known .as district number 
two, comprises Nnnalmo city, New- 
castle district and the Albernl district. 

nio.st conservative estimate of the 
population of tlieso j)laees would bo 
about 1,^,000 people. The atati.stics 
sliow tlic I'ollowing for tlie year luOS: 
Births, 2(1 1; marriages, 9:!; deaths, ],i;!t. 
0[ fill, deatli.s 21 were the result of ac- 
cident, tlie otiicrs being from natural 
c.'Ui.se.s. Tliere were: 1 ti deatlis due tn 
heart iliseasi.- eight ot' clininic bron- 
eliltis and elglit to cunsiiniptloii. There 
were 2S cases of sniall|)OX reported, 
which diseases developed lust fail, lie- 
ing brought to tlie island, as far as 
l;noun, from Vancouver. Tweiity-rour 
oC the eases wore at Jjadysniith, three 
in Xi'wcastie district and om- In Xa- 
naimo city. But one deatli took piaeo 
from the outbreak, and at the i)resent 
limi' tliere are nip eases ol' tlie disease 
In the whole district. It is wortiiy oC 
note that not a ease of t.vplioid fever 
was reported during the year front 
tills l.irg<> i>opulation. Another very 
encouraging feature of the report, and 
one that phows that the boast of the 
WholQ people of the district that its . 
climate 1st ideal is not without Justin- 
cation, Is the fact that, of the deaths, ' 
only eight per cent are duo to con- 
sumption. In yeai's past this pereent- 
age has been as high as twenty, but of 
late years it has been getting less and 
leas. 0f the- other diseases there were 
six cases of diphtheria, with one death 
and nine cases of scarlet fever, wllhl 
two deaths. | 
Government Agent Bray's report for 
Nanalmo district shows that on Doc. 
31, 1908, there were 628 mineral claims 
In good standing. Ptirlng the year 
215 mineral claims were roporded. 
This 1b not quite as many as the year 
previous, owing no doubt to the low 
price of .'copper prevailing 'all year. On 
(ill the mineral claims mostly assess- 
ment worl\ was done. 

For the past few years the Nanalmo 
.Vgricultural society lias not been a 
very live body, owing to ;i number 
of circumstances. There are indica- 
tions, however, lliat tlie society is 
about to undergo a re\-i\-ul. At the 
annual meeting of the Xanalmo Far- 
mers' institute held on Monday last a 
resolution was passed instructing the 
secretary to write the ofhcials of the 
agricultural .society with a view of 
again lioidltig an annual agricultural 
and horticultural fair at Xanaimo. !n 
ars past a very good exhibition used 



the opinion of nianj', when those 
Hhowa, so helpful to the farming and 
general interests of the community, 
siiould bo revived. For the past few 
years the district around Nanalmo bus 
been gradually developing, more land 
lias been cleared and nuito u largo 
number of peopje have arrived to inak9 
thoir iiomcs here. The soil is very 
fertile and in consoauence, as an ag- 
ricultural centre, the place is rapidly 
coming to the fore. Almost any class 
of farming will pay, and pay well, 
around hero. As an example, just on 
tho outskirts of Nanalmo city there 
are situated what are known as the 
Five Acre lots, being a ]nrv;>} nunibeV 
of live acre plots sold to tho minora 
by the old coal company, since succeed- 
ed by tho Western .Fuel cpinpany.' 
Those who' took up -..their homes on 
these small plots hB,v.o>-;n>any iol! them, 
realized very ■ handisomely from the 
spare hours they have devoted to them. 
Indeed in many Instances minors have 
quit work In the mines altogether and 
have devoted their whole tliiio to these 
small holdings. 

yince the X'orthwest farmer began 
to turn his eyes the past two or three I 
years to Vancouver island, not a few 
of them hqve taken up residence on i 
farms In this district, and have found 
their investment to be ail that it lias 
been represented to be. One very ' 
\-aluable asset that the agricultural 
lands in this part of tlio island inta- I 
sens i.s the fact that tho soil and cll- I 
mate are sucli tliat any fruit grown 
in British Columbia can bti grown 
eijually well on them. It is only dur- i 
ing the last year or so that this "lia.s ' 
been I'eallzed but the fruit growing In- 
dustry bids fair to bo a most jjopular 
(uie before long. Government experts 
who have examined the possibilities 
of the district liave ail declared that 
there is no fruit grown in tlie Okanu- j 
gan country that cannot wltli equal 
success be grown here. 

In view of tlie importance that ag- 
ricultural pursuits have assumed here 
it is thought that the time is ripe for 
tho revival of the annual agricullural 
show.

J. J, Frcel, president of the Interna- 
tional Stereotypers' and Eloctrotypers' 
union, arrived In San Francisco on 
December Slst. This la his first visit 
to the Pacific coast, and he will be 
kept busy for some time attending to 
arbitration proceedings with tho news- 
Iiaper publishers. Mr. Freel Is the 
guest of his fellow craftsmen. They 
have made elaborate preparation.-! for 
Ills entertainment. After his buslnes.-s 
in .San Francisco Is concluded, Mr. 
]'"reel will visit tho other locals In this 
section. Organized labor Joins tho 
stereotypers and electrotypors In wel- 
coming their chief executive. 

Unionism \x a pomparati vely young 
movement In Italy, having be«n foim- 
ed In 1S92. Organization of the peas- 
antry into leagues of reslst.ance Is of 
still more rccern date, being formed In 
inoi, when It started In the jirovlnce 
of Mantau, after an unusual outbreak 
of strikes and lockouts In rural dis- 
tricts. These organizations differ 
widely in different provinces In their 
alms and methods, the regulation of 
Internal Immigration from one province 
to another assuming very large pro- 
portions. 

* • * 

In Investigations of the labor laws 
and labor conditions In Italy, it has 
been found from Inquiries made of Dr. 
Mnrphetti of the Government Labor 
Bureau, which Is a liranch of tho Min- 
istry of Agriculture, Manufactories 
and Commerce, that labor legislation 
In Italy is very much occupied 
Just now with tho problem of legal- 
izing and regulating collective bar- 
gaining as between association of 
workers and associations of employers, 
more especially In Its bearing on ag- 
ricultural labor contract, agricultural 
labor having attained a high degree 
of organization 'in Italy, tho unions 
numberljtg' 270,000 members plus 60,- 
000 or 70,000 outside the federation. 

The Manitoba Provincial Factory 
Inspector reports that 706 inspcotlons 
were made during the .year, and only 
4 girls and 2 boys under ago were 
found employed.. There"Was only one 
case of working overtime without a 
permit. Permits for overtime were 
given to 6 dressmaking and millinery 
shops, for from 5 to 10 days at Christ- 
mas and Foster. Only 5 accidents In 
factories were reported to have occur- 
red, -all -of which were due to care- 
lessness on the part of the Injured 
iierson, and not to defective protection 
of machinery. Change In machinery 
for the better protection of employees 
was made In 45 cases. It Is noted that 
tho factories as a whole were very 
much Improved both In safety and 
sanitation.

The twelfth annual report of the 
Free Municipal Labor Bureau of the 
city of Montreal, was presented to the 
president and membera of the civic 
financial committee recently. The 
period covered by the report wa."; the 
year ended October 31, ISOS. The re- 
port showed that the following ."dtua- 
tlons were obtained: Laborer."!, 4G8; 
typesetter.s, 78; male cooks, 70; farm 
laljorers, 340; clerks, 8; general ser- 
vant girls, 49; kitchen helpers, 54; 
railway laborers, 120; cord wood choj)- 
in'rs. G8; cariu'nters and Joiners, 2; 
carters and coachmen, 31; dining room 
girls, 8; plumber.^, 5; sawmill laborers, 
27; agents, 8; yard and stablemen, 21; 
scrubwomen, 35; female cooks, 13; 
llri-men, 7; pressmen, S; tinsmith.'? and 
ro(iri:rs, 4; housekeepers, 3; painters, 
24; tailors, 2; wallers, 7; ma.ion.-!, 8; 
electricians, 2; rock drlflers, 5; steam - 
fitters, 2; miscellaneous, 9. — Total 
1514.- The return.-* show a decrease of 
518 compared with the report of 1806- 
07. • 

By an Act passed by the leglsl.iture 
of Illinois, which came Into force on 
July 1, 1907, It was niado compulsory 
for nil employers of labor In that 
State to report to the State Bureau 
of Labor Statistics every accident, eii- 
talllng a loss of thirty da^■.■l■ tline or 
mm-e, or death. The first report of 
'the Bureau dealing with tlie retui-ns 
received during the latter half of the 
year 1907 shows that during this per- 
iod there were 29S persons kllhid and 
1,094 Injurt'd In Illinois, when at work. 
Out of tho total nvnnher killed, 100 
wore employed In coal mining and 141 
o^ railways', these two' Industries alone 
iacc6untift]{;'for/ 8.0.9 .per cent. 'of ail 



the employees killed, Of tho 1,094 em- 
ployees who lost a month or mora 
through Injuries, 450 were hurt on 
railways of all kinds, 302 In manufac- 
turing cstubllshmeiits and 287 in coal 
mines. Tho number of Injured em- 
ployees of steam railroads, factories, 
and coal mines comprised 91.5 per 
cent, of tho total number Injured In 
all occupations.- -^These three Indus- 
tries, however,, glv^! epiployment to 
by far tiie larger number of 'virortters. 

Fifteen different municipalities ' of 
Alsace-Lorraine, ranging In population 
from '5,000 to 175,000, conduct cmploy- 
mpjit . bureaus which aim to keep In 
close' touch with the various organiza- 
tions of employers and employees. In 
the smaller towns the tllrcctors of 
these bureaus are usually acquainted 
personally with the employers and 
most of tho on-iployeos, and In every 
case it Is tho aim of the city to give 
the directorship of those employment 
bureaus only to city officials who can 
work harmoniously and effectively 
with employers and tho laboring ele- 
ment. In many of the cities euiploy- 
ers never think of turning to anyone 
but the city employment bureau for 
help, and Industrial organizations like- 
wise depend upon this agency to placo 
their members when they are out of 
work. In snmc'c.-ises ihere Is a con- 
tract between certain trade organiza- 
tions and the city bure-aus to tho ef- 
fect that only the city sliall have the 
privilege of placing Us members. Such 
llxi.'d agreomonts, however, litive not 
always been found practicable, be- 
cause there may be times when a pri- 
vate agency can to advantage find em- 
ployinent for one or more of Its labor- 
ers, which privilege such an agreement 
naturally forbids.

Scylla And Charybdis 

In those old times when gods and 
goddesses wero ■so very like human 
beings that they felt such primal pas- 
sions as love und jealousy it was 
(lulto common for them to vent their 
sjileen upon unhappy mortals who of- 
fended them by transforming the vic- 
tims into animals, birds, trees and 
rocks. It was In this way that the 
convenient channel of commerce 
llowlng between Sicily ami Italy be- 
came bcsel by t,wo serious perils. 
Circe hated a beautiful moital woman 
named Scylla, because a certain lish- 
erman preferred Scylla to herself, and 
she changed the luckless maiden" into 
a hideous monster and .sot dogs and 
wolves to li.-irk around her. Scylla 
preferred death to such a state, so 
she llunjj herself Into the .Straits bt 
Messina at their narrowest jioint, on 
the Italian aide, and became a great 
rock, looming In tho very course of 
vessels. Just to give the men who 
followed the sea their full measure of 
trouble Jupiter selected a woman 
named Charybdis, against whom he 
had a Brlevance,jand changed her In- 
to a vicious whirlpool, placing her In 
this guise on the other side of the 
straits from Scylla, where Messina, 
harbor I-s located. After that the flsh- 
.ermen had all they could attend to In 
navigating the straits, and often In 
avoiding Scylla they fell Into the maw 
of Charybdis. 

For many centuries the Straits of 
Messina have been both a great help 
and a serlmiH d,-inger to seafarers. 
Tills clianiiel .'iluirli-ns the roule from 
Najiles to all easlern ports by many 
houi-s, and yet It has only been so 
(jharted iind lighted tluil vessels could 
pass the two perils in safety In cor- 
t.-iln piloses of the wi-atlicr and at 
some st.'igos of the tidi.'s. Modern 
navigatloii In the straits Is coniiiar;i- 
IKely safe, oven at the narrowest 
point, so well understood are tho pos- 
sible dangers and so well the steering 
marks. 

If jirosi.-nt fears are confirmed, how- 
ever, the menace of .Seylhi ;uul Cliar.\-li- 
dls may Iieconie so .serious as lo pre- 
vent the navlg.'ition of the straits, 
which would Iniposo a heavy loss upon 
commercial hitorests. The eai-tli- 
quake of MoiuUiy, It is reported, has 
altered the sea floor at the nnri'ov/ 
point so that navigation iiiny have to 
lie. abandoned. For the present warn- 
ings lia\-o been Issued by tho Itailiin 
Ministry against attempts to pass be- 
tween Sicily and Italy until careful 
soundings have boon made and the 
safe chaimel, If any remains, charted. 
Ono report- states that that the whirl- 
pool of Charybdis' has shitted Its po-> 
sitlon. There is np mention of a. 
change of location by Snylla. Perhaps; 
after all, those-, years tho tvVo. .grlrii, 
guardians -of the sfralta liave finally 
barred the -tvay.

Altliough 
I British Columbia is, and will be, a 
"White Irian's Country," there were 
a few people here who raised this slogan — 
whether inwardly or otherwise — when the Mo- 
hamriiedan feast of Mohurrum came in last 
Wednesday.* The observers of the Mohurrum 
in Vicloria were very few, as our "visitors 
from_ India" — wo often wish devoutly they 
Averc other people's visitors — are Hindus, for 
the most part, to whom the great mourning 
feast of the ^Mohammedans is anathema. ]>ut 
a few Mohammedans there are, all the same. 
In' those cities of India where both sects are 
nutnerous, the feast of Mohurrum affords a 
busy time for the British police and military, 
who must iiuell the riots incident to the differ- 
ences of creed. In his story, "On the City 
Wall." Kipling thus describes the feast of Mo- 
hurrum. 

"The Mohurrum, the great mourning festi- 
val of the Mohammedans, was close at hand. 
.... There were rose-bushes round us, the 
stars above us, and from every (piarter of the 
City came the boom of the Ijii^' Mnhurnini 
drums. You must know that the city is di\ i(l- 
ed into fairly ef|ual ]iroportions between the 
Hindus and the Musalmans, anil where ix^lh 
creeds belong to the fighting races, a big relig- 
ious festival gives ample chance for trouble. 
When they can — that is to say when the au- 
thorities are weak enough to allow it — the 
Hindus do their best to arrange some minor 
feast day of their own in time to clash with 
the period of general mourning for the martyrs 
Hasan and Hussain, the heroes of tlie Mohur- 
rum. Gilt and ]:)ainted paper i^resentations of 
their tombs arc borne with shouting and wail- 
ing, music, torches, and yells, through the 
principal thoroughfares of the City, which 
fakements are called "tazias." Their passage 
is rigorously laid down beforehand by the 
Police, and detachments of Police accompany 
each "tazia" lest the Hindus should throw 
.bricks at it, and the peace of the Queen aind 
the heads of her loyal subjects should thereby 
be broken. Mohurrum time in a "fighting" 
town means anxiety to all officials, because, 
if a riot breaks out, the officials and not the 
rioters are held responsible. The former must 
foresee everj'thing, and while not nia);ing their 
precautions ridiculously elaborate, must see 
that they are at least adeciuate." 
w^^^he. Mohurrum is observed in honor of the 
■ M^amm^ Hussain, the-principal 

of these, was a grandson of the great Prophet. 
He was murdered by Yazid, Caliph of Damas- 
cus, on the Qth day of the Mohammedan month 
Mohurrum at Cnfa, near Damascus. Ever 
since that year, the day of llussain's death 
has been observed by I\loliammeda:is. In Per- 
sia, stages are erected in public i)laces on that 
day, and plays are enacted, showing the mis- 
fortunes of Hussain and his father Ali. 



O much for Molunmni. If the Moham- 
medan subjects of the Is.ing are rare in 
Victoria, the Hindus arc with us a- 
plenty. Their numbers are restricted, anrl 
probably no more will take the long voyage 
from India to our (to them) inhospitable 
shores. But we have, all the same, consider- 
ably more of tiicm than we need. vSchemes 
for deporting the Mindus of Oriiish Columbia 
to British lioiuhiras anei other places arc all 
very well, but the Hindu has other considera- 
tions than those of climate when he figures out 
whether or not he wishes to be deported. A 
retired army officer who spent many years in 
India was speaking of the Hindus the other 
day, and he made the following eidightening 
remark: "The Hindu here is not like the 
Hindu at home. There he is polite to the 
white man, but here iie iia; suddenly found 
himself on a footing of eqnalit}-, and it goes to 
his head. Von ihinlc you can send liim down 
to Honduras, where he will again become a 
coolie, do yoti ? Wait and see if he'll go." 

Be all this as it may, the Hindu population 
of Victoria is making itself at home, and giv- 
ing every evidence that it is here to stay. Not 
long ago it was brought to the attenti(jn of the 
Colonist that the Hindus had started a dairy 
out b}' vSnuth's Hill to suiiid)- the loc.il Hindus 
with nulk. 'f'he principal ;irticle r)f diet among 
the Hindus is ndlk, and the m(5\-ement tn sup- 
p\y themselves with the product, instcail of 
trusting to other sources, is at once a sign of 
the progressiveness of the colony and of its in- 
tention to remain. Another attempt on the part 
of the Hindus to secure a foothold in this city 
was announced during the past week. A 
deputation of Hindus ha\e made an offer for 
the premises formerly occui)ied l)y the \'ic.- 
toria Creamery, stating llieir intention of us- 
ing the building as a temple antl meeling-]dace. 
It is possible that a Hindu temple might arid 
a picturesipie detail to scenic Victoria, Init the 
chances are against it. A neighboring city has 
a "temple" of the kind, and those who have 
visited it have not been very favorably im- 
pressed. At any rate, such an institution 
would be unwelcome to Victorians generally, 
for the reason that its presence would point to 
the permanence of the Hindu colony. 



lows of the baser sort" in other parts of ^Can- 
ada have taken the trouble to manufacture 
stories of loss and panic resulting in Victoria 
from the above-described "earthquake." It is 
rather unpleasant that the foreign tendency to 
produce fiction under the title of news should 
have penetrated to Canada. It is still more 
unpleasant that the "news-fakers" should from 
time to time select Victoria as a setting for 
their tales. However, taking into account the 
small credit such news is likely to find, the 
thing does not really matter. Earthquakes in 
Victoria are almost as rare as tidal waves in 
Winnipeg. And everybody knows it. 

The following communication from Col- 
quitz, Vancouver Island, is interesting in con- 
nection with the recent earthquake twinge. 

"A small spring of water at Colquitz P. O. 
has been considerably changed by the recent 
eartluiuake. The flow of water lias increased, 
and the water has changed from clear spring 
water to a blue slate color. Tlie tcniiK'rature 
of the water has also risen from the freezing 
point to 50 degrees Fahrenheit. The water 
appears softer and is slightly aperient. A 
large crack in the earth near the sinmg indi- 
cates the disturbance which has taken place. 
Perhaps some of your readers can explain the 
reason for the rise in temperature and coloring 
of the water.— JOSEPH FREEMAN." 



THERE was an earthquake the other day 
in some less favored part of the contin- 
ent, and a faint echo of it penetrated 
even to Vancouver Island ami was ])erceptible 
in Victoria. It was one of those "eartluiuakes" 
of more interest to the scientific man with the 
seismograph than to the ordinary e\-er)'day 
man in the street; It look the form of distant 
mmublings in the cellar and infinitesimal shiv- 
crings of buildings. On the Mainland it was 
noticed much more distinctly. Certain "fel- 



THE opening of the third session of the 
eleventh Legislature of British Colum- 
bia was one of the most important 
events of the week in Victoria. Thursday 
anil Friday were devoted to the necessary rou- 
tine of the opening, the Speech from the 
Throne, and all the pageantry that goes with 
that all-important edict, the rejily to the speech 
from the Throne, etc., etc. 

Tomorrow the Legislature will, no doidjt, 
get down to business, and the public will have 
an opportunity of seeing what important mea- 
sures are to be considered during the session. 

Of foreshadowing of legislation there was 
little in the speech of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor at the opening of the House. The Speech 
from the Throne has grown to be a most for- 
mal document, retrospective in character, re- 
lating the events that have transpired since 
the i)receding session. Thus the Fernic fire, 
the Quebec Tercentenary and other matters 
came-in-for-due-notice in -tlie.speedvavJule .the 
prophetic utterances therein contained were 
exceedingly vague and rare. The opening of 
the session was qiute as interesting, from the 
])oint of view of public interest, as in former 
years. 'IMiere was not a vacant neat in the 
galleries or on the floor of the House. No, 
that is saying too much. There were three 
vacant seats in the ranks of the Opposition, 
seats that were to be occupied by the three 
Socialist representatives after the emblems of 
Royalty had been removed. The new Minister 
of Works will probably be presented to the 
.Speaker tomorrow, as will also ]\Ir, Hawthorn- 
thwaite (Socialist) who was recently re- 
elected for Xanaimo. 

The most interesting feature of the session 
so far was the si)eech made by h'red Davey, 
.M.i'.P. (Victoria) in seconding the Addi'ess 
in reply to the Speech from the Throne. Mr. 
Davey took occasion to compliment the Gov- 
ernment highly on their work, especially in 
connection with the regulation of the liquor 
business. The transferring of the control and 
issuing of licenses in the unorganized districts 
to the Attorney-General's Department has, he 
stated, wrought wonders of reform. In re- 
\ie\ving the mineral output of tlie Proxince 
during the year, Mr. Davey made a passing 
reference to the fact that Vancouver Island 
coal is sold in Victoria and Vancouver at the 
same price as in Seattle, notwithstaiuling the 
fact that the export product has been subject 
to a duty of 67 cents per ton, and the freight 
charges. 

T is probably correct to say there is no city 
on tlie continent of .America wliicii ought 
In be more ciilliusi.-istic .'ibout tiie ipies- 
tion of pui)licit\' than X'ictoria; and it is a mat- 
ter for cniiiri-atulation that at la^t some defin- 
ite steps ha\'e been taken in the direction of 
m.aking this a larger feature of municijial ef- 
fort than ever ijefore. Ad\'ertisiiig p:iys in the 
case of communities as well as business firms 
— and if any evidence were needed to sup])ort 
this statement it is furnished in a conspicuous 
way by Los Angeles, which each winter, 
mainly because it has made its atlr.actions 
known, secures a stream of transient \'isitors 
fi'om all quarters of the continent. But the 
time for argument as to wli.at X'icloria ought 
to do in this direction has passed— and the 
time for action arrived. It will be admitted, 
we think, that there arc some special reasons 
why \'ictoria should, during igoo, e.\'ert every 
effort to tell the traveling public the truth 
about herself, for this season, far bex'ond all 
others, will jiresent some exlraordinarv op- 
liortunities. We are so ailjacent to Seattle, 
where this year the great .Mask.a-Vuk'on- Pa- 
cific exposition will be held, that if the jiroper 
effort be expended we can surely attract here 
for several days' sojourn, at all events, a large 
proportion of the multitude who will visit the 
Sound metropolis on that occasion. We shall 
have superior transportation facilities, thanks 
to the enterprise of the C. P. R., and we should 
second that company's efforts by a sjjirited 
community endeavor. But, turning from the 
question of the great fair at Seattle, we find 
that another ' special ' reason exists why we 
should bestir ourselves this season. Prince 
Rujjcrt, the Pacific terminus of the Grand 



Ti-unk Pacific lailway, will this year be thrown 
on the market, and as a consequence investors 
will he Httracted to that point in large numbers. 

Just what connection there is between the 
opening of the townsite of Prince Rupert and 
advantage to Victoria may not be obvious at 
first blush, but a little thought will.shoAV that 
there is here an opportunity whereby we may 
benefit to a very material extent. For some 
months the housing accommodation at Prince 
Rupert will of necessity be crude, and the 
gieat number of peo|)le wdio will wish to oper- 
ate in that city will be disposed to make their 
headquarters at a point on the lower coast, 
where they may secure better hotel accommo- 
dation etc. Here lies Victoria's opportunity. 
Then, again, even when Prince Rupert has be- 
come firmly established as a thriving city of 
the north, Victoria should, during the winter, 
owing to its superior climatic advantages, at- 
tract many people who will prefer to reside 
here, going to the northern point only as oc- 
casion may require. This will no doubt be 
true to a large extent in the case of those heads 
of families who will be engaged in Prince Ru- 
pert in a busincsj?^ way. It is therefore clear 
that there is a distinct and jiressing incentive 
for Victoria to "go out aftia- business" this 
year in a manner which it has never done be- 
fore. 

ANCOUVER ISLAND has been redis- 
covered. On the map it will still bear 
the name of the gallant captain who 
dickered with the Spaniards for its ownership 
at Nootka Sound many years ago, but from 
this day forth it is to be "Treasure 'Island" in 
the hearts of its inhabitants. It has long been 
known, in a more or less general way, that 
Vancouver Island was one of the most favored 
parts of the world in the way of natural re- 
sourccS; but it required somebody to give this 
feeling definite utterance, to rebaptizc the 
island according to its desserts, and to sound 
the slogan for its development. The call came 
to Mr. C. C. Chapman, a publicity expert from 
Portland, and to Mr. W. J. Sutton, the geolo- 
gist of the Wellington Coal Company, and on 
Friday last they told an assembly of delegates 
from all parts of the island all about the pos- 
sibilities of their heritage from every point of 
view, mineral, timber, agricultural, and the 
rest. Thus the new era dawns. 

The forming of the Vancouver Island -Dcr 
velopment League is a notable step in the de- 
velopment of this country. It has long been 
felt by hundreds of our more progressive citi- 
zens that the future of the Island is in the 
hands of the present generation in a decidedly 
dctinite sense. There has been a general feel- 
ing that by the co-operation of influci'tial men 
in the various quarters of the island the ball 
could he easily set rolling to make this "wil- 
derness of wealth" something more than a 
wilderness and mucli more usefully wealthy. 
The ([noted phrase, by the way, belongs to Mr. 
Sutton. He coined it in the course of his ad- 
dress at the Board of Trade last Friday. Now 
this spirit of co-operation has been expressed 
in definite form, and there can scarcely be any 
doubt as to the immediate and definite suc- 
cess of the movement. In connection with 
this 'A'ancouver Island development move- 
ment" the Colonist said editorially: 

So far we have spoken of this publicity 
campaign solely from the Victoria point of 
view, but it would be a mistake to leave it up- 
on such a narrow basis. What the promoters 
of the new movement have in mind is not such 
advertising only as will bring a number of 
lieople to this city to stay a day or two, but 
something that will make the well-nigh illimit- 
able resources and advantages of Vancouver 
Island known to the world. The benefit of 
some of the proposed publicity would doubt- 
less enure to the benefit of other localities 
more than to Victoria; but if the whole Island 
is developed A'ictoria will profit by it. If it 
were possible by an active campaign to build 
up cities of 20,000 jieople at Xan.aimo, Alberni, 
Uuatsiiio ov anywhere else cm the Island, this 
city would be vastly benefited thereby, and 
they all could be benefited by the prosperity 
lU' the others. Therefore there should be co- 
operation between all parts of the Island. How 
that co-operation can be best brought about 
is a matter lor those in charge of the move- 
ment to determine. We can promise them that 
any plans tliev may a(lo|)t will receive the 
heartiest assistance from this paper.'' 

EU'.ARDS still await the worthy, in 
>pite of those who decry the coninier- 
•ialism of the a,L;e. A case that has re- 
cently come to light in the I'nitcd States is 
that of James Fagan. a railroad signalman, 
who has just been appointed a lecturer in Har- 
vard University. And the story of that pro- 
motion reads like a romance. Fagan js a 
Scotchman by birth. He took a course in a 
Alauchester school, and then began hi.s career 
by joining a cahle-laj'ing; expedition, which 
took him from I'ortugal to Rio de Janiero by 
way of the Canary Islands. Later he joined 
in a gold rush to South Africa, enlisted in the 
British Army, and fought against the Kaffirs. 
Tie was present at Majuba Hill. From 
South Africa he went to the United States, 
and worked as a signalman on the Boston & 
Maine railroad for many years. This w^as his 
career until he was fifty years of age. 

One day the Atlantic Monthly published an 
article dealing with railroad problems. Fag:ui, 
in his signal tower, read the article, and dis- 
agreed with most of its conclusions.. He 
went to see the editor, and told him his own 
views on the subject. The, editor was im- 



pressed, and asked Fagan to write his version. 
The result was a powerful series of articles 
called "Confessions of a Railroad Signalman," 
which attacked some prevailing railroad me- 
thods bitterly and shrewdly. 

Those articles made Pagan's name and 
his fortune. President Eliot of Harvard read 
them, and at once appointed Fagan as a lec- 
turer before the new School of Administra- 
tion. Pie will enter on his duties in a few 
weeks. Fagan, the signalman and lecturer, 
has been called into consultation by President 
Roosevelt. His name is known from one end 
of the country to the other.^ At the age of fifty 
he has risen at one bound from one of the 
humblest occupations to one of the noblest. 

OOD luck and a long life!" The in- 
i -gr termittent sputtering of fire-crack- 
ers is heard in the land at all hours 
of the day and night and the Chinaman walks 
abroad these da}'s in his Sunday best and the 
all encircling smile of the man with a good 
conscience. It is the Chinese New Vear. 

New year is the feast time par e.xcellcncc 
of the Chinaman. At the New Year he pays 
his debts, which is distinctly a point in his 
favor, and generally at the New Year he 
swears off work for a couple of weeks or so. 
In the "first part of the first month," also, the 
Chinese houses are cleaned, and the temples 
know more of soap and water than at any 
other part of the }'car. 

Fundamentally, there is little real differ- 
ence between the Oriental and Occidental 
views of the New Year. The good resolution 
is as prominent in the Chinaman's conception 
of the feast as it is in the white man's. Alas! 
it is said that the Chinaman's conception of the 
New Year resolution differs but little from the 
white man's also. When. the demons have all 
been driven away from the dwelling and the 
year's accummulation of bills all settled, the 
Chinaman naturally feels the "mens conscia 
recte," and maps out a noble course of conduct 
for the entire year to come. "I will sell my 
evil ways," he declares on the last night of the 
• old year. And so he does, for several weeks. 
He cannot possiibly shake off the "Old Adarn" 
for a longer period. It isn't in human nature. 

These days there is high hospitality in the 
shops of the' Chinese merchants. It is. a pic- 
turesque feature of the city at this season, and 
many hundreds of Victorans have ventured 
down to Chinatown to enjoy the spectacle. The 
merchants, in their best attire, sit in slate in 
their shops, which are bedecked with Chinese 
lilies, gay panels painted by Oriental artists, 
and pictures of the mighty men of old. On a 
table near by is set forth a profusion of Chi- 
nese delicacies, and generally a few dainties 
that appeal to the Occidental palate. These 
latter are for the white visitors, who are all 
met with a dignified welcome. All day long 
the New Vear callers file in, bow with many 
genuflections to Mine. Host, dro]) a huge New 
Year calling card of red paper blotched with 
hieroglyjihics in black ink, partake of some of 
the good cheer, talk, gesticulate, bow, and re- 
tire. New Year comes but once a year, and 
for that reason the Chinaman demands two 
weeks in which to celebrate. Happy New 
Year! "Kung e fa choy!" 

FOREST conservation is becoming an is- 
sue in Canada, the same wilful waste 
being responsible for the cry here as 
was responsible for it in the United States. In 
his speech before the Legislature the other day 
Fred Davey, M.P.P. (Victoria) made more 
than a passing reference to the importance of 
preserving the timber resources of this Pro- 
vince. In a recent issue of the Canadian Cour- 
ier the cpiestion was discussed as follows: 

"Canada is suffering in many directions for 
lack of water. 'I'lie streams in Ontario have 
grown smaller and smaller, and in a season of 
drouth such as we are now experiencing, the 
water-supply is inadequate for our needs. The 
chief cause of the trouble is the denuding the 
river banks, lake regions and natural reservoirs 
of the forests wliicli have hitherto preserved, 
guarded and maintained a regular sujiidy. In 
the past, i\ any person saw a tree, he iiroceed- 
etl to cut it down. That it had an economic 
value as a guardian of the water supply was 
something which the settler and lumberman 
did not recognise. 

"The Canadian Forestry Association and 
other bodies have been discussing the problem 
for years. They have been so far successful 
that thev have induced the governments of the 
Dominion and Ontario to set aside large areas 
of the public domain as forest reserves. This is 
good so far as it goes. That the fountains of 
all imjiortant streams have been so guarded, 
cannot be maintained. The forest reser\-es 
lia\'e been made more with an idea of jireserv- 
ing some of the timber and game, than of ])re- 
serving the great natural fountains. The gov- 
ernments should go farther and make reserves 
of all forest districts, say a mile wide, on either 
bank of all important rivers and lakes. This . 
would prevent undue evaporation. What tlie 
governments have done in the interest of Can- 
ada's future timber supply and of the vanish- 
ing wild animal is to be commended. If they 
will pursue a similar policy in the interests of 
our natural water reservoirs, they will be de- 
serving of equal coniniendation. 

"If all the trees on the .North American 
* continent were to be cut down, ouriylakess and 
our rivers wouldln a few decades he^mafem^ 
ji-reduced in size, and the country would lose 



much of its fertility. Give "Old Sol" the op- 
portunity and he will dry up the continent. A 
certain area of forest is absolutely necessary 
to the protection of our soil-fertility." 

ONDERS will never cease. This re- 
mark is not original, but is set down 
here as the. best way of introducing 
the story. Yesterday a telegram came to Vic- 
toria to the effect that the White Star Line's 
steamer "Republic" had been rammed by an 
unknown vessel, was sinking in mid-Atlantic, 
and was "screaming" by wireless for assist- 
ance. The fact that the achievement of modern 
science made it possible for the unfortunate 
vessel to appeal to the distant coast for help 
is the "wonder" referred to. 

Shipwrecks have never, alas, been rare oc- 
curences and it is probable that the risks of the 
ocean will always remain great, however much 
the progress of science may aid in diminishing 
them, lint what has already been accomplish- 
ed is nothing short of marvellous. A few years 
ago a vessel that found herself in difficulties 
such as those encountered by the "Republic," 
would have been left to certain destruction, un- 
less some vessel had chanced that way in time 
to render assistance. Probably the world would 
never have known the fate of the vessel after 
it went down. A few stray pieces of wreckage 
might, perhaps have floated half round the 
world to tell the tale, or the name of the ves- 
sel might have been added to the lost, already 
too long, of the "always overdue." That was 
the old way. 

Marconi's gift to the world has proved al- 
ready of incalculable value. It has provided 
hope in many cases where there was no hope 
before. When the mighty vessel is stricken 
to death, at once the message is sent broadcast 
on the mysterious wings of the "wireless." A 
few strident notes, a few^ strangely colored 
flashes in the ship's "wireless" office on the 
after deck, and at that moment every vessel 
within a radius of many miles, and even the 
far-off shores, have word of the disaster, and 
help is rushed to the scene, according to the 
definitely stated directions given from the suf- 
fering ship. Marconi is not alone a scientist, 
but, like all true and great scientists, he is a 
benefactor of the race, a saver of life. 

Not long ago Victoria had a practical de- 
monstration of the value of the wireless tele- 
graph in time of shipwreck. A steamer that 
plys on our coast went on. the rocks in the 
straits in foul'Aveather, and at once the message 
was sent. It was received at the station ■ herci 
and salvors were rushed to the scene. Before 
the advent of the wireless it might have been 
days before the officers and crew of the vessel 
could have had news of their distress in the 
proper quarter. 

LTHOUGH the airship has hitherto 
been almost entirely restricted to mili- 
tary and sporting purposes, it is now 
felt that within our time many other useful 
and wonderful applications of dirigible balloons 
and aeroplanes will probably be made. Writ- 
ing in the London Sphere R. P. Hearne gives a. 
vivid picture of the future of the flying ma- 
chine. Among other things, he says: 

"Mountaineering will have an added charni 
when one can fly quickly to the highest peaks 
and then enjoy a glorious swoop down to the 
lover levels again. Timely assistance, too, 
could be rendered by aerial vessels to those 
climbers who, essaying to conquer the height 
on foot, meet with some accident which places 
them in great danger. A few airships in the 
alpine regions would in the course of a year 
save many lives. 

By the sea the airship can be of good ser- 
vice after a gale has brought disaster to sea 
ships. Long after the air has calmed down 
to a pitch which will allow the airship to ven- 
ture forth the sea may remain in turmoil, and 
wrecked vessels on a dangerous coast arc al- 
most out of the reach of human help. The 
aerial Ufeboat could then put forth, carry a line 
to the wreck, and even take some of the sur- 
vivors on board. The time will assuredly come 
when with perfected vessels and powerful en- 
gines we will have airships capable of Stem- 
ming high winds, and thus after storms they 
may be able to do splendid service on our 
coasts. .Aeroplanes at coastguard and other 
st.ations could save many lives at seaside re- 
s(.jrts. 

"We may fully expect that unscrupulous 
people will very quickly take advantage of the 
facilities offered by airships, and the artist, 
who depicts a house being burgled . by .aerial 
cracksman, has not gone beyond the bounds 
of possibility. Most houses arc very badly 
protected on top, and the burglar who had a 
friendly airship in waiting for him need have 
little fear of the police. Already motor cars 
have been emplo3-cd in many burglaries, and 
the police have been compelled to adopt 
quicker means of locomotion to cope with 
them. An aerial police force is perhaps too 
fantastic to be accepted by us at present, but 
when the day of the cheap and popular airship 
comes about the authorities may have to adopt 
special precautions tO regulate the traffic o£ 
the skies. 

"Countless pictures rise in the imagination 
when we fancy an overhead traffic system, 
when monarchs will travel in state airships, 
when reviews of our aerial fleets w"ill be a 
regular institution, when in, effect a new zest 
will be given to Hfe by the glorious sensations 
of free flight being, within the reach of almost 
every one.'' ^ , r . 
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ll^p^^^^HE oldest pioneer miner in British 

Columbia" is the title claiinccl by 
Mr. James Moore, of Cariboo, 
who is at present in Victoria on a 
visit. Last Monday evening Mr. 
Moore addressed a meeting called 
by the Young People's Society at St. An- 
drew's Presbyterian Church, on his experiences 
as a miner in pioneer days. Full of interest 
as they are fro'm a historical point of view, Mr. 
Moore's remarks on that occasion are given in 
tlie following. 

"I am proud to have the honor of being 
called on to speak to this young generation I 
see before me, and those old pioneers, the 
bone and sinew of this great province. Those 
are the men, sir, that made this province what 
it is today, the greatest province in the Do- 
minion of Canada. In speaking to you tonight, 
Mr. Chairman, I am speaking from memorj' in 
giving you a short resume of the early history 
of the province. Fifty years is a long time to 
remember incidents that occurred in those 
days. 

"It may be interesting to know what led up 
to the first discoveries of mines in the pro- 
vince. The question is still in doubt when the 
first gold was found in this province. But, 
sir, I am speaking now from my own recollec- 
tions. In speaking with Donald McLean, chief 
trader of the H. B. Co. at Fort Kamloops in 
l86i, he told me the first gold he received was 
in 1856 and 1857, from Indians on the Thomp- 
son i-ivcr. This gold he sent flown to Fort 
Victoria, and in February, 1858, the H. B. Co. 
steamer Otter left Victoria for San Francisco. 
The purser, having this gold dust, took it to 
the U. S. mint in San Francisco, and had it 
coined as the first gold found in New Cale- 
donia. I will speak of this province in future 
as British Columbia, as this province was 
made a Crown Colony after we discovered 
mines on the Fraser river. In those early days 
in San Francisco it was the correct thing to 
belong to the Volunteer fire department. At 
one of our meetings, one evening, the conver- 
sation turned on gold excitements. The super- 
intendent of the mint was present and remark- 
ed :"Boys, the next excitement will be on 
Fraser river." He then told us of the gold 
brought by the Otter. On the strength of that 
statement we formed a small party to explore 
and report on the Fraser river. We left San 
Francisco the 12th of March, 1858, and entered 
the Fraser river about the 20th, and discovered 
and located the first mines on the mainland of 
British Columbia March 23rd, 1858. When we 
located this mine we laid the foundation stone 
of mining in British Columbia, as this was 
practically the commencement of mining in the 
Province. 

"I may go a little further, and say we laid 
the foundation stone of British Columbia, and 
I am proud to have the honor of .stating here 
tonight that I helped to lay that foundation 
stone. But, sir, I am sorry to say I am the 
only one left of that little party that discover- 
ed those mines on Hill's Bar, as all my asso- 
ciates have crossed the great divide. I trust 
they have struck it rich and have a claim stak- 
ed for their old partner. 

"In ascending the river we camped one 
day on a bar to cook lunch when one of our 
party noticed particles of gold in the moss 
that was growing on the rocks on the bar. 
lie washed a pan of this moss and got a pros- 
pect. After lunch we all prospected and dis- 
covered the richest bar on the Fraser or its 
tributaries. In honor of the man that washed 
the first pan we named the bar Hill's Bar. In 
conversation with a Mr. Ladd a few years ago 
who then owned the bar, he estimated .$2,000,- 
000 had been recovered from that bar. After 
our discovering this mine on Hill's Bar we sent 
some of our parly down the ri-\'er to Fort 
Langley to replenish our larder, as we had 
only a prospecting outfit. But in those days 
the Hudson's Bay Company's stores were not 
well supplied with groceries. Hov/evcr, the}' 
reported our find on Hill's Bar, the news of 
which soon spread across the Sound. We were 
not left long in possession, as the whole tribe 
of Yale Indians, about three hundred men, wo- 
men and children, moved down the river and 
camped on our bar. They soon tumbled to 
our game of mining, and they also commenced 
washing for gold. 

"The next party to arrive was Captain Tay- 
lor, with a boat load of whi.sky. .Strange to 
say, the first supplies most always to arrive 
in a new mining camp take the form of liquor. 
When he landed on the bar with his "tangle- 
foot" he commenced selling to the Indians at 
$5 a bottle, taking his pay in gold dust, the 
Indians not knowing tlic real value of the 
mineral. That night all the Indians got drunk, 
and to save ourselves we offered to buy all 
the liquor the Captain had. He refused our of- 
fer, as he thought this was a case to get rich 
quick by selling to Indians and helping him- 
self to their gold dust. We then confiscated 
all the liqwor Taylor had. We got an axe and 
knocked the heads of each barrel in and dump- 
ed the whole contents on the bar. We had 
christened the baby Hill's Bar a few days be- 
fore. We now baptized the infant. VVc then 
gave Taylor half an hour to strike his camp 
and leave, or if he wished to remain among 
us we would make him a present of a hempen 
necktie. He would not accept our present, but 
;ieft the bar and went down stream. 
' ; "After this incident some of the worst In- 
'dians in the band became discontented and 
'incHned to be rather ugly. One day one of 
them took a pick belonging to our party and 
upon his refusing to return it the owner of 
the pick lost jiatience and broke a shovel 
handle over the head of Mr. Indian. Of course 
this precipitated a row in tfamp. The Indians 



formed by themselves with their muskets, and 
our party (about twenty), a short distance 
away, armed for what might occur. The 

chief of the tribe, being present, got on a 
stump and made a long speech to his tribe. 
While he was speaking a barge of the gun- 
boat Satellite hove in sight around the bend 
in the river, with Governor Douglas, the cap- 
tain of the Satellite, and a dozen bluejackets 
on board. If ever visitors were welcome Gov- 
ernor Douglas and his barge load of mariners 
were welcome to this little party of ours, 
whom they saved from annihilation. When 
the Governor landed on the bar we fired a sa- 
lute in his honor. We then stated our griev- 
ances to him, and he peisuaded the Indians to 
leave the bar and go to Fort Yale, where a 
small Hudson Bay trading post was establish- 
ed, and pacified the Indians by giving them a 
"blow out" of hard tack and molasses. We 
had no trouble with the Indians after that on 
Hill's I^ar. About six weeks later Governor 
Douglas ai)pointcd ihe first justice of the peace 
on the mainland, George Pei-ricr. 

"Our next visitor on Hill's Bar was Billy 
Ballon, an old California expressman who was 
well pleased with our prospects. He started 
the pioneer express of British Columbia. Of 
course we all gave him letters and samples of 
gold dust to our friends in the outside world, 
the receipt of which in California caused great 
excitement. This was in April, 1898, and in 
May the river was lined with prospectors from 
its mouth to Fort ~\'ale, a distance of over !00 
miles. When they arrived at Yale they vcre 
forced to remain ther,:, as Yale was the head 
of steamboat navigation and also for s.Tiall 
boats, until such time as the river fell to low 
water. But in those days, no matter how rich 
a camp we discovered, wc could not remain 
long in it. As wc ^vere of a roving disposi- 
tion we had to explore. T am still of the same 
disposition sir, and will not remain long in 
one camp tonight, but will [)rocec(l into "the 
interior. But before I do so I would like to 
say in those days we had no railroads, wagon 
roads, or pack trails. We had only an Indian 
trail along the great canyon of the Fra.ser, and 
the large chasms were spanned by poles tidf 
with twisted willows from which wc could 
look down several hundred feet to the might)'- 
Fraser rushing below. A\'e had to cross these 
bridges with our packs or turn hack, but 1 a;v 
sure you, sir, we did not know what that word 
meant. Our motto was "onwards and up- 
wards." in the fall and early spring, wjien 
the river was at its low stage. We were enabled 
to talce up boats laden with provisions througl) 
the canyon of the Fraser from Yale to Lytton. 

"When we got to Lytton some of our 
party continued up the river in their boats, 
and discovered other rich bars. Others of our 
party, myself included, got horses and went 
inland, and discovered the Horsefly river in 
the Cariboo district, and located what wris then 
known as the celebrated Blue Lead claim. 
This was in 1859. I paid the Horsefly a visit 
40 years after our discovery, and visited the 
old Discovery claim, and found a company 
still working that claim. The foreman of thu 
company showed me a pan of gravel he re- 
covered a few days before, but had not yet 
washed. It looked to me to be as much gold as 
gravel in that pan, but that claim is now bet- 
ter known as the Ward claim. I could not 
help noticing the contrast between the present 
mode of working, which is by hydraulic eleva- 
tors, the camp being lit up by electricity, and 
our crude mode of working forty years before 
with rockers and our camp lit up by camp 
fires. We were able, though, sir, to declare a 
dividend every night of $100 per man. 

"The same year, 1859, Charley Snider and 
two others entered the Quesncl river and di.s- 
covered a rich bar from which they rcco\-ere<l 
the first day $1,700, and many days after paid 
equally as well. The next year, i8f)0. wc were 
able to penetrate a little further inland and 
discovered Duck, Keithley, Goose, Harvey, and 
Snowshoe creeks. In 1861 wc di.scovered the 
richest creeks in Cariboo, namely, Antler, Wil- 
liam, Lightning, Lowbc-e and Grouse Creek, 
and some of the claims on those creci.s were 
fabulously rich. For exa'^inle, I will stato the 
Diller claim on William C cck, uiierc two 
men worl;ing in the face of the drift with 
picks took out in twenty-four iiours' work 202 
lbs. of gold, the day shift recovering 102 lbs. 
and the night shift 100 lbs. IMhcr claims on 
the Creek paid in the following order: 50 feet 
of the Diller claim paid $240,000, or $4,800 per 
foot of channel, 50 feet of ihe Moffatt claim 
l^aid .Son, 000, or $'.800 per foot; 80 feet of the 
Burn.'; claim paid S140.000. or $1,750 per foot; 
80 feet of the Steele [il'aid .^^120.000, or $1,500 per 
foot , 120 feet of til'' (_;.iiadian claim paid 
$180,000. or $.,50Ci ; er iool; 100 feet of the 
Watly claim pai I Si -50,^0, 'r $1,300 per foot 
of channel. 'I l.risc lire only some of the claims 
on William Creek that paid. There were a 
number of other claims that paid equally as 
well. As regards pan prospects on William 
Creek, the biggest prospect I now remember 
was $1,650 to one pan. 1 also remember $6,500 
to five pans on the same creek. 

"It may also be interesting to know how 
some of the claims on Lightning Creek paid. 
The Victoria Company recovered $451,642, 
the Van Winkle Company $363,983, the Van- 
couver Company $274,190, Ihe Whitehall 
Company $200,000, Lightning Company $153,- 
962, South Wales Company $141,531, tlie 
Point Company $136,625, the Dutch and Scigcl 
Company $130,000, and the Discovery Com- 
pany $120,000. 

"Williams Creek, during the palmy da)-s of 
'62 and '63, was a; lively place. Theatres, 
dance halls, hurdy-giirdy girls, saloon keepers, 
and gaimblersi. reaped a. rich revvarU '.from thc»» 



liberal miners, who never thought the gold 
in their mines would ever give out, and were 
as careless of their gold dust as if it had no 
value. The story of Long Abbott is well 
known. He had made $40,000 on Williams 
Creek, wasted the. whole sum in champagne, 
and crowned his exploit b}-^ smashing with $20 
gold pieces a costly mirror hanging in the 
bar-room. Others who deserved a better fate, 
and were instrumental through their discover- 
ies in making large fortimes died poorer than 
the very latest arrivals in the diggings. 

"Witness Jim Loring, who harl a third in- 
terest in the Diller claim that paid $500,000 in 
three hundred feet of ground. He died in 
Victoria without a dollar. I may mention here 
the fate of two of our explorers. John Rose 
and his partner Johnson, who was murdered 
for their grub by Indians on Bear river. Their 
flesh was burned from their bones, and their 
bones buried under their camp fire. This oc- 
curred in 1862. This statement was afterwards 
made to Mr. Charles, of the H. B. Co. at Fort 
George, by a scpiaw who was present at the 
time of the murder. The fate of another pros- 
pector, whose name I cannot recall, is tragic. 
He wrote his name and scratched a few broken 
words on his tin cup, being afterwards found 
by Sam Kyes and party, dead, in his blankets, 
at the head of Bear river. They buried him 
where they found him, ami brouglit the tin cup 
to Richfield and gave it to Judge O'Riley. 

"I now go back to the original party of 
miners at Hill's Bar in 1S58, whose trials and 
tribulations will mak-j interesting reading to 
some of the old pioneers and also to those of 
the present generation to whom the history of 
the early days of the province must ever form 
an engrossing study. I have already recorded 
the incident of Captain Taylor and his boat- 
load of liquor, the appointment of George 
Perrier first justice of the peace, and Billy 
Ballon, the pioneer expressman of British Col- 
umbia. There were some wonderful characters 
thrown together in those early days, and I re- 
call most interesting tales of them. 

"Among the adventurers was Ned Mc- 
Gowan, who had been a judge in .San Francisco 
and was a man of s]iecial ability. He had 
been run out of California by the Vigilance 
committee and escaped to New Caledonia. In 
good society McGowan was perfectly at home, 
and soon became a leader. He could equally 
well adapt himself to the society of roughs 
and be assigned the first place. He thus was 
able to make all kinds of trouble and carry in- 
to execution practical jokes which helped to 
relieve the monoloiiy of life. Perrier, the first 
justice of the peace, appointed a constable on 
Hill's Bar. One day this constable went to 
Fort Yale and got drunk, was arrested and 
lodged in jail. McGowan, ever ready to plot 
mischief, thereupon persuaded Perrier that his 
dignity had been trampled on b}' the arrest of 
his constable, lie induced Perrier to avenge 
the dignity by appointing himself (McGowan) 
and some others special constables, and under 
this authority they proceeded to Fort Yale and 
took the drunken constable out of jail. The 
incident was reported to Governor Douglas, 
who sent a party of marines to deal out justice. 
But McGowan was prepared. He received 
the marines in quite an ostentatious manner, 
had a luncheon ready, and abput the festive 
t)oard explained that the \vhole thing was a 
joke, and succeeded in effecting a settlement. 

Another eccentric character of those early 
days was Judge Cox. who left California dur- 
ing the excitement of 1858 for \''ictoria, and, 
having no money to pay his passage, shipped 
as cook on a sailing vessel. Co.x went on 
board with the crew, and the anchor was 
weighed. The ship proceeded to sea at eight 
bells (12 o'clock), wdien the hungrj' sailors 
went to the galley for their dinner there was 
nothing ready for them. Knowing nothing of 
cooking Cox had been unable to make any 
preparation for a meal, which, of course, 
"riled" the crew, who went to the captain with 
their complaint. Cox was ordered to appear 
before the captain, when he admitted his com- 
plete ignorance of the culinary art. and ac- 
knowledged he was broke and had adopted 
these means to get to Victoria. The ship being 
then at sea Cox rotd<l not be jnil ashore, and 
one of the crew had to he pressed into ser- 
\\ce. The captain found the pseudo-cook was 
an Irish gentleman in reduced circumstances, 
so he made the best he could of his bargain 
and took Cox into the cabin to .straighten out 
the ship's accounts. 

"Shortly after Cox arrived in Victoria Gov- 
ernor Douglas ai^pointcd him customs house 
officer at the boundary to collect revenue on 
goods and animals coming in overland from 
Oregon. He was afterwards appointcrl Gold 
Commissioner at William Creek, which ])osi- 
tion he filled satisfactorily to all. Me had a 
way of his own of deciding cases. He would 
generally advise parties not to bring their 
troubles into court, l)ut settle them outside. 
On one occasion he decided a case where both 
parties claimed to ,be the first locator of a 
mining claim by ordering that both men start 
from the court house to.c^ether, get an axe 
apiece, run two miles to the ground in dispute, 
and the man that drove the first stake should 
be declared the owner. In another trial of dis- 
puted rights of ground on Cedar Creek, which 
took place on Saturday, the judge reserved his 
decision until Monday, wdien he decided in 
favor of the plaintiff, ordering, however, that 
the successful litigant should pay all costs, 
including defendant's lawyer. The defendant 
gave notice that he would appeal from the 
judge's decision. After the court adjourned 
the defendant went into the judge's private 
office on other business, and the judge, think- 
ing he was on the appeal case, said: "On Sat- 



urday I intended to decide in your favor, but 
the pl,aintiffs invited me to a champagne sup- 
per, the effects of which caused me to change 

my mind." 

"Now, Mr. Chairman, I wish to say a few- 
words on our present mining industry and our 
prospects in Northern British Columbia. I 
have confined myself so far to placer mining. 
1 will now speak on our future lode mining 
prospects of the Telegraph Creek division of 
the Cassiar district. And I may say here that 
district will be the great lode mining district 
of this province of British Columbia wdien 
properly opened up with railroad transporta- 
tion. I am speaking now as an explorer and 
prospector in wliich cajjacity I have spent 51 
years in British Columbia. I will refer here, 
sir, to tlie report of G. M. Dawson in 1878, 
when he said in his report, 'The coast ranges, 
where traversed by the valley of the Stikine 
and again wdiere crossed further north by the 
Cliilkoot I'ass, are found to consist for the 
most jiart of granite and granitoid rocks, al- 
most inv,Triably of gray color and frecpicntly 
rich in hornblende. With these are occasion- 
ally found stratified masses of mica and horn- 
blende schists, and both these and the granites 
are frequently traversed by pegmatite veins, 
diabase dykes, and intrusive masses of coarse 
diorite. There is an abundance of wood and 
water, matters of great importance in connec- 
tion with mining, and means of transportation 
once provided mining operations should be 
carried on here at less cost than in dry and 
woodless regions, such as are great portions 
of .Arizona.' I may also refer here to the re- 
port of H. J. Powers, a mining engineer in the 
interest of Chicago capitalists, Rosenthal, 
Kurtz, and Hirschl, made a most flattering re- 
port. He said in part: 'I have shown wdiat 
can be done for $1,500,000 in development 
work, with railroad communication, and it 
runs up to $20,000,000 in six months.' 

"In his report on the mine he says,_with 
reference to the North Star ore zone, which is 
covered with seven claims, 'at the north end 
of the zone it is from 950 to 1,000 feet wide, 
at the southern end it is concealed, except 
about 350 feet in width. An adit tunnel from 
the northern end will pass through this great 
zone, and have a body of ore 2,500 feet to 
stopc from, and now it is not a question of 
tonnage, as there is in sight one billion tons 
above the adit tunnel, not to count what may 
be produced below, which in its nature must 
be richer than that on the surface. It is al- 
most a certainty that there is no such ore body 
found in any part of the globe as this for 
volume carrying, gold, silver, copper, zinc and 
iron and other rare metals that can be concen- 
trated at a small cost, both for labor and per- 
centage of crude values. While the water 
powxr will give no trouble there is plenty of 
it for power. Dealing with other claims, the 
Golden Curry mine is an immense reef of gold 
bearing ore, is over r,ooo feet in width, and js 
traceable for several miles. As there are mil- 
lions of tons of ore there can be i,ooc tons a 
day handled. 'Reduced to 50 tons of concen- 
trates that would be worth $50 per ton, at a 
cost not to exceed one dollar per crude ton of 
ore. 'JMie Belcher, two miles north of the 
Golden Curry, is a well defined vein 12 feet in 
width, 8 feet of which is grey copper. This 
is one of the first mines that should be 'de- 
veloped in order to make a shipping mine of 
it ir the absence of railroad facilities. The 
showing here is very good to open up a fine 
mine in the near future that wdll be a large 
producer of gold, silver, and copper. The 
Monarch is a great ore body, carrying gold, 
silver, lead, and zinc, and is a splendid con- 
centrating ore. There is plenty of wood for 
all purposes in the vicinity for the construc- 
tion works of flumes, bridges and ties for a 
railroad, while the water power is all that can 
be desired." 

"In conversation with one of the few pros- 
pectors, W. P. Ball, in this section of northern 
British Columbia, he said, east of Dcasc Lake 
and south of Ilaskin Mountain, for 100 miles 
in extent the country is practically unexplored, 
but what is known of it has shown surface 
croppings of copper, silver and gold ores. He 
also said the head of the Iskoot river he con- 
sidered one of the best districts in Cnssiar to 
prospect for copper, gold, silver, nickel and 
iron. He also considers in this section is a 
low pass that may be used for railroad con- 
struction. Opposite Clear water, on the Stikine 
river, lives an old man named 
Kirk, who spends part of his time 
cutting cordwood for steamboats, and 
the other part of his time prospecting on 
Little Salmon River, a short distance back 
from the Stikine river. I examined samples of 
ore he gave the captain of the Mount Royal. I 
must say it was a rich sample of copper ore, 
in fact the question may be asked, what extent 
oi mineralized territory exists in this Tele- 
graph Creek division of Cassiar in Northern 
J^ritish Columbia? In answering that cjucstion 
I may say you could send 500 men out in this 
district prospecting for five years,- ancl;. the 
chances are no two would meet in that time. 
It is impossible to expect the prospectors to ■ 
do any extent of prospecting at the present ' 
rate of transportation, as the rate from Wran- 
gel to Dcase Lake and vicinity is from $100 
to $200 per ton. A prospector may buy $100 
worth of provisions at Dcasc Lake and put it 
all on his back and start on a prospecting trip. 
You will see by that it requires a prospector 
to be well fixed financially to do any amount 
of prospecting. 

"If capital once gets interested in this nor- 
thern section of British Columbia and opens 
up this section with railroad communication, 
they will open up the richest mineral district 
known in the pi-ovince, th^re are millions here 



to be made by the first enterprising financiers 
who will stretch out their hand to receive it. 
Another great disadvantage the people ot 
Telegraph Creek suffer from is mail communi- 
cation in winter. They get three letter mails 
in winter but no papers or magazines, and in 
summer steamboat communication is supplied 
for only about two months, so you see, sir, 
this rich section of our province is .shut off 
from the outside world. 

"I would like Mr. Chairman, if pos- 
sible, to get all the old-timers now left in the 
province together and have one more reunion, 
the object being to try and get the early his- 
tory of the province v.'ritten up in book forrp. 
There are a great many instances occurred 
in those days which has slipped our mem- 
ory, but one speaking may then refresh the 
memory of the other, by that way, and having 
a short-hand reporter present to take down 
notes, we may then get some very interesting 
reading. If this is not done soon there will be 
no one left to tell the tale." 



STAMFORD 



SAVES ITS "VILLAGE 
GREEN" 



A unique and laudable public movement 
has just been carried to a successful issue at 
Stamford. Anticipating the possible loss to 
the public use of the "village green," the vil- 
lagers raised a fund and purchased the land 
and have made it a public park forever, the 
title being ^'ested in a board of trustees. The 
land was owned by the Dee family, who have 
given it to public use for threequarters of a 
century, and finally sold it at a fraction of its 
real market value. 

Stamford is an old English village — "green" 
and all — set down in the midst of the garden of 
Canada. The "green" is the village playground, 
and here in old days famous athletic contests, 
political meetings, holiday celebrations and 
militia assemblies were held. 

Stamford's story is full of history. Its 
"green" lies in the forks of the famous old 
Portage road around Niagara Falls and the St. 
David s ravine road, both pioneer highways. In 
days of war and rebellion it was an important . 
strategic point. Here in the early twenties Sir 
Peregrine Maitland, Governor of Upper Can- 
ada, built his "cottage" (of twenty-two rooms), 
and held vice-regal court. Round him settled 
old brother officers and friends — Dees, Ottleys, 
Mewburns, and others. 

The Church of St. John was erected in 
1825 by Sir Peregrine and his friends, each 
contributing to the fund and also making a 
special gift of furnishings. The list of donors 
is a list of the military, civil and ecclesiastical 
dignitaries of Canada at that day. The quaint 
old church has been modernized to some ex- 
tent, but, wdth its memorial tablets and win- 
dows, is still most interesting. In the church- 
yard lie the founders of some of Canada's old- 
est English families, and many a soldier, in- 
cluding young Herman Mewburn, a Fenian 
raid martj'r. The original Presbyterian 
church, which was older than St. John's, has 
disappeared. Its cemetery is filled with graves 
of pioneers. 

Stamford of old was ambitious. A vice- 
regal residence, an aristocratic populace, im- 
portant as a point on old routes of travel and 
transportation, the assembling place of a regi- 
ment of the famous Lincoln militia — had it not 
cause for pride? When Welland county was 
created fifty years ago Stamford decided to be 
the county town, and timber was prepared for 
the court house. 

But Stamford's ambition is long dead, and 
its quaintncss disappearing fast before the elec- 
tric light and other modernizing influences. A 
few old buildings, some ruins, the "green," the 
old cemeteries and many traditions remain, 
and Stamford is well worth visiting. — Toronto 
Globe.

FLYING MACHINE AS WAR ENGINE 

Some terrible things have been predicted 
for the flying machine as a war engine. Many 
a sanguine inventor has claimed that with the 
advent of his flying machine, battleships, 
coast fortifications and cities could be utterly 
destroyed by dropping dynamite from the air. 
It is comforting to know that no very great 
loss of life or property would result from dy- 
namite dropped from flying machines, for the 
rcasQns that dynamite requires , confinement 
to work vtry wide destruction^ . . . . The fly- 
ing machine will have very great use in war 
as a scouting craft for the purpose of locating 
an enemy and inspecting his position; but the 
enemy wdll have his aerial pickets out, too, and 
there wdll be many a tilt in the air between 
the warring craft. Then it will be that speed 
will count for much, and there will be intense 
rivalry between the nations in the production 
of flying machines that will fly fast and fly 
high, for -those able to fly the highest will 
have i 'ftfemM oyer their ene-

L ,; . One of the objections urged against turbine- 
engines has been their inability to run back- 
ward as well as forward. John Ogg, of Aber- 
deen, has invented a form of turbine which 
avoids this difficulty. The steam enters the 
machine through a hollow axle, and thence 
acts upon the wings of the rotating disks 
mounted upon the axle. • When it is desired 
to reverse the motion, a' new set of disks, hav- 
ing their wings set at a reverse angle, are 
brought into play, and by means of grooved 
valves the steam is projected against them, 
thus producing a backward motion. The re-

. verandah of the hotel, talking of massacre and 
glistening to the movements of the toyvn below 
.'..to detect the first sounds of the outbreak of 
mob law. The crisis, iiowevcr, blew over then, 
as it has done sc\-eral limes since. 

vSlill, the problem of I^ai^i remains, and it 
will continue to perplex the Powers until its 
political future is definitely settled. The ques- 
tion will soon become one ol pressing interest. 
When the Panama Canal is opened the island 
will stand, in the centre of the stream of ocean 
traffic ta and from the pacific, and it seems 
.impossible that so magnificent a country 
. should be -allowed to remain derelict in such a 
favorable geographical and strategical position. 

What are the conditions at present govern- 
ing its internal affairs?. Tiie country is so rich 
and productive that no difficulty ought to be 
experienced in providing for reasonable 
public expenditure, with a margin for the en- 
couragement of industry and trade. It is csti- 
piated that £600,000 is ample for ev4ry pos- 
,is5ble purpose, and if this amount" were ex- 
/pended in the manner in which the i:evenue of 
fith'e neighboring island of Jamaica is expended, 
Haiti would be a model of civilized achicvc- 
■■ ment. But although sufficient is raised for al! 
requirements, tiie Government continues to hx'e 
a hand-to-mouth existence, and is invariably 

• spending ahead of its income. \\'hen claims 

• press, it resorts to the foreign, merchants for 

■ short loans, on which it pays interest at 20, 30, 
50 and even 100 per cent. It o^caisionally bor- 
rows the depreciated paper inoney of the coun- 
try and pays the interest, and sometimes re- 
funds the ])rincipal, on a basis of gold — a svs- 
tem naturall}' profitable t'o the foreigners,, but 

vTuinOHS-to the exchequer. 

Political Corruption 
The chief cause of all Haiti's troubles, how- 
ever, lies in the .systematic pillaging of the 
])ublic funds by the officials. There is no di- 
rect taxation, the principal sources of revenue 
being export and import duties. The latter are 
so heavy that in some cases the impost comes 



to more than the first cost of the article, with 
freight and other charges added,' and in the end 
it is the people who i)rovidc the ijulk of thvi' 
money. Iti ti:c Customs-houses there is organ- 
ized collusion between the importer and the of- 
ficials, thc'forriier arranging for iilVoices Shbw*- 
ing a face value of usually one-third less than 
the actual value, the dut}-^ on half of this .going 
to the officials, and that on the other half be- 
ing saved to the importer. A similar system 
exists as regards the exporter, a comparison 
between the shipments made and the returns 
at Havre demonstrating that not 50 per cent of 
the export revenues is secured by the Govern- 
ment. 

The extent to which bribery prevails is 
strikingly illustrated by the manner in which 
public salaries and grants are paid. Holders 
of feuilles, or imprests, will dun the t.overn- 
ment payeur for weeks ami .get no more satis- 
faction than the stereotyped- reply tiiat the 
funds are exhausted. If, however, they slip 
some paper gourdes into his hand the money 
is forthcoming at once. Officials find it easier 
to sell their feuilles to merchants, or even to 
agents of the Ministers, who are not above do- 
ing a profitable discount !)usiness ni this way. 

The budget vote which yields the highest 
amoimt to the spoilers is that for the arm\-. 
Save for a rc.giment of the Guards, which is 
attached to the J-'alace and is well fed and 
cared for, the forces of the Repulilic are merely 
mobs of the rou.ghest elements in the connnuii- 
ity. Their pay is supposed to be 50 cents per 
wcek, but they never receive it, and they suj)- 
port themselves by doing all the odd jobs 
about town. Recnnting, a species of forcible 
impressment, is aluays going on, since the 
greater the roll-call the larger the amount 
a\-ailable for niisap[)ro])riation. The officers 
ha\-e no special training; the inajorit\- are un- 
educated and poor and engaged in menial civil 
occupations. A captain's or general's uniforn' 
is given for meritorious service, there being no 
orders or decorationfs, and scores of these can 
be seen any field Way. At one review two bril- 
liantly attire4 officers came forward to the 
.writer ?ind begged abjectly for "ten cents." (.)n 
the sahie occasion occurred a curious incident 
illustrative of the discipline of the force. A 
l)ri\'ate who had been (luarrelling with a com- 
rade stepped out of the ranks and made some 
appeal to an officer. The two argued and ges- 
ticulated until the. .Commgindant. rode ^(orward 
and ordered the man to retire. He "continued 
to speak and the officer struck him ' a h'cavv 
blow in the face. He staggered, but held his 
ground, and was again struck. The officer 
drew his sword and was about to cut him 
down when he fell back into his jilacc. The 
Commandment rode off, the officer sheathed 
his sword, and the incident was over. 



An examination of all the other spending 
departments discloses the fact that robbery is 
undisguised and that bribery is the lever of 
action. Large amounts are allocated for pub- 
lic works, but beyond a few markets and Gov- 
ernment buildings and .some mile? of ill-kept 
roads there are no public works in the Repub- 
lic. (Concessions are often granted to politi- 
cians 'for the execution of undertakings of 
.general utility, but these enrich the conces- 
sionnaire, and not the country. The stories 
told in this connection are almost beyond be- 
lief, but they are vouched for by responsible 
residents, and the evidence is visible enough. 
The public wharves are rotting and falling to 
pieces; street lamps are erected but left un- 
lighted (Port-au-Prince ■ is in darkness at 
night) ; telephone services are installed but are 
either out of order or in ruins; public .gardens 
are built but allowed to run to bush ; sanitation 
is supjMjsed to be promoted, but the greater 
portion of the capital and the whole of the 
smaller towns are filthy beyond description. 
Everywhere there is an appearance of dilapida- 
tion and decay. 

Voodooism 

There are no sa\-ing beliefs or ideals in the 
cnuntr\- to counteract this great tide of corru])- 
tion and jobbery. The religion of the educated 
class is a kind of philosophical free-thouglU ; 
the rel'gion nf the ])cople is ^•oodnoism. The 
I"r?i..cii regime did n )l succeed in breaking tifi 
the oh: racial cult of the negroes, as slavery 
(lid in Jamaica, and after they secured their in- 
dependence a recrudescence of Africanism too'< 
place, NV'dch all the efforts of the French 
priests have been unable to eradicate. V^oo- 
dooism is ;he worship of sjurits, and finds ex- 
pression in rcremonies conducted by the jiapa- 
loi and mamatoi, or jjricsts. The existence of 
a great sju'r i of good is a ,nr tted, but only the 
dread of the ;-gencics of evil influences the lives 
of the people. Apart from the clement of fear, 
which is accentuated by the practice of bush 
medicine on the part of the priests, voodooism 
possesses a substratum of sensuality which ap- 
peals to their unregidated instinct.^ and makes 
it difficult to combat with a inirer faith. That 
the hold which the worship has on the people 
is stronger than the power of the Church is 
.-liown by the fact that the day before th.e 
writer's inspection of a \oo(loo temjde in the 
mountains, where he saw si.x goatskin drums, 
a Roman Catholic priest had visi.ted the dis- 
trict and made his mtnistpations conditional on 
the people destroying their instruments,' but 
they refused. The .govern'ment does not,~'as a 
nde, interfere with the practices of the cult on 
account cjf the political influence of its leaders. 

The question wdicther human flesh is now 
eaten in connection with the voodoo ceremon- 
ies is a perplexing one, which it is impossible 



to answer with any degree of confidence. 
Local opinion is divided on the matter. Some 
assert that the practice is secretly in vogue ; 
others categorically deny it. No one can be 
found to state that he has been, an eye-withess 
of any such sacrifice. The conclusioii which 
the writer came to is that there is no organiz- 
ed human sacrifice taking place as a part of 
the voodoo ceremonial, but that, in ordinary 
life, an occasional instance of cannibalism oc- 
curs — as murder cases occur in civilized coun- 
tries — where the perpetrator, probably from a 
tribe of anthropophagi, becoming temporarily 
insane, or highly excited, reverts to the abor- 
iginal habit. It should be added that public 
Opinion generally reprobates the act, and the 
educated Haitian is thoroughly ashamed of the 
dark stain which lies upon his country. 

Future of the Island 

One or two points of importance emerge 
from a study of Haitian conditions. The fin- 
ancial and ])olitical position of the Republic is 
clearly becoming more precarious every year. 
The largest portion of the revenue handled by 
the administration is employed to pay off 
debts and claims, and each government be- 
comes more deeply involved than the last; the 
remainder is whittled down b)' the rapacity 
of office-holders to an amount wholh' inade- 
(juate to effect any practical public goocL The 
system paralyses private enterprise, for where 
the tenure of property and liberty is so inse- 
cure there can be no growth and improve- 
ment 7 and it prevents the introduction of fresh 
capital and invigorating energy from abroad. 
The complete breakdown of the machinery of 
state is a possibility by no means remote. Un- 
questionably the responsibility for this state of 
things rests upon tiie country's riders and of- 
ficials. The native forces everywhere make 
for retrogression and decay. A foreigner may 
visit Haiti with a sympathetic desire to make 
the best of the situation, but he is forced to ad- 
mit that while the republic has produced one 
or two capable statesmen the nation as a whole 
has not, during its century of independence, 
made any appreciable progress in the art of 
self-government or in the development of so- 
cial and civic qualities; and, further, that 
wlienever the negro is left to himself without 
the influences of a higher civilization he re- 
cedes to the status of the aboriginal African. 
A|iy improvement that is ajjparent has been 
due to the presence and activity of the, foreign 
residents'. Thc}' at present do,., .all. t)i,q real 
work of the republic. ... ,. 

Fundamentally, the Haitian negroes form 
a fine race, but they are surrounded by factors 
that destro}' any potential virtues they possess. 
They require freer scope for development, and 
this can be secured only by a radical change in 



the system of govermnent and by bringing 
them within the influence of a broader stream 
of civilization animated by a higher ^ethical 
purpose. With regard to tlae first of .these re- 
quirements, it is sufficiently clear that "public 
sentiment is opposed to foreign domination. 
But it is also undeniable that the people as a 
whole long for a stable and honest govern- 
ment; and, when one reaches the bed-rock of 
belief among the intelligent class, one finds a 
conviction that it is impossible to secure such 
a government without a foreign protectorate. 
The difficulty of bringing about a settlement 
on this basis lies in the fear of the masses that 
slaverjfr will be re-established — a fear which 
still haunts all the native races of the West In- 
dies— ^and in the reluctaride of the ruling 
classes to relinquish the opportunity of rob- 
bing the state, which is in reality founded on 
the same fear; for the educated Haitian dreads 
the necessity that would impel hint to re.gular 
and continuou.s labor. In any scheme for the 
regeneration of Haiti one of the essential pre- 
liminary steps will be the dissemination of an 
assurance that the arraingement proposed is to 
be of a beneficent character. It is, perhaps, 
needless to say what power the Haitians re- 
gard as the one most likely to interfere; they 
recognize the authority of the Monroe doctrine 
and the limitations it prescriljes to foreign a.g- 
grandisement in the American sphere of politi- 
cal action. That they should freely discuss 
the possibilities of the situation is an indica- 
tion of a certain preparatiotj of the public 
mind for what seems to be the inevitable. 

However barren in civilized result the cen- 
tury of independence has prov6d ' to be, it 
would, perhaps, be a mistake not to give Haiti 
another and a more favorable opportunity of 
demonstrating its capacity' for self-govern- 
ment. The republic is an experiment in na- 
tion-making, with an important bearing on the 
political development of the negro populations 
of the -world, and, if anything approaching 
success could be obtained under certain defi- 
nite conditions, it would help to solve one of 
the profoundest problems which human exr 
istencc presents today. The aim might be to 
apply to the country a modification of '' the 
terms of the Piatt amendment, by which,"while 
its independence and political autonomy were 
guaranteed, a stable and honest .government 
woitld be ensured and a greater field opened 
for foreign enterprise and capital. Under 
such conditions the black man would have the 
Jiberty-and p^ower to develop . which he does 
not possess at present, and the country might 
eventually become qnebf ^the richest in, tropi- 
cal America, instead of bemg as virgin in re- 
sources and achievement as it was when Co- 
lumbus landed at Mole St. Nicolas over 400 
years ago. 



The Sicilian City of Me 








FEW weeks ago there were three 
routes by which the ' tourist 
might reach Sicily. The majority 
of travellers came by night boat 
from 'Naples and anchored in the 
wonderfully beautiful harbor of Pal- 
,ermo, just as Monte I'elligrino was rosy with 
the first niornin.g H.ght; while, those who 
dreaded the sea laok the "train dc luxe" that 
' ran nightly from Naples and beyond, down the 
peninsula to Reg.gio, that was. From Reggio 
the train was . ferried across the narrow 
straits to Messina, as, easily as the Federal ex- 
\ press is ferried around New York City. 

The third way was from Naples di.rect to 
Messina by sea — and what you lost in com- 
forts (the boats on the Messina line were 
' smaller) you gained in scenery — for at dawn 
you passed .Stromboli — an isulated cone rising 
abruptly from the sea— with the tiny white 
villa,ge al its base, seeming aliout to slide off 
into the blue ocean. The \-olcano is alwaS-s iu 
more or less active eru[)tion, and nearly al- 
ways cloudcapped. And behind it the pre- 
^ cipitous outlines of the other Lipari Islands 
that report says Iiavd perhaps now sunk be- 
neath the sea. Then far to the south rose 
Etna, a cloudlike peak, startlingly high and 
white above the other clouds, and soon the 
Calabriano mountains appeared in all their 
grandeur and the hjfty r(X-k of ,Sc3'lla, toi)peil 
Ijy its castle, ;iu(l a few miles across, on (he 
other side of the straits, the whirling eddies 
of Charyl^dis, that were a menace to t'.ie be- 
- calmed sailing vessel. 

The steamer headed for the lighthouse — 
steered inside the long sickle sh<ipcd peninsula 
■ that makes the harbor one of the finest in the 
world, and Messina lay before us, its white 
houses gleaming in the sun. From the boat 
landing it was an imposing city, built on .many 
hills at the foot of the bold Neptunian moun- 
tains. 

Especially striking was the lon.g line of 
palaces, uniform in height and ai-chitecture, 
that stretched along the water front fbr a 
mile' or more — Avitliout a break — for the cross 
streets had tunnelled through them by a series 
of arches. In these palaces were situated the 
best liotels of the city each ])uilt about a large 
central court from which the main staircase 
led. It is not the first time the Palazzata or 
.street of palaces has been destroyed, for Goethe 
writes of his visit there, four years after the 
great earthquake of 1783, that the upper 
.stories of the palaces had fallen 'and Were not 
yet yebuilt; and that many people were still 
living in huts on the outskirts of the town. 



sina or saw more of it than the short drive 
from the boat to the railway station, where 
the^' took the exincsses for Palermo and 
Taormina, the true tourist resorts. Its attrac- 
tions were scarcely known to the thousands 
of Americans who visit Sicily each year. 

At first glance the city was far from pre- 
possessing. Near the sea it was moclern 
indeed, with broad, straight streets, an im- 
pressi\T. town hall, universit}' and fine theatre, 
a pretty piiblic garden with delightful view 
across the straits to Cala!)ria, and new water 
work.s; It was hard to realize that Messina 
was one of the oldest Greek cities of all Sicily, 
for but few fragments of her past glories were 
left after centuries of devastation from siege, 
fii-e and earthquake' — here an ancient columi'. 
built into an old church, here a splendid Gothic 
doorway, or a Roman relief hidden away and 
mniot iced. 

Messina was essentially a modern connucreial 
city, friendly to foreigners but not seeking to 
attract them. It is only receiitl\' that tourists 
had discovered it held things worth seeing, and 
even then the "cabbies" thought there was 
nothing in tluir native town to mterest "for- 
esticri" but the Cathedral and the Canipo 
Santo — an ambitious cemetery rivaling the 
Genoese one in .sculpture of the derby hat and 
mutton-chop whisker school. 

The Cathedral was a pathetic mixture, 
barren in general effect but interesting in de- 
tail, with some good CjOthic [)ortals aiul win- 
dows, twenty-six columns inside from the old 
Roman temple of Neptune down at Faro. The 
holy-water stoup was an old Greek bowl for 
mixing w}ne, and dedicated to the goddess 
Hygcia, The elaborately darvcd marl)le pul- 
pit rested quaintly enough upon the sculptured 
heads of the arch lieretics — Calvin, Moham- 
med, Zwin.gli and Melanchthon. There were 
old tombs, a painted ceiling and a hideous high 
altar, worth, one hardly dares to say how 
many million lire. Best of all were tlie old 
Norman mosaics which Avere-'just being 
brouglit to light from their concealment for 
centuries under the plaster of a former res- 
toration. They quite resemble those of Mon- 
reale in type, period and execution. 

The other churches were of minor interest, 
but each had 'some good i)oint: this one was 
famous for its cloisters, that for its della Rob- 
bia Madonna; another, in the Byzantine style, 
once was a niosc|ue and- distinguished by a 
long Arabic inscription, now in the museun!. 
This museum was well worth a visit' from 
those interested in iprimitivc Italiian' painting, 
for ' it boasted ; sev.et^al iatithentic ! pictures by 



„ , Comparatively few people stopped in; Mes-; j thatt A"tonieUo^egl<Messiha 



Flanders with the ^^'Ul TC}-clcs and introduced 
into Italy the art of painting with oil. Tlie 
two Renaissance fountains of Orion and Nep- 
tune were also of extreme beauty. 

On the whole, Messina possessed fewer 
relics of antiquity than any other similar city 
of its size and importance. Perhaps that was 
fortunate in that it attracted fewer visitors and 
left a smaller number to be ovcrv/helmed in 
the ruins of Monday last. 

A stranger entering Sicily through Messina 
woidd find the street life far more novel and 
fascinatin.g th;in the guide-book sights to be 
ferreted otit, conscientiously, Ijaedeker in 
hand. Although man}' of the streets were 
broad, straight, and modern, it was easy to 
find quaint alleys, crooked streets like the Via 
Monaster!, which .Siaden calls one of the most 
]netures(|ue in alLSicily, where faded washing 
hung from windows, and black caverns of 
charcoal sliojis alternated with stalls for fried 
food, and l.)ooths gay with I'cd and inirplle 
cauliflower x'ied with the more varied attrac- 
tions of the "Diversi Generi" — the g^.uieral 
shop where samples of the goods within, a 
single potato or piece of bread, a few dried 
tomatoes, or a broken bottle containing a little 
oil, were hung on a string across the entrance. 
Then there was the exciternent of "discover- 
ing" a fine old gothic doorway — or bit of 
Renaissance decoration, f(-)rgotten in a side 
street where the poorer houses were lestoniu'd ' 
with long strips of drying orange peel — where 
old women bend over charcoal stoves and 
coaxed the embers with a fan of wild palm 
leaves. And the Sicilian carts, panelled with 
crude paintings, historical or religious, fascin- 
ated the new comer, and the tiny clonkeys, 
bearing paniers of mandarins or the celery-like 
fennel or whatever it was that their owners 
were crying with such strident voices. The 
gentle but all-pervading odor of garlic drifted 
across from the cook shop opposite, or per- 
haps from the tiny boy, wreathed in strings of 
the penetrating ve.getable, who came up to 
see what the foreigner was like. Laughing 
children ran after you, and beggars made the 
"hungry" sign at you with thumb and fore- 
finger and rotating hand. Messina, like all 
other modci-'n Italian cities, was striving to 
stop begging within the municipality by mak- 
ing laws and taking care of her own poor; but 
what could the city do with the hordes of 
Calabrians who came across daily -by ferry 
(fare ten ccntesimi) to pursue the pr6fitablc 
business of begging in Messina? ' ,'' " ,' '' 

One of the peculiarities of Messina wasdts 
"Torrenti" or paved "beds of intermittfefit. 
:§i|;f:eams that came down from the mountains 



and served as good carriage roads in dr}' wea- 
ther, but were turned into dangerous torrents, 
as the name implied, in wet. At many a cor- 
ner was a little turning bridge to be swung 
across the stream in time of need. 

For all the grandeur of the Palazzata bor- 
dering the Marina or harbor front, there was 
plenty of interestnig though humble street life 
to be seen there. Directly i.n front of the Ho- 
tel Victoria was the new market with its 
countless stalls of vegetables — with artichokes 
and jirickly ])ears (interesting, the tasteless 
fruit!) ami the fish market, one of the most 
interesting in the world, for the fishing indus- 
try was one of the greatest in Messina. There 
was always something strange to see — the 
slimy, tentaclcd octopus, that for all his re- 
pulsivencss is a great delicacy when cooked 
and is ser\x-d with fried fish, and the prickly 
sea urchin iliac is also eaten, as well as the 
less unusual gray or red mullet, while bait, 
eels and cockles from Faro — and the huge 
tunny and swordfish that are "hunted" a short 
distance off shore. 

From the hotel balcony you could loolc 
down upon the varied life. Near the Foun- 
tain of Neptune the market women in their 
favorite orange head-kerchiefs and bright 
aprons were on guard behind the heaps of 
coarse earthenware, exhibited on the C'?l)blcs. 
At nightfall they covered the piles with sail- 
clolh, tied it up firmly, and left them till 
morning. 

The docks were bustling with life, and at 
this time of ycar-r-one of the lemon packing 
seasons — were monopolized by bo.xes, crates, 
and tall casks of lemons — enough to supply the 
whole world with lemons for years to come, it 
seemed. Tiicre was a coiitinuous stream of 
teams brinjjin.g in crates of lemons — enormous 
loads pulled by tiny donkeys not much larger 
than a big St. Bernard dog — but the bullock 
wagons are used most of all. They are clumsy 
carts, rough in workmanship and drawn by 
heavy plodding brown beasts. In no .other ..of 
the coast towns of Sicily are oxenOjUsedii-bjit 
Messina needs them. It is so hiUy->;''"'Fro^^^ 
the countless groves in the commune aiid. be- 
yond lemons are being brought in by team load 
or by trains. There arc cartloads of dirty 
bags of lemons — and lemon-peel headed for the 
factories, where they utilize the, skin for mak- 
ing oil of lemon or citric acid. In some sec- 
tions of the city, as in Palermo, the odor of the 
lemon and peel is noticeably strong. Oranges, 
oil, almonds, silk, wine and other Sicilitin pro- 
^diicts are exported, but in 'smaller quantities. , 
• All "this life is alisorbing to the new arrival 
in Sicily, but, an old story and rather tame to 



one already accustonied to the semi-Oriental 
life and color of Palermo, which has all this 
and more, with the exception of the character- 
istic Messenian bullock cart and the "torrenti." 

Perhaps Messina's greatest charms lay in 
the enchanting views across the straits to the 
snowy Calabrian Mountains, that one got from 
the museum or old Norman citadel, Rocca 
Guelfornia, or from any high land. 

The surrounding country wn^s most delight- 
ful. Everywhere the magnificent mountains, 
and between them and the brilliant sea, rich 
ve.getalion. For mile upon mile stretched the 
orange or lemon groves with the .gold of the 
lemons shining through the dark foliage— a 
crop too beautiful, it seems, to be gathered for 
common gain like potatoes and cabbages. But 
the fruit lies already heaped in yellow pyra- 
mids beneath the trees, among the oxalis that 
carpets with yellow blossoms every gfrove in 
Sicil}'. 

Oh! the pity of it if the beauty of that 
eastern coast of Sicily is ruined, just as the 
world was beginning to appreciate it. The 
road to Taormina, "the most beautiful spot in 
all the world," liati all the beauty- and grandeur 
of the Amalfi drive, and, in addition, the 
warmth of color and richness of vegetation of 
Sicily. For miles the railroad runs through 
the dusky orchards between hedges of red 
geranium, tall as trees, and crosses broad dry 
river beds filled with oleanders — where we 
look up to the mountains and see 011 their tops 
unknown and mediaeval towns outlined 
against the sky. The mountains show marked 
effects of erosion and look barren, but they are 
not. ^Th.e. small,.gray; pjive trees do not show 
up at a .distanc'et hyr'tKe almond trees, except 
they ar6 in full bloom and whiten the slopes 
like snow. Where they leave off come sword- 
like agave and that nio5t,picture.sque,";of'.c^ 
the spiny, prickly pear, -andirklypiitl^i'lliem 
even in the winter season, is a' riot of wild 
flowers — ^crimson anemones, green iris, mari- 
golds, buttercups, daisy-poppies and pale pink 
: :.ast>hqdels.' 

> v. . To get the most impressive view of Etna 
that dominates all this part of Sicil}^ you 
'intist wind .up, the long road to Taormina, 
perched on its promontory high above the sea. 
There, besides the supci-b outlook.s in all di- 
rections, yon find the famous theatre and ruins 

' of temples and reservoirs, and superb gothic 
palaces and quaint streets, leading up the 
mountain side. The hotels arc numerous and 
among, the best in Italy, and the large Ameri- 
camand English c,^lony, . most of whom- own

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A REMARKABLE CASE 



A London cUspatcli of tho 3rtl Inst, says "outside 
the earthquake In Ituly and the blizzard here tho 
chief topic in London has been a ghost story." The 
incident is such a remarlcaiblo one thut it Is worth 
telling with a little passing comment. It Is proved 
by affidavits' and has been Investigated by the Lon- 
don Tihies and other leading newspapers without 
in any way affecting the cn^dullty of the relation. 
The iirlncipal witiiosa was thu Rev. Robert Broclc, 
wlio was taking tho place of Rev. Dr. Astloy, vicar 
of East Rodham during the latter's absence In 
Algeria, whoro he now is dl.scliarging tuinporailly 
tiio uUtlt-a of a chaplaincy, for the "ghost" In this 
case was not of a dead man, but of omt who is alive, 
though not In very good health. Mr. Broclc may be 
allowed to tell the story in his own words. He says 
in hl«' affidavit f 

"I met Dr. Astley for the first time in London, 
December 'J, and spent niorL- than lialf an hour with 
lllni iJrlor to coming on liore; ami 1 lu-urd nothing 
more of him until Saturday la.st, LK'Ci'iiiber wiiuii 
1 received a letter from' tin- Re\-. Jlcrbi-Tl Aluril, tlic 
iJngllah oliaijlain ut .\Igieiy, anuoiniciaK tliat IJr. 
Astley liad sustained injuries; in a railway accident 
on Wednesday, Di.'O. 10. Uu tlio same t-vening tluit 
I got the lettci-, yatui-ilay. Dec. 2G. I wa.s seated in 
the dining-room when Mrs. ilartley, the hou.se- 
keeper, came to mo and said, 'Come and see Dr. 
Astley,' and led me into the study. 

"Loolfing through the glass window on to the 
lawn, I myself distinctly saw the figure of Dr. 
Astley, in clerical garb, staiuling against the wall 
wlilch adjoins tlio liiniiig-rooin. It ci-rlainly was 
not the rel'loc-tion of my own laco, for I am clean- 
shaven, and the face I saw wore brard and mous- 
tache. It was distinctly Dr. Astley as I saw him in 
London. I rubbed my eyes and looiioti again. 1 
■was not dreaming. The figure was not looking at 
in«, but seemed to be plunged in thought. 

"Mrs. Hartley had a candle in her hand, and I 
told her to take It away. I still saw the figure 
xnoat dlstindtly. A housemaid who had joined us 
«ould also see the figure. 

"'I will go arui have a look in the garden,' I said, 
and I did go. There was nothing to be seen there, 
and when I returned the vision was gone. The time 
wa« about 4.45 i>.m. Tlie vision lasted ten 
minutes." 

A few days later Mrs. Hartley saw the same ap- 
parition, and when X>r. Brock wa,s called, he also 
saw It, but it waa not as distinct as on the former 
occasion, thougli quite recognizable. Very natur- 
ally iie communicated the occurrence to Astley's 
family in Algeria, and was told that at the hour of 
the first apparition he was lying unconscious at his 
residence in Algeria. Newspaper and other investi- 
gation has not cleared up the mystery in the slight- 
est degree, but only confirmed the story by bring- 
ing to li^lit surrounding circumstances, which make 
what is stated in the affidavits seem consistent with 
other facts. Of course the scientific person has 
written to the press to declare it was all an optical 
delusion, but lie does not explain how .such an illu- 
sion could affect three people in the same remark- 
able way. He also objects that Mrs. Hartley is, by 
her own admission, a person who has freciuently 
"seen things," but this fact, so far from raising 
doubts as to tlie value of the testimony, seems to 
render it more trustworthy. In material scientific 
research the repetition of a phenomenon is recog- 
nized as establishing a law; but in the comments of 
eolentlflc people upon occult phenomena proceeds 
upon the assumption tl^at the more frequently they 
are observed, the less worthy they are of being con- 
sidered. 

The experience of Mr. liroclc is hy no meaii.s 
unique. It differs from most others in tlie nuir.ber 
and acknowledged credulity of the witnesses. Of 
course. If the various incidents related in the JSible 
are true there is abundant proof that .such api).iri- 
tlons are real enough, and are hot tlie outcome of a 
disordered liver or a diseased imagination. Hero Is 
an Incident, tlie accuracy of which the writer of 
this article can vouch for. Two young men were 
walking In the road one moonlight night in the win- 
ter. The snow wa.s deej) on eacli side of the roiid. 
One saw something, -whieli he touk to lie a woman 
In a cotton dress and witlioul a lial. wal!:ing on the 
snow a short dl'Jtance awa.\-. Witliciut saying what 
he saw, he said to his companion: "What Is that'.'" 
and the reply was, "Why, It is a woman, of course." 
They hurried to the place where the figure was, only 
to see it vanish. They carefully examined tlic> sur- 
face of the snow, only to find it unbroken. .\'elttier 
of the young men was able to identify tlie figure, 
which appar(-ntly was walking on the; snow. So eon- 
vlnced were they that it was ii person that tliey 
examined the phtce in daylight on the following 
morning, ljut tlie light snow was absolutely uii- 
brolten. They were within fifty yards of tlie figure, 
and the night waa bright with the light of the full 
moon. 

Can an incident of that kind be explained by 
Supposing it to be simply an ocvilar Illusion'? In the 
two cases above mentioned the features, the dress 
and the general njipearance were absolutely distinct. 
Very recently ;i well-kiinwri ■Kri.glishman related in 
the press that, while riding along a country road 
on a bicycle, ttnother biiNcle rider jiassed hini. He 
described the latter's costume In detail, and says 
that the figure, after paising the crest of a hill, 
dashed down a declivity at rapid speed tov\'ards a 
pair of horses drawing a wagon, but Just when a 
collision seemed Inevitable vanished without leaving 
a trace. Of coursi; these stories, and score.s of 
others like tlieni, can be disposed of by saying that 
they are not true, but granting that they are true, 
that is granting that the people ni-rrating thcMu 
•woultl not relate anything wliii.-ii tliey did not lie- 
lieve to be true, what is the exiilanatirui of tlie-m'.' 
Indigo itlon will hardly suffice, altliougli it explains 
•some curious things; changing lights and shadows 
explain some things, but not everything: where one 
person only tells of something said to have been 
aeon, it is sometimes possible that he was dream- 
ing at tho time; the Imagination can conlure uji all 
manner of curious things, just as some i)eople se(. 
faces in the fire. But when we have e.xhauHted all 
these explanations, how are we to account that at 
(1 time Dr. Astloy lay unconscious in Algeria, his 
face and form were distinctly seen and recognized 
toy three credible witnesses in Englandv 



THE GREAT BATTLES 

It la Intended in this series of articles to give a 
brief discription of some of tho greatest battles re- 
corded In history, although the term greatest Is not to 
be understood aa referring only to the number of men 
engaged. .Many battles were of vast Importance, and 
yet the forces engaged In tluuii were not large. An 
attempt will be made to trt'at th<j v.-irlou.s events in 
some sort of chronological order, Imt attention will 
too paid chiefly to their relation to each other, If any 
can bo determined, as acts In the great drama of 
human history. It Is very satisfactory to know that 
the historical articles printed on this page have prov- 
ed very acceptable to young people as well as to their 
seniors. If therefore any leader would like to have a 
reference made to some battle, and will mention It, an 
effort will bo made to comply with tho requesi, 'I'hu 
first to be spoken of will be:

■What we cull modern civlllif^tlon had its origin la 
Ancient Greece. 'I''he poetry of arooce is our model 
ii> literature; ^the art of Greece la calcemod our great 



exemplar; the philosophy of Greece Is tho foundation 
. of our phllssophyi the laws of. Greece are refleoted in 
our laws; the language of Greece has assisted In tho 

formation of all the modern languages of Europe. It 
is true that much of this influence came to us through 
Rome, but the vigorous race, which had its capital on 
the Tiber and conquered the Grecian republics, was 
in Its turn conquered by Grecian refinement and 
civilization, just as our own ancestors, who overthrew 
Rome, were themselves made subject to the Intellec- 
tual Influence of that Empire. Hence the history of 
Greece is of tho greatest Interest to us, for U Is, in a 
sense, a part of^our own history. It seems a strange 
tiling to say, perhaps, but at Marathon our fortunes 
, hung in the balance. 

Darius, King of Persia, was a ruler of unbounded 
aTObition, Ho extended his domain over nerthern In- 
dia and northern Africa, and attempted to extend his 
conquests to the westward, so as to obtain control of 
tile Jlediterranean. Only Greece stood in tlie way. .\t 
this time Rome would easily have fallen before an 
onslaught from Persia, once that nation had obtained 
a foothold on the Egean sea and tho Balkan penin- 
sula. What the world would have been if these Per- 
sian ambitions had been successfully carried out, we 
can only judge by observing what has taken place In 
Persia and wherever the Influence of Iranian power 
extended. The advance of the Persian hosts west- 
ward was successful at the outset. The nations of 
-Asia .Minor were oasily subdued and the I\Tsian 
foives crossing the Bospliurus b.\' a Ijridge of boats 
marched northward, crossing tho Danube, and overrun 
the easterly part of what is now .'Vustrla-llungary. 
Tiiis v.-iis about r)Oi; U. l.'.. and to all ap|)earanei; tlio 
Persian ambition of uiiiviu'sal tloniinion si-emed likely 
to bo realized. But the western part of Asia .Minor 
was peopled by Groekst, and in aOO B. C. they revolted. 
The Athenians went to their a.^slstance, and for a 
time the rebellion seemed likely to be successful; but 
after five years of flglitlng the Persian power was 
restored and a lleet was despatched to take revenge 
upon Athens. This was cuuglit in a storm, while 
rounding the point of Mount Athos, which Is one of 
three promontories which project from Maeedon Into 
the Egean Sea, and three hundred ships and tv.enty 
thousand men were lost. .\ subsequent defeat at the 
hands of the Thraelans caused this expedition to be 
withdrawn; but Darius nursed his wrath and kept It 
warm, and In 490 H. C. he launched an expedition 
against Athens. .-Vuthorities disagree as to how many 
moil comijosed this force. Estimates vary from 100,- 
000 to 600,000 men, but there seems to be unanimity 
as to the number of ships, which was about 600. De- 
tails of the expedition are not very many, and they 
are somewhat conflicting. Herodotus, the most care- 
ful historian of his time, is very cautious about going 
into iiarticulars; but there seems to be no doubt that 
the lleet sailed directly across the F:geaii .Sea. In.stead 
of coasting around by tlie north, and took possession 
of some of the Islands of tho Archipelago, from which 
new levies were drawn. How many men landed at 
Marathon Is not known with certainty, but there is 
no doubt that they very greatly outnumbered the 
army which Athens could ])ut into the field against 
them. "When news of the landing reached the Grecian 
city, there was a great divergence of opinion as to 
what course should be followed. A party in .Athen.s, 
led l)y Hippias, was not unfavorable to the Persians, 
although they disguised their designs until the very 
last. These people wished the army to remain behind 
the city walls and wait for a siege; but Mlltlades 
urged that the Invaders should be met upon the shore, 
and, supported by Arlstides and Thenilstocles. he was 
able to carry his point. He set out for .Marathon 
with all the available troojis. who numbered not more 
and ]ierliaps less than 10,000 men. On the way thoy 
were reinforced Ijy l.ono Plateans, and uijon this little 
force, wiileh was either 10,000 or 11,000 men— on this 
point lii.storlans are not agreed — the fate of the Wes- 
tern World of that day depended. 
Byron has told us that 

"The Mountains look on Marathon. 
And Marathon looks on the sea," 

and this Is a pood, though brief tlescriiition of the 
famous battlefield. It is a liroail, level exi^ansi; lying 
between the mountains and the sea, which here takes 
the forni of a beautiful \>iiy. suitable in every way 
for the landing of troops. The plain Itself is marshy 
In places, but for the most part was admirably aUited 
for the movement of troops. The Persian forces, 
when tho Athenians arrived, had debarked from tlnir 
ships and set up their camp in all the sjilendor and 
statellness common to Oriental armies. Two roads 
led from the city to the battlefield, one of them 
twenty- two miles long and the other twenty-six. Tho 
.\thonlans advanced over them by a forced march 
and took up their position on the rising ground. Tho 
disjposltlon of tho two armies was In long lines. Tho 
Persians made their centre tho strongi^r; tho Greeks 
put the greater number of their men upon their 
wings. For several da.vs the troops luy in sight of 
each other, the Persians InditTerent as to what their 
oi)ponenta should do, so eonfideiU were they of vic- 
tory; the Athenians waiting until the sacrifice's show- 
ed the occasion to be iiusiiiclou.s for an attack. At 
length Mlltlades believed the fateful hour had arrived, 
and he commanded an Immediate charge. Tho whole 
Athenian line rushed forward. A mile only separated 
the two armies. It Is said that the Persian comman- 
der thought his assailants were mad, so astonishing 
did It seem that so small a force should attack his 
host in this way. Tin; onslaught wa.'i at the outset 
attended with varjing results. The weak Athenian 
centre could make no impression upon tho strong Per- 
sian centre, and tho charge was respuised in that part 
of tlie field. Tho Athenian wings were more success- 
ful and drove tho enemy back. Then turning Inwards 
they threw themselves upon the flanks of the centre, 
and in a short time the retreat of the Persians to their 
ships began. Tho victorious Athenians .-itlempted to 
(•a])ture the ships, and were able to destroy seven of 
them; but the rest got away In safety. Indeed it may 
lie said that this part of the fight resulted adversely 
to tile .Atlienians. although It was notable for many 
deeils (if eonspleuous valor. Few, If any, prisoners 
were taken. Herodotus says that of tlie Persians 0,400 
were slain, and of the Athenians 192. 

The withdrawal of the Persians from the Held of 
Marathon is hardly to l)o explained by tho Impetuous 
attaiit of the Athenians. Hippias was in comniuiilea- 
tlon with IJatis, the Persian commander, and it was 
agreed that a signal in the shape of a bright shield 
should be disiilayed on a mountain to show the Per- 
sian, If It would bo safe for him to attempt a direct 
assault upon Athens. The shield was displayed and 
Hashed its hellographlc signal to the invaders, who 
withdrew more perhaps to make a new attack upon 
.Athens, where they would llnd supporters within the 
elt.s' tlKin becau.sc of the potency of the (ireclan force 
ill Marathon. .Mlltlades on seeing the direction taken 
by the Persian lleet, made a forced march to .'Athens 
with Ills wearied troojjs und thus averted disaster for 
Datla refrained from attacking the city garrisoned by 
such men. 

Three years later Darius prepared another exfiedl- 
tlon against Athens, on a scale that would have over- 
come any possible opposition, but Just bofoi-e It sailed 
ii, rebellion broke out In Egypt, and bi!fore this was 
supprcisod Darius died. His successor, Xerxes, re- 
newed the attempt to conquer Greece, but the story 
of thisi expedition, made memorablo by the battles of) 
Thermopylae and Salamls will have to bo reserved 
I'or aiiothor time, 
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THE FRENCH 
Ancient Gaul-— The French Under Clovis 

Very little is known of France before the time 
of its conquest by Julius Caesar. We have soml- 
legondary acciunts of Gaul, wiiich date many cen- 
turies before Christ, when all that vast country 
which Is now famous for the richness and the great- 
ness of its cities, the unsurpassed fertility of its 
farmlands and vineyards, was covered with wild 
forests and great morasses, where tlie climate was 
cold ami variable, and tho wild ox and the fierce 
herds of swlno roamed free. The primitive people 
who inhabited Gaul were little better, little less 
■savage than the untamed beasts. Thoy lived the 
lives of animals, dwelling in round mud huts whoie 
only ojienlng was the dour, whkii huts Were usually 
grouped together behind a rampart of wood und 
earth and stone. These uncivilized, lawless people 
were diviiled into iiuuiy tribes who were constantly 
at war with one another, tribes e(iually ignorant, 
improvident, slaves to the shifting ^of their ideas 
and the sway of their passions, fond of war and 
Idleness, of rapine and feasting, , of gross und 
savage pleasures. The Krencli historians do not 
claim for the early Gauls that unsubdued yet cour- 
ageous and e\-en niilile spirit whlv.ii dominated, ac- 
coriling to ancient Homan and modern German writ- 
iTs, the tribes of northern liarbarlans who inliiibit- 
ed tile wonderful German forests. Whence or from 
wiiere came the first settbrs to (Jaul. no one knows. 
The Iberians were among the earliest of the tribes, 
and this people, primitive still, with a costume and 
a language of their own, inhabit the lower Pyrenees 
today under the name of Basques. About 1,100 B.C. 
the Phoenicians began to trade with the natives of 
Gaul, and a little later to -iettle there. After the 
Phoenicians came the Creeks. The story of their 
earliest coming and tlie founding of Messllla, their 
chief colon.v. forms tho subject of one of the oldest 
of the Gallic legends. 

Xann. one of the most prominent of the Gallic 
chiefs, had a well loved and beautiful daughter called 
Gyptus, whose hand was sought In marriage by 
countless suitors. One of the old customs, ■which is 
still in vogue among the Basques, decreed that when 
the time arrived for any maiden to choose a husband, 
all the aspirants for her hand should be Invited to a 
great feast, at the conclusion of which the girl should 
ajipear with a brimming wine-cup which she was to 
offer to him who had won favor In her sight. It was 
the eye of Gyptus' wedding feast, when Euxenes, a 
Greek trader, a man of stalwart strength and hand- 
some appearance sailed his ship into the bay that 
skirted that part of th^ country of which Nann was 
the chief. The latter made him welcome and invited 
him and his sailors to the feast. What was the cha- 
grin and surprise of the Gallic suitors, when Gyptus, 
beautiful as a dream,'|entcred the hall, and going 
straight to Euxcnes handed him the wine-cup, thus 
choosing him for her husband. The two were mar- 
ried and Nann gave to them the harbor in which the 
Greek had landed, and miles of the cotintPy round- 
about. Euxenes sent to his own country for colo- 
nists and while waiting for them laid the foundation 
upon the peninsula that jutted into the bay of the 
town of .Messllla (.Marseilles) wiiich was destined 
til lieeorrie the most famous and the most jiowerful 
settlement In Gaul. Jealous chiefs with their warlike 
following attacked the colony many times, but so 
well-fortlfled was it, so well-governed and its citi- 
zens so loyal, that It was always ready to repel 
any invaders. In those ancient days many .settle- 
ments were founded by the Greek colonists of which 
traces remain today In the flourishing towns and 
cities on the southern coast of Franco and the eastern 
coast of Si)aln. 

Guizot tells us that the Gauls appear to have been 
the flrat inhabitants of Western Europe, Inhabiting 
not only Gaul, but also Great Britain, Ireland and 
neighboring Islands. After many centuries these 
races co-mlngled with other races to form the I'rench 
ijatidii, but numerous traces of the iirimitlve people 
still <'xlst, in monuments, manners and names of per- 
sons and places. I;; Scotland, in Ireland, the Hebrides 
and the Isle of .Man. the Gauls (Gaels) still live under 
tho old name and retain the old Gaeiic tongue. 

Internal strife, the love of battle, the hatred of 
monotony, led the Gauls constantly upon exiiedltionB 
to foreign countries. Spain. Italy, Ciermany, Greece, 
Asia Minor and Africa, were' In turn the scene of 
their many wars, during which they conquered and 
absorbed some peoples or were conquered and co- 
mlngled witli others. They made their Influence felt 
in countless ways, an Influence that was to last for- 
ever. Gaul Itself liowevor was to fall a prey to tho 
Romans uiuh.'r Julius ('aeser. 

The German barbarians li.id lieen harassing Gaul 
and destroying her cities and the tlaals had appealed 
to the Roman emperor to protect tliem against the 
inroads oi the savage horiles. "In a few years." said 
they "all the Oermans will have crossed tho Rhino, 
and all tho Gauls will be driven from Gaul, for the 
BoU of Germany cannot compare with that of Gaul 
any more than tho mode of life. If Geasnr and tho 
Roman people refuse to aid us, there Is nothing left 
for us but to abandon our lands and go, seek afar 
from the Germans another dwelling place." l.'aesar, 
much flattered by this apjieal tried to negotiate with 
the northern tribes, telling them that unless they pro- 
mised to leave the Gauls In peace, he would drive 
them from the country they were Invading and annl- 
hllato them. To which message Arlovlstus, the Ger- 
man leader replied with haughty contempt that it 
was Caesar's privilege to try and conquer them If he 
>io desired, liut he would learn what could be done by 
the bruv(.'ry of the Germans, who were as yet un- 
lieaten. who were trained to arms and who for four- 
teen years had net slept beneath a roof. The out- 
come of tlie negotiations was that Ceasar and his le- 
gions attacked the Germans In their own country and 
subdued them tor the time. Having done so, tho 
temptation to conquer Gaul Itself proved too strong 
for the groat Roman, and it was not very long before 
tho country that had .•ijipe.-iled to Caesar for liel]) 
against the' Gerni;in invaders, was suffering from an 
invasion by the lUinuiiis. who assumed the reins of 
government, and fought aijd sulxhied all those amonfe 
the Gauls who ventured to oppose their authority.

"What did yon send him?" Inquired An^"3nfS'?a2<

"A sopy ot, "Mother Goos.e," uatd.JEJoratjqi, 
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ORTY years ago, when the Pacific 
w.as SI .more Io;iely ocean by far 
than at present, John Davy, of 
\Valker street,, Victoria West, canie 
to Esquimalt in H! 'M. S. Satellite. 
Fresh from the Abbysinian cam- 
-paign the Satellite had been ordered around 
the world to Esquimalt arid John Davy was 
an ordinary seaman on the voyage. Not 
■many vessels propelled by canvas make better 
time tlian did the Satellite on that run from 
Hakodate in the winter of 1868 when she 
fought her way across the Pacific, with her^ 
crew battened down part of the time, ' In 21 
days. It was a cold, wintry, hard Aveather 
trip, with frozen rigging, and breaking seas 
•and spray that soon became ic<, that H.M.S. 
Satellite made. • 

\ Mr. Davy, remembers his voyage of forty 
years ago well. He has been out of the navy 
for nineteen years and made many other 
cruises in his 25 years of service under the 
colors. He said: "VVc .spent our Christmas 
day at Hakodate, where the Sliogun's men 
were holding the big castle on the hilltop 
against the Emperor's men, and started out 
for Esquimalt on December 29th, 1868. There 
weren't any steamships running across the 
North Pacific to Victoria and Puget Sound 
then. We sailed across and had a very rou:^;!! 
voyage. We were battened down part of the 
time. The ropes were frozen and we 
couldn't get our main yards down. Mucii wa- 
ter came inboard as we rolled and the spray 
froze on the deck. Wc lost four boats, only 
• the boats lashed inboard escaping being 
smashed. There was no steam steering gear 
then as now and four men were told off at the 
wheel, and when the relieving tackles broke 
away they had a trying time as the wheel 
jammed and jumped, shaking them about. 
The rudder ropes carried away and wc had 
quite a time fixing them. The saddest feature 
of the voyage, though, was the killing of the 
coxswain's mate when the relieving tackle 
gave waj'. The tiller gave a hirrh and cnnght 
his head between it and the side of the ship, 
cutting the top of his head off. We buried 
him at sea. Pfe was sewn up in a hammock 
with shot at his feet, and while as many of "the 
275 men of our complement were watching as 



could be sparfed we watched tlfe chaiplaiu read 
the burial service and saw them slide him 

overside. ; :.:•-■.....:. ■•:'„ •■ , 

"Whett we got into Esquiipalt; w}i^re we 
found 'thfe Sp^r'rowhawk, Boxer' and Forward, 
as well as a French frigate we lost 73 of out- 
men. They got the gold excitement and skip- 
ped out. It was a tight lookout . for the. rest, 
the officers being constantly on the watch. 
We remained at Escjuimalt' for nine months 
and then went to i\Icxico to get silver which 
we carried to Panama, and then went south to 
VaJparaisQ, vvhere we met the flyiri,g squadron, 
consisting of the H.M.S. Bristol, Liffy, Phoebe, 
Endymion, and Charybdis. We joined the 
squadron and went on around the Horn with 
them, homel)ound. 

"I was a ship's boy of the first class when 
1 left England to join the Satellite, which had 
been ordered to the Red Sea owing to the- war 
with Abbysiiila. Tliere were about a hundred 
siiips at Annesley bay tiien working iuindreds 
of boats and lighters landing supplies wiiich 
^vere sent forward to the troops in the field. 
W'e went to Suez and took the train across — 
there was no canal then. After the war the 
Satellite \vas tlie last warship to leave .\mies- 
ley bay. anel .she was ordered to Singajiore, 
where she took on board a scientific i)arty 
bound to vSiam to observe an eclipse of the sun. 
They were landed at Bangkok, ami the shi]) 
w ent on to Singapore and thence to Hongkong 
to dock. 

"It wa.s a different Hongkong, that of forty 
years ago, to the great seaport of today. 
Where the praya has the surf breaking today 
there was sand then, and there were no stately 
buildings and fine residences coinjiarable with 
those of today. Tiicre were no flocks and not 
a large settlement. The Satellite went into 
the Alexander dock and refiltetl and \\'c \vere 
then ordered to I'',sc|uimaU. 

"There was war in Japan then. W hen we 
got to Yokohama, though, most of the fighting 
in the south was over. The Sliogun's men had 
lieen defeated at Fushimi and Uycno and had 
given up Aidzu castle after a hard fight, that 
at Hakodate alone holding out. Yokohama at 
this tiqve was planning to be a great port. 
Forty years ago the workmen were building 
the breakwater there, soon after throwing the 



port open to foreign commerce. Tiie present 
Emperor had just come to the throne and 
foreign 'inflitericc was just beginning to make 
itself felt. The Shogun^s people were opposed 
to the westerners, while the Emjieror'was in 
favor of inviting trade from across the Pacific. 

"We went north to where the fighting was 
taking place and' anchored at Plakodate. Tlie 
Japanese fighting man of that day wore the 
(juaint whalebone and iron armor with big 
shoulder guards and heavy helmet with mask- 
like viscr. japan's first and only republic had 
just been founded on the northern island. The 
late Admiral Enomoto, who died a few months 
ago, was the founder of this republic, and he 
was one of the chief movers in the army of the 
Shoguns. He had been sent to Holland to 
bring out a corvette, the Kuiyo-maru built at 
Amsterdam for the Shogun Tokagawa, and 
two years before this vessel had been a valu- 
able accpiisition to the Sliogun's little navy of 
six vessels. After his forces were defeated at 
Fushimi the Shogun was taken off at Osaka 
to the Kaiyo Maru and with his fleet, includ- 
ing the Emperor, which he re-named "Bamrio 
Maru," and which had been a present to the 
Shogun from the late (Juecn Victoria. The 
Sliogun's fleet encountered the Emperqr's 
men-of-war at Kobe on January 26, 1868, and 
challenged them to battle, 'i'hc challenge was 
accepted and the two fleets steanieil out to the 
Kii channel, where the Shogun's ships were 
victorious. Enomoto then went to Yokohama 
and when the Imperialists were victorious at 
Uyeno and .Vidzu, sailed north and establish- 
ed "The Republic of Yezo" on Japan's north- 
ernmost island. 

"Enomoto, who afterward became the foun- 
der of Japan's modern navy, sent word to the 
Emperor, saying they would guard the north 
for him if left in peace there and offered to kill 
himself and give the life of nis lieutenant. 
Meanwhile, though, the Tokyo government 
pre])ared to send ;i force north to attack the 
castles of I'iakodate and Fukuyama, where the 
rebels made their strongholds. The Shogun's 
officers sent to the United States and secured 
the old ironclad Stonewall, which had taken 
part in the assault on Vieksburg in the Civil 
war. When the Stonewall reached Yokohama 
on April 24, 1868, Prince Tokugawa, who still 



lives a retired life in Tokyo, had surrendered 
to the Emperor, and the American minister, 
after some delay, han(^ed over the vessel to the 
Imperial government, an act which the Sho- 
gun's retainers bitterly resented. The Stone- 
wall, renamed the Adzuma, broke down 24 
hours after leaving Yokohama, and was navi- 
gated with difficulty to j\Iiyako-wan, where 
she was surprised by Enomoto, who entered 
that harbor in the ship Eagle. lie steamed 
straight for the Adzuma and rammed her. 
With boarders he clamb'ered on to the old 
Stonewall and a hand to hand fight took place 
in which several were killed on either side and 
the attacking party was repulsed. The Eagle 
made her way back to Hakodate, where the 
final engagement took place. The Imperial 
troops attacked the Shogun's men from both 
land and sea. Enomoto fought on the sea, 
and had with him some Japanese who liavc 
since become famous, among them Viscount 
Hayashi, formerly Japanese ambassador in 
London. The Imperialists outnumbered the 
rebels, and when they secured a position wdiich 
dominated the castle works, Enomoto sur- 
rendered, lie and .Malsudaiara were Intent 
upon committing hari-kiri but the)' were con- 
stantly watched. They were taken to Tok^'o, 
where all were jxirdoned and most of the rebel 
officers became Icjyal su[)portcrs of the Em- 
peror, Enomoto being the founder of the 
modern navy. lie served in many high posts 
before becf)ming Minister of the Xavy. 

The Satellite left Hakodate before the reb- 
els had surrendered and we did not hear they 
had given up until some time after our arrival, 
for news travelled slowly forty years ago. The 
news was not known on the Satellite until 
shortly before she went south. 

When the Satellite joined the flying squa- 
dron at Valparaiso she rode out a great gale in 
the roadstead there. Valparaiso was then as 
now an oi)en harbor, and the big seas rolled in, 
the warships dipped their bows as they steam- 
ed to their anchors. The remainder of the 
voyage home was without much interest, 
though. At Valparaiso the Huascar, which 
afterward was engaged in a desperate fight 
with a Peruvian warship was anchored there 
with the squadron at the time. 

The Satellite's company was paid off at 



Portsmouth in 1870 just before Christmas and 
after spending the holiday home I shipped 
again in H.M.S. Daphne. She was the first 

warship to go through the Suez canal when 
we were sent out to the Andaman, because of 
the assassination of Lord Mayo, the Governor. 
\V e got his body on board and proceeded to 
diamond Harbor in the Hoogly. It was then 
embalmed and sliippcd to Fort William in the 
Glasgow frigate for burial. After we got rid 
of the Governor's body we went on a cruise. 
We got fever on board and had to run to sea. 
Wei stayed at sea for six weeks and had quite 
a few funerals over the side. Capt. Adams of 
the Daphne was one of those wdio died. We 
put his body in a boat and took him to Madras 
to be buried. Afterward we paid off at Zanzi- 
bar and a new crew came out in the London, 
while we went home in the Glasgow frigate. 

After a cruise in H.M.S. Endymion in the 
flying squadron I went to Hull to put in my 
time in training. This was in 1875 or '76. 
We tlien commissioned the II. M.S. Flam- 
ingo and went up toward the Black sea when 
the Russo-Turkish war was on. We had an 
exciting time during that voyage when an in- 
cident happened which might have drawn our 
country into the fighting. Our cable broke 
and we were steaming up into the Dardanelles 
when the fort cleared and threatened to open 
fire on us. We cleared out, though. I then 
put in some time on a training ship for ordin- 
arv seamen and rc-engaged for the China sta- 
tion, going out to llongkong in 1880 on H.M. 
vS. AVevcrn, an old turret ship. I then joined 
the receiving ship A'^ictor Emmanuel and came 
home in her in 1885. Bermuda was my next 
place of call. I went there on H.M. survey 
ship Sparrowdiawk, and while there I earned 
the Humane Society's medal. A civilian fell 
off a bridge near the ship and I went over- 
board after him and got him. The Humane 
Society gave me the bronze medal and the 
ship's crew was paraded one day aft while the 
captain pinned the medal on me. I went home 
in H.M.S. Bullfrog, and soon afterwards left 
the service. I came to Victoria nineteen years 
ago and took up my residence. It is interest- 
ing to note that several of the lieutenants of 
H.M.S. Satellite when she came to Esquimalt 
forty years ago have since become admirals. 



Antics of an Alaska Island 




HE question of earthquakes, volcanic 
eruptions, and the uncomprehended 
movements of nature generally has 
been a live tojjic since the recent 
calamity in Sicily. When it is re- 
membeied that one of the most in- 
teresting natural phenomena in the world is 
the volcanic island in Alaska, a review of the 
strange history of Ijogoslof Island will be 
found interesting. 

Bogoslof is an island in the Aleutian chain, 
whose history has by accident been pretty 
closely watched, and which in the future is 
likely to be the cynosure of all eyes, geologic 
and volcanic. Here have been manifested the 
results of upheaval, depression and explosion, 
on a' splendid scale, and islands are made or 
removed while you wait, if you have a month 
or so to spare for the purpose.* 

With great turmoil that ga\-e fright to the 
inhabitants of nearby L'nalaska. this island 
rose from the sea in 1796. It was named 
Joanna Bogoslof or St. John the Theologian, 
although the English have always termed it 
Castle Rock. It may be well to call it Old 
Bogoslof for the sake of clearness throughout 
the future complications. After a few years of 
steaming the volcano became extinct, and was 
the home of nun:erous marine mammals and 
sea birds. In 182O there was noted near it a 
little sail-like mass, Ship Rock. In 1S83 Fire 
Island rose from the sea and appeared 00 the 
charts the succeeding year. Its official name 
was Grewingk, honoring a Russian geographer, 
but it may be termed here for convenience 
New Bogoslof. The observations of 18S4 
showed a low mass of land connecting the 
new with the old, witii Ship Rock between the 
two. It was a low beach, perhaps a mile in 
extent, and continuing beyond Old I'ogoslof 
about half that distance. The newer island 
was a steaming volcano. AVhen Dall visited 
the island in 1895 and mapped it, there were 
two of them, for open water with a depth of 
sixty or seventy fathoms lay between them. 
From the new k^land there c.xteniled a spit of 
a mile or more in length exijosed at ebb tide, 
while about the older one was gathered a 
beach and a smaller spit. Ship Rock was gone. 

In 1906 the Albatross passed that way in 
!May, and found a steaming, new cone between 
the two older islands. Together with New 
Bogoslof and connecting land it formed a 
triangular island, with the older island separat- 
ed from it by water of seven or more fathoms 
depth. A deep-water lagoon, nine fathoms in 
places, ran nearly around the new cone, a nar- 
row curvctl inlet, in wdiich the water was of 
rather fiigh temperature. The new hill was 
named Aletcalf Cone, and in some press dis- 
patches it is given as Perry Peak. The Alba- 
tross officers noted some peculiarities of Met- 
calf Cone, that.it had no distinct crater but a 
iiumber of steaming outlets, and wrote of a 
curious "horn," "as though a mass had been 
forced up throu.gh an aperture while in, a plas- 
tic condition, tlie sides being quite smooth." 
This proves, according to Professor T. A. Jag- 
gar, Jr., who visited the island later, to be of 
the: nature of the celebrated horn of Pclee; and 



the suggestion of origin made by the Albatross 
is believed to be- correct. 

About a month later, in" July, 1906, Robert 
Durtn visited the new mountain and climbed 
it. He determined the height to be about four 
hundred feet ; he saw and described the horn, 
that was "like a great parrot's beak," and 
found that he could ignite pajier from rocks 
near one of the steam vents. The next visitor 
was about nine months later, when Captain 
Dirks, a local trader, announced that a new 
mountain stood beside Metcalf, and in July, 
1907, the cutter McCulloch visited it and con- 
firmetl the news. The older cone, Metcalf, was 
half-collapsed, and the deep channel between 
it and Old Bogoslof was filled uj) with the 
new mass, McCulloch Peak. A day was s[)ent 
on tiie island, the parties' exploring and 
mapping it. Within a month a ])arty from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology arrived, 
with Professor Jaggar at its head. This had 
for its object the investigation of the features 
of the Aleutian chain, but it came just in time 
for a thorough exploration of an island that 
was but a few months old. It was a continu- 
ous strij), about two miles long, with two new 
steaming cones in its middle, which were 
.about five hundred feet in height. The Old 
and the New guarded the ends of the land, the 
intervening space bing filled with the newer 
cones, sand, gravel and other material, making 
bars of perhaps ten to twelve feet alio\'c the 
water. A little more than a year before there 
bad been in this \er\- place a deijth of water 
of fiftv or sixty feet. And there had been 
other changes. Most curious of these was the 
fact that .Metcalf cone had half of it been 
blown away, and almost against the vertical 
section of it that remained there stood the new 
McCulloch Peak. Land included both ex- 
tremities of the ( arly form, the 0\(\ and the 
New Bogoslof, and differing from any ju'e- 
vious conformation the new shape was roughly 
a lozenge. The \-arious hills mark'ed a central 
ridge, with slopes to the sea in every direction. 
A curious lagoon with very harrow entrance, 
perhaps a quarter of a mile in length, washed 
the foot of the Old island, while two sickle- 
shaped channels nearly surrounded McCul- 
loch, one of which separated it from the ruin 
of Metcalf. One of these was open tn the sea, 
and the other one closed. The island contain- 
ed now iicrlia]5s two Sfpiare miles of siu-facc. 

Dr. Jaggar discovered a great many inter- 
esting items during the survey of the island, 
-which he has confided to the publications of 
various scientific institutions. !le found evi- 
dences of uplift of the whole territory, twenty- 
five feet on Old I'ogoslof, anrl by the ins|5ec- 
tion of i^hotographs he was al)le to determine 
that this had taken ]:>lacc during the first half 
of 1907. Similar elevations of the whole island 
were evident at New Bogoslof, so that, while 
the forces beneath the sea were pushing up 
the cone of McCulloch witlt'inormoiis rapidity, 
they were at the same time slowly carrying up 
the older outlying masses. 

The splitting of ATctcalf cone left exposed 
to its roots, almost, the spine or beak, which 
had every appearance of being sq\icczed out 
like paste from a tijbe while in a isemirplastic 



condition. "It was the top of the last central 
remnant of the fluid lava, which made one 

final push upwards," wrifc.s Dr. Jaggar. His 
expression of the whole phenomenon is that 
there is here the top of a great volcano rising 
from the floor of the ocean to a height of six 
thousand feet, just passing with its summit 
and orifices the surface of the sea. 

No other observations of McCulloch peak 
have evgr been made, for in September, with- 
in a month of the time when tlie Technology 
party was mapping the island there was an- 
other eruption which manifested itself to the 
neighboring islands in clouds, ashes and sid- 
phurous odors. The McCulloch returned to 
her place of July before, and found that the 
peak named after the vessel was absolutely 
gone. The island was even larger in area than 
before, its outposts, the old and the new, were 
in their accustomed places, the half of Metcalf 
Cone was intact, but where McCulloch Peak 
had been was a great bay. almost landlocked, 
with hot, steaming \s'ater. What happened was 
an eru|)tion tearing from the interior of Islc- 
Culloch enormous quantities of the material, 
of which the finer and lighter were carried 
away by the winds, while the heavier went to 
the grading of Metcalf into a form that it now 
has of the I'ujiyama type. Deprived of its 
support the shell of ]\IcC'ulloch crumbled and 
fell beneath the wave. 

Dr. Jaggar has made a sort of timetable fc)r 
the llogcjslof temporary hills, from wdiich it is 
plain that Metcalf and ]\IcCulloch were of 
about the same form, each of them about four 
or five hundred feet in height and two thou- 
sand across, and that the life of them was 
about ten months each. He rather expected 
that during last summer some nev>' peak would 
arise to be dissipated and destroyed as were 
the others, but recent visits to the islands 
sIk)w them to !)e quiescent fcjr a while. The 
outposts have been steady, both of them, for 
a quarter of a century, save for the erosion of 
their summits due to weather, and the frequent 
bombardments from their active younger bro- 
thers, but there has been a dance of the moun- 
tains between them, probably not yet finished, 
that has surjiasscd anything that had pre- 
viously come to the ken of the geologist. 



Immunity From Illness 



One of the steam shovels engaged in work 
on the Panama Canal, in the operation of 
which more than 300 employees were engaged, 
recently lifted out a quantity of dynamite, 
which is (|escribc<l in an official report as be- 
ing "more than a bushel." W'hat would have 
happened if the shovel bad struck- the dyna- 
mite instead of the earth around it is easy to 
imagine. The explosive was in sticks three- 
quarters of an incli in diameter and five inches 
long, and the cartridges' bore the trademark of 
a French manufacturer of dynamite and a (jate 
wdiich appeared to be November 29, 1887. Un- 
(|ucstionably the dynamite was put in by the 
French, and either failed to explode or was 
abandoned when the work ccasccl on that part 
of the French waterway. The dynamite ap- 
peared to be" in perfect condition, 
^ ■ ,, , ' ,..-0— ~-.

WO scientific articles of great im- 
portance have been published by the 
Times, one dealing with "Immunisa- 
tion Against Illness" (Dec. 25), and 

the other on the "Causes of Con- 
sumption." Here are some points 
from them : "The first attempts at obtaining 
protection against infectious maladies were 
made in the direction of securing a mild char- 
acter of original attack, so that survival, with 
subsequent immunity might be expected al- 
most as a matter of course. Children were 
deliberately exposed to infection from mild 
cases and in mild weather, when they were 
themselves in good health; and a further step 
was made wdien it became known that a 
favorable form of small-pox could generally 
be secured by designed inoculation, • as con- 
trasted with that consequent upon accidental 
infection. 

"The practice of inoculation which had long 
been followed by Eastern nations, was intro- 
duced into England, as is generally known, in 
1763, by the letters of Lady Mary Wortley 
Montagu, wdiose son had been inoculated in 
Turkey. It was very popular for a time, but 
was discontinued and ultimately prohibited, 
because it had the effect of maintaining a 
constant supply of dangerous centres of con- 
tagion ; the inoculated disease being as infec- 
tious as the ordinary form, and equally likely 
to give rise to severe or fatal cases among 
ise who came into accidental contact with it. 

"In 1799 Jeiiner carried the matter a step 
lin-tlier, b}- showing that the .so-calkd ccw- 
jiox afforded a ]irotection as effective as that 
of small-pox itself; and, subsequent investiga- 
tion having prpved cow-pox to be a result of 
the infection of bovine animals with small-pox, 
it became manifest that the two forms of 
disease were identical in origin and nature, 
and identical in the degree and kind of im- 
munity wdiich they afforded, although widely 
differing in character and type. 

"The late Sir John Simon, early in his 
distinguished career as a student of s:uiilary 
science, had the merit of pointing out tliat 
ct)ntagia were necessarily specific, in the 
sense that there must be a definite contagion 
for every definite contagious disease, and that 
these contagia must be composed of particles, 
since in their distribution they obeyed the laws 
governing particles, and no others. In his 
sixth report to the Privy Council, in 1S63, he 
disctissed the question of the nature of these 
particles, with especial reference to the then 
lately published work of Professors Schroder 
and Pasteur; and, in his twelfth report, in 
18G9, we find it stated, on grounds which 
be regarded as hardly less than certain, that 
'the effective particles of each specific con- 
tagium are living self-multiplying organic 
forms.' ' ' 

"The 'organic forms' in question v.-ere soph 
afterwards identified wjth the minute veget4^ T 
ble organisms which became generically known 
as 'bacteria,' aiul which have been shown, in 
some of their various forms, to be almost 
universally present and active, and to be the 



agents through which dead animal or vegeta- 
ble matter is resolved into its ultimate con- 
stituents. Certain groups of them have been 
identified as the causes of several well-known " 
diseases. 

"The blood contains an enormous number 
of corpuscles or ccills of two different kinds, 
both invisible to the naked eye, but larger 
than bacteria. These are .the red, to which 
blood owes its color, and which are mainly 
oxygen carriers to the tissues, and the white, 
somewhat larger, a chief function of which has 
only lately been determined. These white 
corpuscles resemble the low forms of animal 
life known as amoebae, single cells which, 
when they come into contact with a morsel of 
nutritive matter, mould themselves around it, 
and cause it to pass through their external en- 
velope into, their interior, where it is consumed. 

"Metchnikoff, by whom this action of the 
wdiite corpuscles was discovered, called them 
])hagocytes or eating cells, on account of it; 
and it is now known, not only that invading 
bacteria of a noxious character arc frequently 
thus consumed, but also that an invasion, in 
normal conditions of the system, induces a 
rush of phagocytes to the invaded region, so 
that, if the force thus furnished be sufficient 
for the purpose, the invaders may be destroy- 
ed before they have time to produce the spe- 
cific effects \vhicli would arise from tlieir con- 
tinued ]5resencc and their multiplication. A 
period, known as that of incubation, is com- 
monly interposed between the invasion of in- 
fective bacteria and the appearance of the dis- 
ease which they set up. During this period 
the invading bacteria are multiplying and 
struggling for mastery with the invaded or- 
ganism. 

''The struggle may go on without any out- 
W'-ard signs at all, or it may be acccmpanied 
by sliglit disturbances of health. If the phago- 
cytes contpicr, the disease never breaks out. 
It is practically certain that many temporary 
indispositions and fleeting local pains are the 
expressions of such conflicts, in which the de- 
feat of the bactciia prevents the occurrence df 
grave illness, for it is certain that noxious bac- 
teria enter the body far more frcciuently than 
the number of illnesses would lead us to sup- 
pose. If the first attempts at defence on the 
I^art of the Imdy are futile, and the bacteria are 
able to multiply, then the disease breaks out, 
and severe symptoms show that the struggle 
between host andjparasite has become intense. . 

The articJ?^p|i;;^uberculQM^^ 
point out the danger Vf DrilCoch's theory, t^^ 
tuberculosis cannot he given to humans by 
cows. Our own Royal Commission has report- 
ed, after comparing "the disease set up in the 
bovine animal by human origin with that set 
up in the bovine animal by material of 
bovine origin, • that so far we have found 
the one, both; in its broad general features 
,ia)K[^i?ij;.its. finer histological details, to he 
adenfical Avith the. other." The writer of 
the article declares that it is not justifiable 
"to permit attention to be diverted from th^> 
danger^ attendant upon the use of tvihcrculous 
milk and flesh, and 'especially the former."

•.TRUST you w,ill allow me, as a grand- 
son of Sir Rowland Hill, the Postal 
Iteformef, to make some comments 
on the following paragraphs in your 
issue of January 3 : 

"One of the greatest boons that a 
nation ever received from its Government was 
conferred upon Great Britain on January ist, 
1840— rnaroely, penny postage. Adhesive 
stamps . had been invented by Mr. James Chal- 
mers, of Dundee, six years previously, and 
these superseded Mulready's envelope later in 
the same year." 

, To be strictly accurate. Penny Postage of a 
kind — as Sir Rowland Plill himself shows, 
when in the original pamphlcl advocating his 
reform, he alludes to "the pciiny posts, of 
which there are about 200 in England alone" 
— existed long before 1840 ; but as your corres- 
jiondent doubtless intends to refer to the great 
innovation of that particular year, it may per- 
haps here be mentioned that that first came 
into practical being, not on the 1st January, as 
stated, but the loth. 

Coming tp tlie second sentence — tlie ma- 
terial for which probably originates from an- 
amazing mass of inaccuracies in different edi- 
tions of the "Encyclopedia Britannica" — "ad- 
hesive stamps" were not "invented by Mr. 
James Chalmers six years previously," neither 
"in the same A car," nor in any subsequent one 
. — as all jjliilatclists should know — :has any of 
that gentleman's work "superseded Mulready's 
envelope." 

In regard to Mr. Chalmers — a very public- 
spirited citizen in his day — all that need be 
here said of him is that when the authorities, 
after adopting the Rowland Hill plan, were 
calling for suggestions and designs for the pro- 
posed stamps, he, with several others, sent in 



some specimens, but owing to their being 
"type printed," and pqsse'ssin^ other objec- 
tions, they were rejected as bcmg too readily 
open to forgery. 

As few people nowadays can have had any 
practical experience of the old Postal arrange- 
ments, it is too commonly supposed that the 
great reform of 1840, merely consisted in al- 
lowing the public the privilege of affixing to 
each of their letters an effigj' of the Queen, 
and the paying of a penny for the note's car- 
riage to its destination. 

If "one of the greatest boons that a nation 
ever received" was conferred ui)on it in this 
very simple way, then indeed tlie claim of be- 
ing the "inventor of the adiicsivc stamp" would 
be well worth fighting for; but tliough this 
by no means brilliant achie\'e:ncnl undoubt- 
edly did originate with Rowland Hill — who in 
his pamphlet suggests that one of the ways of 
paying a penny rate of postage might be 
through the agency of "a bit of paper just 
large enough to bear the stamp" (i.e., the can- 
cellation mark of the Post Office) "and cover- 
ed at the back with a glutinous wash" — this, 
though certainly as useful, is merely a very 
trivial part of an mfinilcly greater whole. In- 
deed, the scheme was quite cajjable of being 
worked entirely without it, and is so worked 
at the present time, when the public make use 
of post cards, embossed envelopes, etc., etc., 
and in other ways. 

Dismissing therefore at oncv^ from our 
minds this absurdcdiy exaggerated importance 
of a really non-essential detail, at the cost of 
all the rest of the ])lan, let us now endeavor 
to get some slight insight into what the 1840 
reform really was, by first taking into corisid- 
cration the few following extracts from the 
official information in "The Post Office Lon- 



don Directory, 1837" — the year Sir Rowland's 
pamphlet was first given to the world: — 

"General Post Office, St. Martins Le Grand. 

"RATES OF POSTAGE 

"Letters containing one enclosure arc 
chargefl with two single rates. Letters 
containing more than one enclosure, and 
not weighing one ounce, arc chargeable 
with three single rates. Letters weighing 
one ounce, whatever the contents may be, 
are chargeable with four single rates," 
etc., etc. 

Lot us here note that the term "single let- 
ter" means a single sheet of paper with both 
letter and arldrcss upon it; and then pass to 
the next extract : 

"POSTAGE OF A SINGLE LETTER 

"P'rom any Post Office in England or 
Wales to any place not exceeding 15 miles 
from such office, 4 pence. 

"For any distance above 15 miles and 
not exceeding 20 miles, 5 pence ; above 20 
miles and not exceeding 30 miles, 6 pence ; 
above 30 miles and not exceeding 50 miles, 
7 pence ; etc., etc, 

Without giving further particulars of the 
long and complicated columns that follow, a 
few practical examples of the charges made un- 
der the above tabic, arc these: To Birming- 
ham the single letter rate from London was 
9d. ; to Liverpool iid.: Glasgow or F.dinburgh 
ly/jd.; Dublin i5d. ; and Belfast i6d. 

Except in a few special cases, payment was 
invariably made, not by the sender, but by the 
receiver at the end of the journey, for the 



simple reason that in innumerable cases, ow- 
ing to the excessively complicated system of 
charges then, in vogue, the Postal officials 
themselves on receiving the letter, could not 
tell what the ultimate cost of carrying it would 
amount to. Where possible, if the sender in- 
sisted on paying, he was probably allowed to 
do so ; but this was against all custom, and in 
many cases would have been regarded as an 
affront to the dignity of the person to whom 
the letter was addressed. 

Had I a less limited space, I ought in jus- 
tice to what follows to give many more de- 
tails in connection with the work of the Old 
Post Office, but I must now conclude by some 
brief reference to one or two of the more im- 
portant features of Sir Rowland Hill's plan. 

Now the greatest feature of that scheme, 
and indeed, the key to all that followed, was 
not the "invention" of a trumpery gummed 
label, but his discovery, as an entire outsider, 
from postal statistics of the following extraor- 
dinary fact: 

Turning to the before-mentioned official 
table of postal rates it is of course readily seen 
that the difference in cost to the public be- 
tween a London-Edinburgh "Single Letter" 
(i3>4d). and one delivered within the first 
London limit of 15 miles (4d.), was gj^d., so, 
revelling as Sir Rowland alwaj's did in statis- 
tics, the idea occurred to him of trying to dis- 
cover the cost of this extra conveyance to the 
Post Office. "The result" — says his pamphlet 
— "was as startling to myself as it proved 
when announced later to the public at large," 
for it showed from careful investigation that 
"the cost of mere conveyance even for so great 
a distance as from London to Edinburgh was 
only the 36th part of a penny per letter. Un- 
less, therefore, it can be shown how to collect 



so small a sum as this, if the charge be made 
proportionate to the whole expense incurr.ed in 
the receipt, transit and delivery of the letter 
and in the collection of its postage, it must be 
made uniformly the same from every post 
town to every other post town in the United 
Kingdom." Further on we read, "as it would 
take a nine-fold weight to make the expense of 
transit amount to one farthing it follows that, 
taxation apart, the charge ought to be precisely 
the same for every packet of moderate weight, 
without reference to the number of enclo- 
sures." 

Though admirably described in his pamph- 
let, I cannot here touch upon the extraordinar- 
ily complicated system of account keeping then 
in vogue at the Post Office; but now, having 
previously prepared the ground first, tl(ie Re- 
former raises the question, "Why not do away 
at once with all these intricate and totally un- 
necessary proceedings, by making the sender 
pay for the letter, before the Post Office has 
incurred any expense in connection with it, in- 
stead of ever running the risk of bad debts 
later, by allowing the receiver — who often 
couldn't or wouldn't pay — the option of declin- 
ing to take it afterwards?" 

With these, and innumerable other facts 
before us, we should now be better able to ap- 
jireciatc what this new (1840) postal scheme 
for a uniform prepaid rate of one penny per 
half ounce for Inland Letters throughout the 
United Kingdom, really was. 

That was the "boon" — not the invention of 
a gummed label; utterly useless under the old 
regulations, whether invented "six years pre- 
viously " or 600 — to which your correspondent 
no doubt intends to refer.

Year's Gift to the 







HE first of Januar}-, 1909, will re- 
main a red-letter day in hundreds of 
thousands of British homes. For on 
that date came into force an act of 
Parliament which in a special degree 
will affect the life of the great multi- 
tude. It is some compen.sation for the loss of 
the Licensing and Education Bills that there 
has ■ been placed on the statute-book during 
the year one measure at least which will mark 
an epoch in the social history of the country. 
One of the leaders of the Conservative party, 
Mr. Walter Long, has indeed described it as 
"the most important message of social reform 
introduced since the Poor Law .Act of 1834." 

The Old-Age Pensions Act of 1908 is con- 
spicuous not only from its intrinsic character 
but' from two interesting features in the cir- 
cumstances of its passing. It is probably the 
first important measure in which colonial 
example has directly influenced the Parliament 
of the Mother Country. The working of pen- 
sion systems in New Zealand, New South 
Wales and Victoria was closely studied by the 
Government in the preparation of the bill, and 
was often referred to in the debates. Further, 
there has rarely been a measure of the first 
class in the support of which both parties have 
•been so closely united. In the House of Com- 
mons its "third reading" was carried by 315 
votes to 10, and even the House of Lords did 
not venture to place any obstructions in its 
way. Whatever objections to the pension 
principle may have been entertained by old- 
fashioned members on the Opposition side, 
they could scarcely put themselves on record 
against it after the prospect of such a boon 
had been so prominently held out by Mr. 
Chamberlain as one of the blessings that were 
to be purchased by his policy of tariff reform. 

The People Who Head the Relief 

Apart from all questions of party pledges, 
the need of some such legislation has been 
pressing heavily of late upon the public mind, 
one might almost say upon the public con- 
science. The investigations of Mr. Charles 
Booth and other scientific students of the con- 
dition of the people have shown the urgency of 
the problem. In England applicants for assis- 
tance are relieved out of the rates, or local 
taxes, by one of two m.ethods. "Outdoor re- 
lief" in the form of money, medicine, etc., is 
given by the "guardians of the poor" to ])cr- 
sons living in their own homes who are able 
with moderate help of this kind to make both 
ends meet. "Indoor relief" is the complete 
support — shelter, food and clothing — given to 
destitute persons resident in the workhouses. 
(The word "workhouse," by the way, conveys 
in England no idea of punishment for of- 
fences, as I believe it does in the United 
States. The English workhouse is simply a 
poor-house in which the able-bodied are re- 
quired to make some contribution to their sup- 
port by means of their own labor.) 

Now in England and Wales 46 per 1,000 
of the total population over 65 years of age live 
in workhouses, and 128 per 1,000 of the same 
section of the community receive outdoor re- 
lief. A large proportion of those who thus be- 
COtne dependent upon the State in their old age 
are unskilled laborers and their wives, who are 
able to keep their heads above water as long 
as health and strength arc normal, but who 
are immediately submerged when their ener- 
gies begin to fail. They are driven into the 
pauper class not through intemperance or 
■shiftftssness, but from sheer physical inability 
to earn any longer the meagre and often ir- 
rcgtdar wage of their occupation, It is mainly 
for the liberation of these people from the fate 
of ending their days in the workhouse with its 



necessarily constant association with inmates 
whose pauperism is the direct result of idleness 
or vice that the Old-Age Pensions Act has 

been devised. 

The Problem of Where to Obtain the Money 

The first great question to settle was whe- 
ther the scheme should be contributory or non- 
contributory. It can, of course, be argued that 
every scheme must in a sense be contribu- 
tory; that the workman who has for forty or 
fifty years helped by his toil to create the 
wealth out of which taxation is derived will be 
receiving back, when he draws his pension, 
only a fraction of what he would have gained 
in a better-ordered social system. That, how- 
ever, is too big a subject to be discussed in an 
aside. If we keep to the conventional dis- 
tinction between contributory and non-con- 
tributory schemes, we find that, while most 
English, politicians have begun by favoring a 
contributory plan, they have usually rejected 
it after close examination. 

Such was the case, for instance, with Mr. 
Chamberlain, and with the committee of the 
llouse of Commons, generally known as Mr. 
Chaplin's committee, which considered the 
subject a few years ago. The weight of Mr. 
Charles Booth's authority can also be quoted 
to the game effect. A contributory scheme, if 
optional, would benefit, as Mr. Asquith pointed 
out, only "a comparatively small class, who 
would not be by any means necessarily the 
most necessitous or the most deserving." If 
compulsor}', it would in practice be almost im- 
possible to carry out. There would be the 
great difficulty of securing contributions from 
women, except Irom those who are themselves 
earning wages, and the further difficulty of 
getting regular payments from large numbers 
of men who, at the best, earn too little to put 
by anything, and whose employment is often 
irregular and temporary. Mr. Lloyd George 
might well ask how the agricultural lab(3rer, 
with his fifteen or sixteen shillings a week, 
was going to set aside fourpencc a week for a 



period of forty years in addition to what he 
was already setting aside against sickness and 
infirmity. Mr. Burt, the veteran Labor M.P., 
stated in the Mouse that probably one-thirrl of 
the workers throughout the country as a whole 
were receiving twent\' shillings a week or less. 
How, he asked, could anybody save on that? 
A minor objection \would be .the cost of creat- 
ing the elaborate iiihchinery by which ^lone .a 
contributory scheme could be worked. J^astly, 
no scheme of thi.s- kind could begin to' be of 
any benefit to anybody until twenty years or 
so fi'om the date when it was started. These 
reasons were found by the House of Commons 
to be so cogent that it rejected by 417 votes 
to 29 an amendment in favor of assistance by 
the State to a system of old-age insurance de- 
pending partly on the payments made by the 
beneficiaries themselves. 

Method of Administering Pensions 

This point having been decided in favor of 
a non-contributory scheme, the next problems 
were those connected with the amount of the 
pension and the conditions of receiving it. The 
stun of five shillings a week, with certain 
variations to he mentioned presently, was 
adopted as the amount to be paid. The condi- 
tion.s have been classified by Mr. Asquith un- 
der four headings: (i) Age; (2) Means, (3) 
Status and (4) Character. 

The generalization of the Hebrew, psalmist 
that after threescore years and ten the strength 
of a man is "but labor and sorrow" has been 
ado[)te(l by the Piritish Parliament as the basis 
of its legislation. L'rgent pleas were made for 
fixing a lower limit. It was pointed out that 
for many workers the period of disability 
comes much earlier than seventy. The Lon- 
don and North \Vcstern Railway Company, for 
instance, discharges the em|i]o_vees at its Crewe 
works at sixty-five. The Work-men's Com]:icn- 
sation Act lias tended to the earlier dismissal 
of men whose powers arc failing. It was 
argued that a young man with a family wIk) 
was unable to gam a livelihood through sick- 



ness presented an even more necessitous case 
than the average veteran of seventy. The 
only answer to these criticisms, and, in the 
opinion of Parliament, a sufficient one, was 
that the reduction of the limit to sixty-five 
would at least double the expense of the 
scheme. It has been suggested that, when the 
working of the new plan has been tested for a 
few 3'ears, it may be possible to introduce 
some Icind 'of a. contributory insurance system 
for the benefit of men who are invalided before 
reaching seventy. This would be somewhat 
on the lines of the method now in force in 
Germany. 

It was by no means easy to agree upon 
an income test. The bill as originally drafted 
provided that no one should be granted a pen- 
sion who was receiving ten shillings a week 
from other sources. It was contended that so 
rigid a line would produce innumerable hard 
cases, and indeed that it would operate to the 
disadvantage of men who had done their best 
to help themselves. For example, anyone who 
had paid into a trade benefit society contribu- 
tions that entitled him to a pension from that 
society of eleven shillings a week would re- 
ceive not a penny from the Government 
scheme, whereas a man who was getting from 
his own society only seven shillings would 
have this augmented hy the Government's five 
shillings, and thus be a shilling better off than 
the otlier. In consequence of these criticisms 
the bill was amended by the introduction of a 
sliding scale which provides a five-shillings 
pension for a man whose weekly income from 
other sources is not more than eight shil- 
lings, and reduces the pension propo;^ionately 
to increased income until ,t vanishes alto- 
gel her in the case of a man whose income ex- 
ceeds twelve 'hillings. 

Next came the question of status. The 
ii'iiitalion of the pcnsior.; to British luibjccts of 
tvvcnty yea-s' standing who have rcsulcd in 
the iJnited Kingdom, during that period 
aiou.scd no objection. The exclusion of crim- 



Operating Trains by Telephone 



It is as easy to run trains by telephone as 
to call up a friend and in\'ite him to dinner. 
The men who run the great railroads of the 
country arc finding this out, with the result 
that many fhousand.s of miles of raiIro;ul are 
now being conducted almost exclusively by 
telephone. Not long ago the superintendent of 
telegraph of a great Western railroad explain- 
ed why the Morse instrument is giving way 
to the human voice: 

"The use of the telephone is so rapid in 
every way and so much more flexible th.an the 
tclcgrajih that by it the despatclier is enabled 
to get far more detailed information about 
exactly what each train is doing. Even when 
occasion requires he can talk directly with the 
conductor or engineer. He is thus brought so 
much nearer the actual details of train move- 
ment on the line. 

"It is far more easy to train teUphone 
operators than to secure telegraphers. There 
is hardly a town anywhere on tlie line where 
there are not young fellows who are more or 
less familiar with railroad work, who with 
very little training would be perfectly com- 
petent to do the work of telephone openitors. 
There is much to be gained by making use of 
men in their own home towns. Our telegraph 
service was at its best when this . condition' 



existed to some extent, and discipline lessened 
in jiroportinn as we have had to im[iort lele- 
grajih talent." 

While railroading by telephone seems like 
an innovation, it was really put into serious 
use thirteen years ago. It was then adopted 
by the Terminal Association at St. Louis, 
which in 1895 erected a new Union station 
with twenty-odd tracks running north and 
south, all of which had to be available for 
trains running east and west. To complicate 
matters all ti'ains li;ul to baclc in, nialcing it ne- 
cessary to focus all the tracks in the station 
at one point, from which a number of tracks 
curved east and west to meet the main lines. 

This arrangement required a complex sys- 
tem of switch movements to permit a train 
coming from the cast or west to be switched 
to .any of the station tracks. The handling of 
heavy traffic offered many opportunities for 
mistakes and delays in the passage of trains. 
The telephone was not adopted until several 
other plans had failed, and then this scheme, 
which is still in operation, was tried. 

The man who directs the trains is stationed 
in an interlocking switch towei' just beyond 
the crossover. From his desk he can see all 
the tracks entering the station, and also all the 
East and West main lines. He is connected 



with telephone lines extending along the main 
lines for several miles in either direction, and 
receives over these wires reports of the move- 
ment of trains as they enter or leave the yards. 

These reports are made by switchmen sta- 
tioned at various points, who control the 
switches on the main line tracks. By giving 
them instructions the train director can shift 
the outgoing or incoming trains at will before 
they have reached or after they have left the 
terminal. 

The train director is able to clear the sta- 
tion tracks for incoming trains in sufficient 
time to permit them to enter without delay. 
He is connected with the station master's of- 
fice, so that the station master can be notified 
of tlie arrival of trains when they are still some 
distance away, and shift the station force to 
take care of them. ' 

The station master can stop the movement 
of a train even after it has started, by setting 
the necessary stop signals before the train has 
left his control. By having the movement of 
all trains and switches in this terminal under 
the control of the train director ov|r ibd^^trains 
a day are handled.

inals and lunatics also provoked no dissent. 
There was a good deal of discussion, however, 
respecting the proposal to exclude per.sons who 
had received "poor relief" since January i, 
190S, but in the end it was adopted. It is 
hoped that an amending bill may subsequently 
be possible which will not close the work- 
house door permanently upon those who have 
been driven by misfortune to enter, it. • 

The Pensioner's Important Qualification of 

Character 

The last of the four tests is that of charac- 
ter. The bill originally provided ,that no one 
should be entitled to a pension "if he has habit- 
ually refused to work or habitually refrained 
from working, when he was physically able to 
work, or if he has been brought into a posi- 
tion to apply for a pension through his own 
wilful act or misbehavior." This limitation 
was strongly attacked as practically setting up 
courts of inquisition. The test, it was said, 
might be applied to the disadvantage of a man 
who had been dismissed from a good berth 
twenty years before through a drinking bout, 
or to one who had lost a fortune in early 
youth throu,gh unwise speculatioiis. ' Even if 
he had lived an honest and laborious life there- 
after, it would still be true that he had been 
brought to poverty by "his own wilful act." In 
the course of the debate Sir Henry Craik, who 
represents a Scotch University constituency in 
ParUament, suggested, to the amusement of 
the House, that this provision wbuld have dis- 
qualified King Lear from receiving a pension. 
It was explained by Mr. Lloyd-George that 
the test intended by the Government was one 
of industrial character rather than of character 
in the more general sense. The real object 
was to exclude the loafer and the wastrel. He 
was willing, therefore, to accept an amend- 
ment which would make the operation of the 
test as automatic as possible, and Would pre- 
vent- its being used oppressively. 

Accordingly this section now takes the 
form of an exclusion of men who have habit- 
ually failed to work according to their ability, 

opportunity, and need for the maintenance of 
themselves and those legally dependent on 
them. It is further prescribed that no one is 
to be so disqualified if by means of payments 
to trade or provident societies he has attempt- 
ed to make provision against old age, infirm- 
ity, or loss of employment. If, therefore, , a man 
had. been making such payments up tp the age 
of sixty, let us say, but Was then un^bTe" to 
keep up his contributions, the production of 
evidence of his having made these payments- 
for a considerable period wilLexempt him, from 
any further inquisition with regard to' his in- 
dustrial record. 

An account of the methods by which it is 
proposed to raise the necessary funds would 
scarcely be of interest outside the United 
Kingdom. The annual cost is expected to 
amount to about seven -inilUqhi^^npoun 
annum. It is impbrtant i:6^,'m^^^ 
chinery for working the nevv act will be entire- 
ly apart from that for administering the poor 
laws. The receipt of a pension will thus be 
free from such associations of "charity" as 
would have been inevitable if it had been made 
a part of the existing sy.«tem for the relief of 
pauperism. Committees appointed by the local 
authorities will take an important share in the 
responsibility of considering, the applications 
made, but in the last resort a nationally ..ap- 
pointed board will decide. This naturally .fol- 
lows from the fact that the money will come 
from the national trea.sury. To have made the 
charge a local burden would have borne mo,st 
heavily upon the most necessitous districts. 
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ORD ROSEBERY discoursed on 
thrift in an interesting way, when he 
attended the annual meeting of the 
Edinburgh Savings Bank. Quoting 
Shakespeare, he declared that "thrift 
is blessed, not merely because of the 
accumulation of substance, but because of the 
foundation and strengthening of character. 
Now, I am not anxious to say a great deal on 
this occasion from the financial point of view. 
My definition of thrift will be this — getting 
full value for your money and looking ahead ; 
but, of course, the historic definition which has 
given so much comfort and encouragement to 
thousands is that of Mr. Micawber, and I 
copied out the words last night to be perfectly 
certain that I should have them right this 
morning, with the disastrous result that I got 
so interested in 'David Copperficld' that I 
found it difficult to return to. the consideration 
of thrift. 

"What did Mr. Micawber say to David 
Copperfield on a famous occasion? 'Annual 
income £20, annual expenditure £19 19s. 6d.; 
result, happiness.' 'Annual income £20, an- 
nual expenditure £20 os. 6d. ; result, misery.' 
Well, I suppose that is practically true. It 
means in reality that a man who is beforehand 
with the world, in however small a dcgioe, 
occupies a very different position, relatively to 
the rest of the world, from the man who is be- 
hindhand with It to however small an e-xtcnt. 
Thrift, Fortunes, and Avarice 

'*I do not mean to argue that it was ijy mere 
thrift "that colossal fortunes have been accu- 
mulated; but I am here to argue, and it is my 
profound faith, that they were in the com- 
mencement founded on thrift, and nothing but 
thrift. A small but substantial sun: was accu- 
mulated, which was so utilized by the genius 
of speculation as to amass these enormous 
fortunes. 

"I want to make an exception. Whatever 
thrift is, it is not avarice. Tliere is a broaci 
distinction between thrift and avarice. j\Ir. 
Micawber in his definition expressly, as it 
seems to me, excludes avarice, because the 
accumulation of sixpence at the end of the year, 
which he indicates as amounting to happiness, 
would certainly not satisfy any tlreani of 
avarice. But avarice is not generous, and, af- 
ter all, it is the tlirifty people who arc gener- 
ous. All true generosity can only proceed 
from thrift, because it is no generosity to give 
money which does not-belong- to you, as is the 
case with the unthrifty; and I venture to say 
that of all the great philanthropists, all the' 
great financial benefactors of "their species of 
whom we have any record, the most generous 
have been thrifty men. 

Thrift and Character 

"Now I pass from the financial value of 
thrift, whicli to me is not the greatest, to that 
which results in the formation of character. 

"I know that many people, when they 
read speeches about thrift, say — 'How can the 
poor be thrifty? They have nothing to l)e 
thrifty upon.' Now the exact reverse of the 
case is true.. Strangely enougii, in the report 
which is before us today we have proof to the 
contrary, in that, by the experience of Edin- 
burgh, of Glasgow, and of Mancliester, it lias 
been found that periods of stress, and not per- 
iods of prosperity, have been the most favor- 
able for thrift. Whether Scottish pride arose 
out of Scottish thrift or whether Scottish thrift 
arose out of Scottish pride I really cannot de- 
cide; but they arc closely intertwined, so close- 
ly, that you cannot, perhaps, separate them. 
But, at any rate, the combination produced a 
character that has governed the country. 
Goldsmith's Unthrift 

"When we talk of thrift producing cliarac- 
ter we are equally at a loss to know v/hether it 
is not thrift that is a sign of character. Tlirift 
means care, foresight, tenderness for those de- 
pendent on you. Whether those qualities pro- 
duce thrift or whether they are ]iO(hicc(l by 
thrift I will not venture to say; but, at any 
rate, of this I am certain, that they are insep- 
arably interi wined. 

"You remember what the last words were 
of Oliver Goldsmith — one of the greatest 
geniuses that ever lived in this island. You 
remember that he wrote the 'Vicar of Wake- 
field,' that masterpiece which has survived so 



many masterpieces — he wrote the 'Vicar of 
Wakefield,' if I remember aright, to pay off a 
creditor, his landlady, or another, and he was 
always in financial difficulties. When he lay 
dying, someone said to him/ "!^ your rnind at 
ease?' He replied, 'No, it is not.' Those were 
his last recorded word-s. You may be quite 
sure that if he had united genius to thrift his 
last words would have been' something very 
different. 

The Criminality of Waste 
"There, is one sort of thrift which is in the 
pdiwcr of the very poorest, and which is to re- 
frain from waste. If I wanted to train a child 
to be thrifty — ;as I have apparently my eldest 
son — I should 
teach him to ab- 
hor waste. I do 
not mean waste 
of money. That 
cures itself, be- 
cause very soon 
there is no money 
to waste, bat I 
mean waste of 
material, \\'astc of 
sonietiiing which 
is useful, wliich 
many not repre- 
sent any money 
value to tlie wast- 
er. Tliere is waste 
of what does not 
belong to us, 
whicli is a very 
common form of 
waste. There is a 
waste ol water. 
Now Edinburgh 
ought to know 
something about 
the waste of wa- 
ter. I am not 
speaking ol the 
waste caused by 
the pollution of 
your rivers, 
tliough that, per- 
haps, is tlie most 
criminal form of 
waste whicli 
e.Kists in our 
midst. There is 
not a river which 
flows round Edin- 
burgh which 
flows througli 
Midlothian — that 
is not hopelessly 
and wantonly pol- 
luted, so that it 
cannot 1)C used for 
any cleanly pur- 
pose. 

"I am not 
speaking of waste 
water in that way, 
but waste in pri- 
vate families 
among individ- 
uals, a waste of 
that precious ele- 
ment which com- 
pels Edinburgh to 
go seeking- every 
twenty years or 
so for a new 
source of water 
supply. I remem- 
ber being a mem- 
ber of a small 
municipality of a 
small town in the 
south of England. 

When this question of waste came before us 
we found that water was allowed to run, and 
that cvevy form <if waste was indulged in, be- 
cause it cost nothing, and so the result was a 
water faiiiine that summer. Again, let us take 
the waste of gas and things of that kind. I 
hclic\e that the lidinburgh Town Council re- 
cently adopteil a stringent measure for tlie pre- 
vention of the waste of gas — but I am not resi- 
dent in the city, and so have not experienced 
this rigor; but, at any rate, we all of us must 
see that there is a constant waste of things 
which cost nothing to waste, and this is in 



reality an offence agaiiist ourselves and against 
the economy of the whole world. Now, if you 
teach your children to be thrifty, I would beg 
-you to impress on them the criminality of 
waste. 

The Example of Great Men 

"Now, what is the example we learned from 
great men in this respect? I will take three 
foremost men of their countries in the last 
century and a half. I will take Washington, 
Frederick the Great, and Napoleon — Washing- 
ton as thrifty a man of Inisiness as ever lived; 
I'rederick the Great more than thrifty; Napol- 
eon, thrifty in detail to the utmost possible ex- 
tent. And then 1 take three other names — 
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"Ah I How / Am TemjJied to Return and Faco the Hardships of Duty I 
But I Must Deny Myaolfl " 



three names familiar to us Scotsmen, three 
names of great Scotsmen, and tliere I find i;nore 
difficulty. I take I'urns, W alter Scott, and 
Ciladstone. Of course, the toughest nut to 
crack is I'urns. \\ c, worshippers of I'urns, 
arc not accustomed to think of liini as thrifty; 
and, undoubtedly, frnin some jjoints of sicw, 
lie was not thrifty, though he had uncommon- 
ly little to be thrifty upon. But no one can 
see the enormous output of work that Burns 
did without seeing that he must have had a 
gieat thrift of time, which is, perhaps, the most 
important form in whicli we can be thrifty. 



But I will abandon Burns as a difficult subject. 
Walter Scott, as we know, died ruined, but 
Walter Scott was eminently thrifty. The 
trouble with Walter Scott was that he was 
ambitious and endeavored to found too large a 
structure upon his labor. His thrift wept into 
business which he did not understand, and 
therefore the whole structure toppled oyer. Of 
Mr. Gladstone I can speak from personal know- 
ledge. There was no man so careful and 
thrifty in his expenditure, combined with 
great generosity and liberality. But no man 
■who ever saw that great man at work could 
believe that it was anything but a sin to waste 
anything, especially time. 

"Now, I want 
^OOOOOCZSOCj to take you to a 
larger sphere of 
thrift; and that, 
after all, is the 
main point on 
which I wish to 
insist today. .A.'i 
great hjnpircs 
liave been thrifty. 
All great Emjures 
that were meant 
to continue, to 
abide, were thrif- 
ty. Taking the 
Roman Empire, 
which, in some 
respects, as a cen- 
tred emjure, was 
the greatest in 
history, it lay like 
an iron clamp up- 
on the face of the 
world. It was 
founded on thrift. 
When it ceased to 
be thrifty it de- 
generated and 
came to an end. 
Take the case of 
Prussia. It be- 
gan with a little, 
narrow strip of 
sand in the 'North 
of Europe — "all 
sting," as sonic- 
one said, from its 
shape and the fact 
that its inhabi- 
tants ,were almost 
all aroied men — 
and itiwas nurtur- 
ed by the thrift of 
Frederick the 
G r e a t's father, 
who prepared a 
vast treasure by 
an economy which 
we should call 
sordid, but which 
was the weapon 
by which the 
greatness of Prus- 
sia was founded, 
and from which 
the present Ger- 
man Empire has 
arisen. 

"Take the case 
of France. In my 
humble belief 
France, in spite of 
the narrative that 
I made at the be- 
ginning of my 
sjiecch, is in real- 
ity the most fru- 
gal of all nations, 
i am not sure that 
the French always put their money into the 
savings banks, and, therefore, they did not 
figure so well in. the proportion of depositors 
to the nation as some others may do; biit, af- 
ter the disastrous war of 1870, when ■ France 
was crushed for a time by a foreign enemy 
and by a money inipositiun which it secnicd 
almost impossible that aii}- nation could pay, 
what happened? 'J'lie stockings of the French 
peasantry, in which they had kept their sav- 
ings of years, were emptied into the chest of 
the state and that huge indemnity and that 
war expense was paid off in" a time incredibly 



short. The other two nations that I have 
spoken of were made b}' their thrift, but 
France was saved by her thrift. 

Our National Want of Thrift 

"Now, we come to our belovevd country. 
What are we to say of her in the way of 
thrift We have a financier, who is a member 
of Parliament, here present. Sir George Mc- 
Crae, who would give us more enlightenment 
on that point than I could, because I sit in a 
house which is only" privileged to pay taxes, 
not to vote them. I am bound to say that, 
speaking from that external point of view, I 
am not quite sure that thrift is a governing 
consideration of our Parliament at this mo- 
ment. There used to be a. very considerable 
man,, who was mocked at in his time, that he 
was a prophet, though a minor prophet — 
mean Joseph Hume. He was a very severe 
and rigid economist, and the dread of persons 
who were guilty of extravagance in the public 
service. Joseph Hume was so minor a prophet 
that he was not seen to have left a mantle be- 
hind him. At any rate, no portion of its tex- 
ture, I am sorry to say, has fallen upon any 
member of the present House of Commons. 
The Thrift of En?pire 

"To such a degree has this absence of 
thrift? We have a financier, who is a member 
to the economist that votes are passed under 
the guillotine, because, when any vote comes 
up for discussion, there is no question of its 
diminution, but a hundred voices for its in- 
crease ; and, therefore, although politicians are 
apt to complain of so many votes and so, much 
expenditure being passed under the rigfid rule 
of silence imposed by the guillotine, the econo- 
mist secretly rejoices that such is the case. I 
do think that it is wise for those who have 
the government of our affairs to remember that 
great empires only live as long as they are 
thrifty. The moment that they begin to waste 
or disperse their resources the day of their end 
is at hand ; and that is a fact abundantly proved • 
in history — proved up to the hilt, I think, by '] 
all the examples which I have given you. {!. 
And, though I do not pretend to preach thrift 
from any exalted standpoint, I do beg those 
w-ho are here present, and those outside these 
walls whom my words may reach, to remember 
that thrift is the surest and the strongest 
foundation of an empire — so sure, so strong, ■ 
and so necessary that no great, empire can 
long exist that disregards it."— From .Public 
Opiftiop. ' \ '■ . , !,

. A WICKED WASTE 

While the loss of life in the earthquake is 
inexact by thousands of lives, precision in 
monetary less is unimportant as well as in- 
exact. One on the spot has hazarded the guess 
that the loss is a milliard lire, say $200,000,000. .- 
yVlthough less than the San Francisco loss in 
total, it falls upon a people so much poorer -'t 
that the calamity is relatively greater. Some ,■ ■ 
of the dead Would hardly have cared to live 'to 
face the trial, and the wounds will heal years 
before the financial loss is recovered. Pity is ' .1, 
•heightened by the consideration that the suf- v 
fering was unescapable, and, humanly speak- 
ing, undeserved. 

On the same day that these considerations 
are presented regarding Italy the fact is liable \ 
to escape notice that we customarily inflict 
upon ourselves a similar burden. It was a 
normal year, and yet our fire loss was $I9Q,- 
000,000, about what poor Calabria and Sicily 
have suffered. Nineteen cities have had losses 
of $100,000 or more. New York has had a dozen 
such losses. It seems to be thought all in the 
day's work, as though it were a providential 
dispensation. It is nothing of the sort. It is 
wicked waste, and the greatest single tax 
levied upon prosperity. Each five years the 
loss approximates the national debt. Each ten 
years $1,600,000,000 is disbursed in premiums. 
And there is the expense of the fire depart- 
ments besides. We burn between a quarter or 
a third in value as much as we erect annually. 
We number our buildings by millions, and our 
really fireproof structures by scores. Yet . 
many >yho are grieved over the damage in Italy, 
are thinking nothing of our continuing loss,— 
New York Times. 




'T seems as though the late Sir Joscjih 
Duveen's gift of a new wing to the 
Tate Gallery, national Gallery, Lon- 
don, sjiccially to house the nation's 
Turners, came none too soon. The 
great artist wrought miracles, and one 
of the chief appears to be his power of produc- 
ing an endless supply of drawings and pictures 
half a century after his death. That, at least, 
is what we are witnessing, though the real ex- 
planation is a very human one ; nothing more 
than incredible neglect on the part of past di- 
rectors, kee[)ers, and trustees of the National 
Gallery, followed by reasonable efficiency on 
the part of Sir Charles Holroyd and the present 
keeper, Mr. Hawes Turner. To them wc owetl 
the discovery, and the exhibition some years 
ago at Millbank, of those marvellous oil 
sketches which have done so much to raise 
and spread the reputation of Turner. To them 
we also owe the like discovery among the 
hidden stores belonging to the Gallery of the 
47 remarkable drawings and sketches, chiefly 
in .water-color but some in bilor in niixed me- 



dia, which have just been hung on screens in 
the Turner room at Trafalgar Square. To 
them we shall also owe, when the difficult task 
of cleaning is complete, a number of other 
sketches in oil, larger than those now on view 
at the Tate Gallery and quite as fine in qual- 
ity, which have been lying neglected and for- 
gotten in the basement at Trafalgar Square 
for two generations. These will coinplete the 
list of what may properly be called "finds;" 
l:)ut it is \vell known that the wealth of water- 
color drawings ])osscssed by the Gallery is 
very great indeed, and when more space is 
available these will be shown in rcgidar rota- 
tion. 

The drawings and sketches just exhibited 
are for the most part of the greatest beauty, 
and their condition is perfect. They were 
covered with honest dirt— that was all ; they 
had neither been faded by the sun, nor rolled 
up, nor subjected to any other of the ills that 
l.nctures .are commonly heir to. The water- 
colors' are nearly all of One period — Sir Charles 
Plolr'oyd attributes them to the years between 



1708 and iSn?., tiinui^h it may he thai some are 
a few years later, ;in(l two of the studies of sea 
and sky very niucli later. Many <if thcni are 
large, from 2 ft. to ft. long; others ciiiite 
small. Here and there one is entirely finished, 
such as the beautiful "Landscape with Car- 
narvon Castle;'' a drawing of which a con- 
temporary criticism is extant, luit which had 
been thought to be irretrievably lost. Others, 
like the exquisite "Dcrwciitwatcr," are much 
slighter; and some, such as that glorious view 
of Welsh mountains which mi,ght better pass 
for the view from Darjiling, show that even at 
25 (if this drawing is really so early) the 
young painter was throwing away the shackles 
of his early training, and soaring into the 
"azure deep" of imagination. Two of the 
loveliest of the sketches are the "Scar- 
borough," the dale of which, and its' relation to 
various drawings and pictures, by 'the -master, 
is likely to become a battle-grbund for the ex- 
perts, and this small " "Study for a historical 
picture." Biit, indeed, everything Here is love- 
ly', and the whole collection is one more proof 
of the marvellous variety, insight, power, ..and , 
technical^ skill of. Turner, even in the days of 
his early manhood.

NE night in June, 1907, talic turned 
at the Punch dinner table upon 
Mark Twain, who had been a re- 
cent guest. Linlcy . Sambourne, in 
' that reflective tone and:/nanner that 
adds interest to his-, reminiscences,-, 
remarked; • , , 

"The first time I met Mark f Avain was at' 
the last supper—" 

A roar of fpigned indignation greeted this 
apparent sacrilege. When it subsided Sammy„ 
as he is affectionately known at the table, con- 
tinued:'' v.- ... . 

"I was' at :tlie last. supper- given by Shirley 
Brooks in i8j?3." 

The first time I met Us,rk Twain in the 
flesh we were fellow guests at the hospitable 
board of Sir Henry Campbcll-Bannernian, at 
that time still far off from the premiership. 
He sat next but one to the host, I being sep- 
arated from him by the lady he had taken 
down to dinner. He was supremely dull, 
never once scintillating into a flash of humor. 
The next time was at the table in Tite street 
of his fellow countryman, E. A. Abbey, R.A. 
Then we saw and enjoyed the real Mark. 
Amongst the small but joyous company were 
du Mauricr of Punch, an(l Sargent who had 
already taken the British public by storm with 
his wonderful pictures. Mark Twain sat im- 
mediately opposite me at a table not too broad 
for easy conversation. 

When the cigars went round, it turned up- 
on journalism in its varied forms, more espe- 
cially on the disproportionate profits accruing 
to proprietors of successful ventures, as com- 
pared with the salaries of the contributors 
who give the paper a start and keep it going. 
Either Mark or I — I forget which, the happy 
thought was more probably his — suggested an 
entirely new periodical. It was to be called 
The Obituary. Difficulties about division of 
profits v/erc simplified by an arrangement 
that there were to be only two . proprietors, 
Mark and I, that we were to be the sole staff 
and were to equally share the profits of the 
undertaking. 

The broad but simple idea of the new paper 
was this. We were to fix upon a man in pub- 
lic life, preferably a. wealthy person, and write, 
in the form of an obituary notice, a sketch of 
his career and a study of his character involv- 
ing heinous charges and embodying an appre- 
ciation, of his character calculated to make 
him turn in his freshly-dug grave. The article 
being set up in type was to be sent to the ob- 
ject of the kindly thought under cover of a 
letter, saying tliat unless we received down on 
the mail a sum ranging from £roo to £.500, 
according to the estimated capacity of the 



purse of the subject of our memoir, the article 
would appear in The Obituary contemporanc- 
busl}'; with the announcement of his dearth. 

A year later I wrote Mark Twain inform- 
ing,' him of a contemplated visit to the United 
States; He replied : 

rVnI'- r.Quarry Farm, Elmira, N.cw York, 
: r .> . October 4th, '03. 

• My bear Lucy, — Your letter went to Hart- 
ford and, thereby lost a. couple of days, arriv- 
ing in this remote corner only today. Still, I 
may possibly be able to catch you with a word 
of welcome before you sail. But I can hardly 
hope for the good luck of seeing you, for we 
go on board our ship (bound for Italy) the 
evening of October 23rd, and your ship will 
come in next day, after we shall have sailed. 

I am sending to Hartford for that Punch, 
and will forward it to Helen Keller, whom you 
and Mrs. Lucy must see and know. She is 
well worth a journey. I shall speak to her 
publisher in New York, F. N. Doubleday, 
whom you must also know, and his partners 
and editors, Page and Lanier (brother of the 
late poet and scholar), all good fellows. And 
you must know Gilder (if you don't already) 
and Harvey and the others, and Howells, 

I have made a store of money out of our 
obituary scheme, and am escaping out of the 
country to avoid the embarrassment of ac- 
counting. But "do not mind; you arc good and 
God will take care of you. 

And we arc leaving on another account. 
Mrs. Clemens has been a helpless victim of 
nervous prostration for fourteen months, and 
we hope a year in Italy will . put her on her 
feet. The doctors believe it. We have secur- 
ed a villa on the slope by Fiesole. 

Mrs. Clemens joins me in kind regards and 
warm welcome to you and Mrs. Lucy.

The reference to Punch touches a notice I 
had written in its pages of a life of Helen 
Keller, a girl liorn deaf and dumb, trained by 
a clever governess to a condition that made 
her almost regardless of her infirmities. I 
was invited to meet her when in New York, 
but was unfortunately engaged, and missed 
an opportunity much prized throughout the 
United States. 

On the arrival of our ship at New York 1 
found myself confronted by eleven representa- 
tives of as many newspapers, intent upon an 
interview. The most persistent and implac- 
able was a lady. In the course of conversation 
the}' happened to mentibn that Mark Twain 
was that same morning sailing for Italy. I 
told them in brief the story of our projected 
joint literary enterprise. The effect was al- 
most unganny. Folding their notebooks (so 



unlike the Arab), they stole away, making 
tracks for the gateway of the wharf giving on 
to the street,. the lady reporter in the first 
flight. The following morning's paper ex- 
plained the mystery, They had bolted off to 
the wharf whence Mark Twain's vessel .would 
presently start, and got his version of the story. 
It appeared with some embellishments under 
many headlines. One paper started off with 
the announcement: "Lose Humorist But Get 
Another; Mark Twain sails for Italy. H. W. 
Lucy Toby, M.P., Arrives Here." Another 
proclaimed : "Here's England's Funniest Man. 
H. W. Lucy, Champion Humorist Arrives." 

A year after Mark's return from Italy he 
wrote to me: 

My Dear Lucy, — The enclosed is a feeler 
flung forward in the interests of our Obituary 
as planned by us at Mr. Bryce's dinner that 
night. 

I mean to spend all the net profits stored 
"Up to now in advertising the letter. You see 
the little game? When attention is fixed on 
this ballon d'essai wc will rip in with a pro.?- 
pcctus of the Obituary offering ordinary shares 
to the public at a premium, keeping founders' 
shares for ourselves. 
See? Yours ever, Mark. 

Mark is in error about the birthplace of the 
great project. The high-jinks were not i)layed 
at the dinner table of the author of "The Holy 
Roman Empire," but, as I have said, in the 
more congenial atmosphere of Tite street. 

This is the inclosure. It assumes to be ad- 
dressed to the Editor of a newspaper. 
To the Editor: 

Sir, — I am approaching seventy ; it is in 
sight; it is only three years away. Necessar- 
ily, I must go soon. It is but a matter-of- 
course wisdom, then, tliat I should begin to 
set my worldly house in order now so that it 
may be done calndy and with thoroughness, 
in place of waiting until llic last day, when, as 
we have often seen, the attempt to set both 
houses in order at the same time has been 
marred by the necessity for haste and by the 
confusion and waste of time arising from the 
inability of the notary and the ecclesiastic to 
work together harmbniously, taking . turn 
about and giving each other friendly assistance 
— not perhaps in fielding, which could hardly 
be expected, but at least in the minor offices 
of keeping game and umpiring. By conse- 
quence of which conflict of interests and ab- 
sence of harmonious action, a draw has fre- 
quently resulted where this ill-fortune could 
not have happened if tbe houses had been set 
in order one at a time and hurry avoided by 
beginning in season, and giving to each the 
amount of time fairly and justly proper to it. 

In setting my earthly house in order I find 



it of momtritvthat I should attend'^in perSoti to 
one or two matters which men in my position 

have long Had tUe nabit of leaving wholly to 
others, with consequences often most regret- 
table. I wish to speak of only one of these 
matters at this time. Obituaries. Of neces- 
sity, an obituary is a thing which cannot be so 
judiciously edited by any hand as by that of 
the subject of it. In spch a work it is not the 
facts that are of' chief, importance, but the 
light which the obituarist shall throw upoii 
them, the meaning? which he shall dress them 
in, the conclusions which he shall draw from 
them, and the judgments which he, shall de- 
liver upon them. The verdicts, yoi\ under- 
stand. That is the danger-line. 

In considering this matter, in view of my 
approaching change, it has seemed to me wise 
to take such measures as may be feasible, to 
acquire, by courtesy of the press, access to my 
standing obituaries, with the privilege — if this 
is not asking too much — of editing, not their 
facts, but their verdicts. This, iiot for present 
profit, further than as concerns my family, but 
as favorable influence usable on the other side, 
where there are some who are not friendly to 
me. 

With the explanation of my motives, I will 
ask you of your courtesy to make an appeal 
for me to the public press. It is my desire 
that such. journals and periodicals as have 
obituaries of me lying in their pigeon holes, 
with a view to sudden use some day, will not 
wait longer, but will publish them now, and 
kindly send me a marked copy. My address 
is simply New York City. I have no other 
that is perrnanent and not transient. 

I will correct them — not the Facts but the 
Verdict — striking out such clauses as could 
have a deleterious influence on the Other Side, 
nnrl replacing them with clauses of a more ju- 
dicious character. I .->liOUid, of course, expect 
to pay double rates for both the omissions and 
the substitutions; and I should also expect to 
pay quadruple rates for all obituaries which 
proved to be rightly and wisely worded in the 
originals, thus requiring no emendations at all. 

It is my desire to leave these Amended 
Obituaries neatly bound behind me as a per- 
ennial consolation and entertainment to my 
family, and as an heirloom which shall have a 
mournful but definite commercial value for my 
remote posterity.

Mark Twain had a right royal time when 
he visited London in the season of 1907. From 
the King, who specially honored him as' a_ 
guest at the Windsor Garden party, down to 
the cabmen On the rank who -recognized his 
striking face frpm his portrait, he wjis; wel- 
comed witli a warmth extended to few literary 
ifien. "The' Am'erican Ambassador, Mr. White- 
law Reid, gave at Dorchester House a banquet 
in his honor. The company included Lord 
Tennyson (President of the Royal Literary 
Fund), the P. R. A., the Poet Laureate, Mr. 
Hcrkomer, Conan Doyle, Anthony Hope, 
Alma-Tadema, and Edwin Abbey. It was 
naturally expected that the occasion would be 
marked by at least a couple of speeches, ^one 
proposing a toast to the guest of the evening, 
the other in response. When, cigars being lit 
and coffee served, the host rose from his chair, 
we all thought the moment had come. To 
everyone's surprise, Mr. Reid gave the signal 
for moving into the next room. 

Mark confessed to me that he shared the 
general surprise. He had in fact prepared the 
notes of a speech, carefully conveying the MS. 
in his breast coat pocket. 

"But I'lfmake a good thing out of it," he 
said cheerily. "I'll cable it to New York and 
will get .$200 for its exclusive publication." 

Meeting him a day or two later, he told me 
he had carried out his plan, and was £50 to 
the good because he didn't make a speech. 

Amidst a constant succession of honors 
paid him during his stay in London, he count- 
ed at highest value the bestowal upon him of 
an honorary degree by the Oxford pniversity 
and the invitation to dine at the Punch table. 
This last was unique in its way, since the 
Punch dining room is "tied" more jealously 
than a Freemasons' meeting room. Old tradi- 
tions were preserved to the extent that the 
dinner was not one of the regular weekly 
symposia. But it was given in the dining 
room, at the table on which are carved the 
names of the staff, going back to the days of 
Mark Lemon. The guest of the evening was 
not on this occasion let off without a speech. 
In mingled pathos and humor", it excelled his 
efforts elsewhere. 

■ A little incident in the festival greatly 
charmed him. When he was let into the din- 
ing room, a cupboard door opened, and forth 
stepped a little fairy in the person of the 
daughter of Phil Agnew. She carried the orig- 
inal drawing by Bernard Partridge of a car- 
toon welcoming Mark Twain to London, 
which had appeared in Punch a fortnight 
earlier. It was presented to Mark as a me- 
mento of the occasion.

The Danger of Circumstantial Evidence — Some Cases 




,HE value of circumstantial evidence 
in determining the gfuilt or inno- 
cence of accused persons is a topic 
of great interest from time to time. 
There can be no doubt that from 
time to time great injustice has been 
done by the taking of circumstantial evidence, 
and in the following article two historic ex- 
amples are given. Either would supply a 
fitting theme for the author of "Sherlock 
Holmes." 

In France, in January, 1539, one Martin 
Guerre was nianied, at the age of eleven, to 
.Mademoiselle Bertrande des Riols of Arti- 
gues. A settlement was made for the pair 
and in the ninth year of their marriage a child 
was born to them. Shortly afterward the 
newly-made father got in trouble. He took 
some wheat out of his father's bins and ap- 
propriated it to his own use. Fearing the old 
man's wrath he ran away. His wife thought 
that her husband would only remain separated 
long enough for his father's displeasure to 
soften and eight days were set apart as the 
probable time for this. But the eigjit days, 
thie weeks and months went - by and it was 
eight years before tidings came from the run- 
away. 

One winter's evening a man claiming to be 
Martin Guerre presented himself and told a 
long story of penitence. As to his identity, it 
was accepted without question by his four 
sisters, his uncle and every member of his 
wife's family. And it is not so much wonder, 
since the traveller bore the identical marks of 
the person of Martin Guerre and morepver 
was familiar with \>its of family history such 
as only the genuine Martin could have, ap- 
parently, kn6wn. At any rate the deserted 
wife accepted the newcomer with all fondness 
and in the course of three vcars presented the 
supposed Martin Guerre with two children. 
■ As to whether Madame Guerre ever had 
suspicions concerning her alleged returned 
husband can of course never be known. It 
would seem as if those almost imperceptible 
differences between man and man must have 
been observed by her, but it may be that the 
stranger showing her a tenderness and con- 
sideration which her real husband had not, 
she was- somewhat willing to put up with the 
new order of things. She may also have 
thought that her own peace of life would be 
best conserved by the keeping of her own 
counsel. Be this as it may, it was not long 
until rumors arose. It was said that the man 
who claimed to have returned to^ his wife, 
Madame Guerre, was a fraud. The _excite- 
ment finally became such that at the instiga- 



tion of Pierre Guerre, an uncle of the missing 
man, Madame Bertrande was forced to haVe 
her alleged husband arrested. The accused 

made an eloquent defence and explained in a 
minute and extended account the causes of his 
long absence. He claimed to have been a 
soldier in Spain until, consumed by the desire 
to see his wife and child, he had resolved to 
return. He also gave apparently overwhelm- 
ing evidence, through his accounts of secret 
family history, of matters pertaining to the 
Guerres, that he was the bona-fide husband 
of Madame Bertrand. His replies to sharp 
questionings concerning this were ready and 
invariably accurate. The wife corroborated 
his statements, but now denied positively that 
the accused was her husbaiul. One hundred 
and fifty witnesses were summoned and of 
these, forty swore that the i)risoncr was be- 
yond doubt the missing Martin Guerre. On 
the other hand, a great body claimed the man 
was no other than Arnaud du Tilh, called 
"Pansette," whom they had known since a 
child. The other witnesses, sixty in number, 
declared the resemblance between the two 
was so close that they could not render an 
opinion. 

The trial resulted, to the general surprise, 
in a conviction. The man was pronounced to 
be Arnaud du Tilh and sentenced to decapita- 
tion. Appeal to the higher court brought an 
order for a new trial ; it appeared that thirty 
new" witnesses had come forth. Of these, ten 
declared him to be the true Martin Guerre, 
seven or eight decided in favor of Arnaud du 
Tilh, and the rest were uncertain. Most of 
the witnesses agreed in describing Martin 
Guerre as taller and darker than the accused, 
slenderer in body and limb, round-shouldered, 
with a high, divided nose, pendent lower lip 
and squat nose, having the trace of an ulcer 
on the cheek and a scar on the right eyebrow. 
Arnaud, the accused, was short and stout, 
having neither humpy shoulders nor squat 
nose. But all those marks referred to as be- 
longing to Martin Guerre were present on the 
face of the accused! A shoemaker also de- 
posed that the dimensions of Martin Guerre's 
foot exceeded by one-quarter that of the ac- 
cused. It was further sworn to that Martin 
Guerre was an expert swordsman and wre.it- 
ler. The prisoner was neither. About forty 
persons swore that the accused actually was 
Alartin Guerre. Among them were his four 
sisters, with the husbands of two of them. A 
great number asserted that Guerre had two 
teeth in the loft lower jaw broken, a deeji palcii 
of cxtravasated blood in the left eye, the nail 
of the left forefinger missing, and three wartif 



on the left hand, one being on the little finger. 
All these marks existed in the accused! It 
was also proven that the prisoner, arriving at 

Artigues, recognized and saluted as old friends 
all those who had been intimate with Martin 
Guerre; that in conversation with the wife he 
had recalled to her certain incidents known 
only to herself and husband, and it was stat- 
ed, in illustration, that Madam Guerre, having 
mentioned that she had preserved certain 
chests unopened, he directed her to fetch from 
one a pair of^ white pantaloons folded in taf- 
feta. The garments were found as he had de- 
scribed I 

With regard to dissimilarity in height and 
stature, it was urged that there was nothing 
remarkable in the boy of disappearance re- 
turning in many years a stocky man, that the 
matter (jf height was something witnesses 
might easily be mistaken in. and that of ne- 
cessity great changes had taken place in the 
appearance of Guerre during his long absence. 
Lastly, the prisoner's apparently inexhaust- 
ible familiarity with family records seemed to 
show that it was absurd to claim him to be an 
imposter. The new trial would have undoubt- 
edly resulted in an acc|uittal had not a re- 
markable incident taken i)lace. 

The veritable Martin Guerre himself sud- 
denly came into the court room and demand- 
ed to be heard ! 

He proceeded to denounce the imposter 
and gave his history. Then he demanded to 
be confronted by him. This being done, tl.e 
aci^uicd did not appear to be in the least 
abashed or frightened but began to arrogant- 
ly cross-examine the newly arrived claimant 
and put questions to which the newcomer 
could not answer with nearly the readiness of 
the prisoner, the imposter, if such he was. 
But, examining the newcomer, it 'was a.scer- 
tained that he bore also all the marks ascribed 
to the genuine Martin Guerre. He was next 
questioned alone by the judges. To these 
cpiestions he replied with absolute accuracy. 
But the accused being brought in also answer- 
ed the same questions as readily and exactly. 

The court was dumfounded. In despair it 
was decided that the only course was to bring 
in the relatives of Martin Guerre, the four 
sisters, the uncle and the brothers of Arnaud 
du Tilh, and let them decide once for all 
which was the real man. All did so, with the 
exception of the brothers, whom the court 
considerately allowed freedom from testimony 
that, might affect the life of a relative. The 
eldest sister of Guerre entered first, paused a 
moment, as if thunderstruck, and then 'fell 
weeping upon the breast of the newcomer and 



acknowledged him to be her brother. The 
other witnesses, one by one, followed suit. 
Finally the wife came in, and^ the instant her 
eyes lighted on Guerre she threw herself 
down beside him, weeping and trembling, and 
begged his compassion on her for the deceit 
that she had been led into by artifice. She 
a\'errcd that no sooner had she discovered her 
error, than, but for the fear of God's wrath 
she would have concealed her dishonor in the 
grave. In place of this she had determined on 
revenge and resolved, through the courts, to 
pursue the man who had dishonored her to 
his deserved punishment. 

The trial ended in a conviction of the ac- 
cused as Arnaud du Tilh, for the crimes of 
imposture, falsehood, substitution of name and 
person, adultery, rape, sacrilege and deten- 
tion, lie was sentenced to execution. 

While under condemnation in the prison 
at Artigues, .Arnaud made a confession, in 
which he stated that the idea of impersonating 
Martin Guerre first came to him on being- 
mistaken by a number of intimate friends of 
Martin Guerre for that individual. 

In the year 1841, at Gibraltar, the rock- 
bound fortress which England holds as the 
key to the Mediterranean, there was tried a 
case that has all the elements for a Stevenson 
or Haggard yarn. 

James Baxwell was a wealthy merchant, 
living in a small house near the base of Mont 
St. I\licliael, so famous for its caves. He had 
a daughter, a girl of remarkable beauty. 
Naturally she had many suitors, but siie treat- 
ed all with firm indifference. Finally, while 
at church one da}', she glanced up and saw a 
handsome stranger looking at her. The stran- 
ger was William Katt, a young Englishman. 
He found means of securing presentation to 
the beautiful Elezia, the daughter of merchant 
Baxwell. It was a case of mutual love. Soon 
the young man was before the merchant for 
the purpose of asking his daughter's hand in 
marriage. 

The father was bitterly opposed to the 
marriage. "It shall never be!" he declared. 
"You belong to the prevailing religion of Eng- 
land, by' which my family has suffei-(?d ' long 
and terribly.

We 
live on our nerves, and therefore we lack tlie moral 
courage of our ancestors. Life is so quick with us, 
omotioii-( and exciteinonts .so many, that something 
must go by the boar<l, or tlie -sliiij herself will foun- 
der. Wliat thun shall be sacrificed'.' Never brid,^'e; 
tt>at deml-mid of modern society. Oh, no, we could 
not live without our Bridge: 

What tlien? moloriiib'V Jlorrorsl Is tin: woman 
mad? Give up motoring! or halls, concerts, thea- 
tres, novels, ^je.N.-;ecturer.s, women's clubs and meet- 
ings galore, fortune-tidllng, ballooninj.; (it will s(jon 
bo the airship), flirtations? oli, no, all of these ivw. 
too utterly dellciou.s. Wliy not get rid of the one 
thing that daily clouds the sun of utter happiness, 
namely, sympathetic interest in the uffalr.s and sor- 
rows of mankind? 

The Idea qulcitly found favor with the jaded, "NVc 
know well enough," they said, "that there are things 
under the surface of life which are not .quite pleas- 
ant; that the distribution of money Is not quite 
equal, tliat children cry for food which their moth- 
ers cannot give them, and that babies even die of 
starvation.

Oiie 
objeetlun to them disappears; and If tlu' cream Is too 
rich, or too expensive, lus decreed by the old-time cook 
who Invented the dishes, new milk may bi; used, en- 
riched and made to the exact quanllly recpilred by 
the addlllon of cream bought in the Well known 
small hottli's of to(li),y. The following Is a good re- 
cipe for cooking a rabbit. 

How to Smut a Rabbit 
Put into the inside of the laldilt three large whole 
onions, ami a largi- bamlful of parsley tied up with 
lliread. Skewer the rahblt up and bull It In stock 
until It Is halt done. 'I'heii take It out, remove the 
ski-wers, take out tln' onions and jiarsley and chop 
lliem linely. Chop also two anchovies (boned and 
washid); then take all the meat oft tho bones of the 
rabbit, keeping It as whole aa you can. Boll tho 
bones and skin In a pint of the liquor the rabbit was 
boiled In until it has absorbed all their goodness. 
Strain and put In the parsley, onion and anchovy, 
v.'lth K spoonfuls of port wine and three of vinegar 
(while vinegar). I'ut In tho meat of the rabbit and 
simmer until it is well seasoned. Take out and keep 
hot while you thicken tho gravy with a little flour 
and butter. Dish up with the gravy poured over and 
round the meal, and garnish with cut lemon. 

A White Fricassey of Rabbit 
Cut the rabbit into neat joints, wash them clean, 
ami laj' them in milk and \vater foi- half an hour or 
more, leaving out the head, m ik and thin |)arl of tli<^ 
body. Then dry them w<rll with a cloth. I'ul Into a 
stewpan an ouncr of butter and the same tiuaiility of 
flour, and a llltli> water, and Just warm these to- 
gether. Have ready aa much woll-ilavored white 
stock as you think you will require for gravy, add to 
It a blade of mace, a glass of white wine, a little 
grated or shredded lemon rind, and an anchovy and 
an onion, tho latter to be taken out before serving. 
Beat the yolks of two eggs well, add to them a gill 
of cream, and add these to the stock, along with a 
piece of butter rolled In flour. Stir till thickened, 
and serve up with forcemeat balls, cut lemon and 
cranberries. Tho cranberries must hi' idckb.-d In a 
spc(;lal manner as hereunder; Cather fine luanber- 
rlos, put them In a linen bag In a jar, make a brine 
strong eninigb to float an egg, and Ixille'd with a 
pleci; of alum, and a little eoehim.^al to color It, and 
liour this over tlu; c ranbierrles. Then cover them 
well down. They will keep well and will make an 
exceedingly pretty garnish. 

A Pallentino of Mutton 

Take a breast of mutton and roast It just suf- 
ficient to allow tho bones to be drawn from It. Re- 
move also the tough skin from the upper part. Sea- 
son the meat with salt, pepiior and nutmeg, and put 
it Into a baking dish. Also add some capers, finely 
shred, a small piece of shallot, and sorhe mush- 
rooms; lay an anchovy upon the mutton, then add 
the gravy, derived from roasting tho meat, and' a llt- 
tl(.' claret. Make some forcemeat and roll It Into a 
siiecd. and lay this over the njiuil. Then |nit a boixler 
of pastry round the (li;;li, arranging It so that It 
jcdns the shiHd id' forcemeat, and bake well. \Vhen 
baked raise the side crust and pour off the gravy; 
remove all fat from It, reheat and return to the dish. 
This should bi! served In the dish In which it is cnol;- 
ed, anil a more perfectly delicious way of cooking 
nuittini can scarcely bo Imagined. 

It cannot be slated tli.at this is an economical 
dish, hut If expensive, it is really good, and would lie 
much appreciated In a dinmu' menu. The followln.g 
Is also a very dainty dish, and one w^ell worth trying: 

A Pnoatoon of Pigeons 
DrcK.s pigeons as for boiling, and aeaaon with salt, 
popper and nutmeg. IMulco a good quantity id' force- 
meat, roll It nut and lino a mould with It. 'J'hcn lay 
in the pigeons and cover thcin with, another sheoj of 




forceni(<at, and bake with a little gravy and buttter 
poured over. U must bo well lied down with butter- 
ed jjaper and the oven must not be too hot. When 
It is cooked turn out on to a hot dish and kee|) very 
hot. Skim all fat from tho grav>' and add a little 
more gravj- to it, If necessary, and In this heal up 
some ox-palates and sweetbreads, previously cooked. 
Dish the pigeons in forcemeat, place the ox-palates 
and sweetbreads round, and garnish with some curler! 
bacon, a few truffles, and Morella cherries (pre- 
served), 

Then, as to sweets there 1."!: 

A Nice Pudding a la Roine 

Boll half a pound of rice in water till it is soft, 
then strain It and add three jilnts of milk, half a 
pound of sugar, half a pound of butter, melted, tho 
yolks of eight and the whites of four eggs, well and 
separately whisked, a little cinnamon and nutmeg, a 
pinch of salt, a few currants, and n little lemon peel 
and a glass of brandy. Mix well together and bake 
In a pie dish lined and bordered with puff paste. 
Make a meringue of the four whites of eggs loft out 
and add this when tho pudding Is ready to serve. 
This Is an excellent pudding to have at a dance, or 
other entertainment where refreshments are served, 
as they are largo puddings, as will be readily seen 
by the amounts of the various Ingredients, and also 
they are really delicious. 

Another nice pudding Is: 

A Sago Pudding of tho Best 
Boll quarter of a pound of sago In a quart of new 
milk or crcaih until It is thick and let it cool. Beat 
the yolks of six and tlie whites of three eggs to- 
gether with a little orange flower water and brandy. 
Add a pinch of salt and sonic citron peel and quarter 
of a pound of melted butter. Mix all and bake In a 
pasty dish lined and bordered with pastry. Then a 
dainty pudding Is: 

A Delicate Boilod Rice Pudding 

Boll half a pound of rice In water for .a few min- 
utes, drain it, and then boil It in new milk till ten- 
der, stirring It often. Drain It again and pound In a 
murtar till smooth, adding half a pound of butter, a 
grated nutmeg, a little grated lemon rind, a good 
spoonful of brandy, a very little salt and sugar to 
taste. Then mix In ttn? yolks of eight and the whites 
of thre'c^ eg.gs and lastly add lightly one pound of cur- 
rants (picked, washed and dried), one siiooiiful of 
tine flour, a little candled peel, and some chopped al- 
monds. Butter and flour a puddingr cloth, put In the 
mixture, tie it \\\> tight, boll It nn hour and serve It 
up with wine and butter sauce in a boat. 

Barley Croam 

Is another nice recipe; It Is made as follows 
Take a quart of thick, rich cream, three ounces of 
pearl barley, and boll slowly for a long time till it Is 
pretty Ihicic. Have In it a split nutmeg, and a piece 
of cliinainon to flavor ;ind sweeten to taste u'itli sift- 
ed sugar. Add a little o'rangi' flower water, remove 
the spices and thicken with the yolk of an egg. wefl- 
beateii. Lei It cool, stirring often lo prevent a 
"skim," and when cfild jumr Into a china bowd. at the 
bottom of which there Is a layer of canned or fresh 
fruit, according to what you may like. 

The last recipe I have to give is also a ssveet, and 
one which I um sure will meet with much apprecia- 
tion from all who may sample It. It Is: 

Almond Cream 

Take a quart of cream, thicken It over the fire 
with nutmeg, mace, and a little lemon peel to flavor. 
Sweeten It to taste and Uien strain It. liave quarter 
of a pound of almonds blanched and finely beaten. 
Beat up well the whites of nine eggs, put all the In- 
gredients together, just give them a warm over the 
fire and then when cold put Into china dishes and 
.lerve up. 

The main jiolnt .about these above old-fashioned 
recipes, which struck nie, was the anuuint of In- 
gredients In one dish. It is quite surprising. All the 
recipes seem to be so much richer and to have occu- 
I'led So much more attention th.'in the cooking of 
nie-ats, and even sweets does now-a-days, and I must 
say that so many of them have gone out of fashion, 
aa It were, of course they are mostly dishes which. 
If served every day would soon decrease the size of 
the housekeeper's purse. This may be one of tho 
main reasons of their becoming extinct. 

EXAMPLE 

"There la nothing so salutary as a bad example," 
says the author of a popular novel. What an uiislde- 
down ldi.Mi! From earliest childhood have we not 
been taught exactly the reverse? Has not the duty 
of setting a good example been dinned Into inir ears 
evt;r since we wi>r(^ babii;s? Hut tliero are two w;iys 
of looking at every subject. It was a wise philoso- 
pher who drew distinctions between patterns anil ex- 
anii>les. "I do not give you to ijosterlty as a pattern 
to Imitate, but as an example Lo neter." said he. 
Bad examides are often danger sl^jnals — warnings. 
"ICeep off this jiatli," they cry in a vcdce there is no 
nnHtaking. Wc^ leai'ii from other jieople's vIcc^s 
what their virtues could never have so forcibly Im- 
pre.sseil upon us. For nut of example is \vroughl not 
only an impulse towards imitation, but often a pas- 
sionate realization of the advantage of "another 
way." Thus wo see daughters who liave had care- 
less, untidy mothers so imbued with a hatred of 
slovenliness that they themselves have beconiia mod- 
els of precision. There will be no half measures, tho 
daughters will be painfully neat. One can hardly 
help reflecting hero, will their children go back to 
tho untidy methods again ivlth a horror of the su- 
perlative neatness of their own jiarents, and thus the 
generations go on? It'ls quite a big question. 

And fussy parents — parents of cxuberont and 
restless energy, will have children whoso Impassive- 
ness Is a by-word. ■ • ',■ 

It is often aniu:dng in famlllos to take notjco of 
the chapter of reverses.- • _ 

Take ))unctuallly. If one person has always got 
an eye on tho clock why need tho others -v^ear a 
watch? 

And one bad-tempered person in a, household I.s 
ample. Kveryone .seems agreed upon this point! 
. (j\ bad example in tho way of tompor is more fre- 
quently a BCiirccrow to frighten others away from 
like behavior than a jiattern that Is likely to bo fo"- 
lowed. Quarrelspmt} .and lldgoty ptireuls nearly al- 
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ways have easy-going children. "Anything for a 
quiet life," they think. 

-It is the same thing In the smallest details. Two 

pretty sisters come to slay with you, and you are 
amazed at the paucity of their luggage; they hardly, 
allow themselves sufficient frillies to go round. 

"When mother used to pack for u.s," they say, 
"she put in everything that could possibly be thought 
of. Wi! were ashamed of our boxes, so now wo do 
just the opposite. ' 

"History Is philosophy teaching by examples," was 
a proverl) hi tlie time of .iullus Caesar, but teaching 
by exnniiile to be efficacious must be unconscious, 
unstudied. It Is Just whun Wo ;;rc !ca:;t aware of It 
that We do most teaching of this description. Teach 
we must, however. There Is no escaping It. Not 
one of us, however colorless in character, can help 
being either a pattern or an example.

SOCIAL SNARES 

A Good Hostess 

How does a hostess make her guests comfortable? 
What are some of the trifles that Just make the dif- 
ference between a comfortable house to stay in, and 
till,' reverse? They are often not big things, those 
imiinrlaat little matters, (lulte within the moans, and 
power of every hostess, of course, l am not dealing 
with those houses where everythln.ij Is on a fontinij of 
wealth and luxury, but rather with the modest house- 
hold, where one or two guests can only be Invited at 
a time. I think one great mistake many hostesses 
make Is In being ovcr-anxlous to amuse, and enter- 
tain. I ^ra sure the average visitor likes to do little 
or nothing when staying away. If the guest is a wo- 
man, tho rest from household duties Is often enough 
enjoyment, and as to the mere man, wo nil know 
there Is nothing he dislikes more than having plans 
made for his benellt. Doubtless, the girl thirsting for 
excitement, or the mondalne whose every hour must 
be occuf)led udth some fresh gaiety, .are exceptions; 
but the "modest household" shuold not choose guests 
such as these. I once knew a hostes.s who liad a 
jioslllve craze for apportioning every moment of her 
guests' waking hours. On one occasion she had, as 
she thnuglit, provided amusements for all, whether 
they would or not, when a lady appeared on the 
stairs who had been forgotten; but to leave her to 
amuse herself was not lo be thought of. Our re- 
sourceful hostess was equal to the emergency. "Mrs. 
So-and-so will have letters to 'Wrlto In her own 
room," was the dictum. 

Let your guests do as they like. That is a golden 
rule. ICsiieclally, do not oblige them to got up and 
go to bed .'It fixed hours. It is quite easy to ask 
them what they like to do in these mailers. I am 
often asked who ought to make the move for bed. 
.\s a general rule, the hostess, certainly, but in these 
days of Bridge and consequent late hours it Is quite 
allowable for a guest who does liot play cards to say 
to her hostess that she Is tired, and "If you don't 
mind, I think I will goi to. bed." . Punctuality Is, of 
course, as much a rule,.'pt'Aif6pd manners for guo.^l^ 
staying away as- for,.' luhcheoh or dinner guests; but 
I do not think hostesses, should enforce this rule .at 
breakfast, and , to wait for lone's gues,ts ; only em- 
barrasses them. '. Lunclieori , arid dinner at'o dUiferont, 
and a hostess has a right to: expect punctuality' from 
guests under her roof !for .th'o f twO^; chief .meals; Of .;t}io 
day. When Invltliig one's friends to' stay It.is'much 
better to state how- long tho visit' Is to last. 'Week- 
end visits are much the fashion now, but as these 
can vary from Ji'rlday or Saturday to Monday or 
Tuesday, the days should be sjiecllled in the Invita- 
tion. ,So:rie people seem to think it argues a :lack of 
hospitality to state the day you expect your guest to 
leave, hut It stands to reason that both hostess and 
guest want to know this beforehand and that nothing 
is more uncomfortable for a guest than not to -know., 
how long she is expected to stay. . ; , 

I have not touched on the material welfare of the 
guosttt, as I tako It all women know that people us- 
ually like an early cup^^of tea, and that writing- 
paper, pens, 0)10 or books, a few flowora and so 
on. In their rooms, add much to the comfort of one's 
guests. . ,■ . - , . .\ 
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,UE end. of the Japanese problem is 
not yet. 'J'hc Island Empire's de- 
iiiaiul for outlets for pojndation ancl 
for. commercial- and industrial cnter- 
pl-iSe gTO WS' apace, and more and 
nibre it becomes manifest that the 
adjacent territories of Korea. jManchuria, For- 
mosa, and otlier possible .Asiatic fields of set- 
■ tlemcnt and exiiloitalion will not loni;' suffice 
to meet the demand. Tlicsc rei^ions are al- 
reacl_v m(n-e or less densely populated. Some 
of them are in huge part- unavailable for Jap- 
anese needs, and in most of them there will 
eventually be terrific , competition with the 
aAvakene'd Ghinnman, witli doubtful conse- 
([tiences for the Japanese. In any case, outlets 
nuisi be, ancl uil! be. sought clsewlicre, and 
from all the k-nown f;'.cls it would seem a 
.safe prediction that, next to the Englishman 
himself, the wily Ja])anese will, in the course 
of the next hundred years, become more wide- 
ly established throughout the habitable earth 
than any other variety of man. 

This is anotlier way of saying that, as a 
phenomenally expanding ]H'ople. he will jiress 
harder and li.-irder upon the A-aricms parts of 
the mitlying wi'>rld, anil will crowd in to settle 
and to fai'in and l" trade whercxer resistance 
to Ins ingiis,-, pv-^-''"-; too weak to keep him 
out. From some of the more desirable "fields 
for his enteriirise the chances arc that he will 
fiijd himself permanently excluded. Canada 
and Australia, South Africa and Siberia are 
vast temperate regions in which the Japanese 
might ex])e.ct to flourish, except that they are 
prettA' ceilain to find themselves hopelessly ex- 
cluded therefrom. The tropics remain, but 
the Japanese have never given evidence of be- 
ing better qualified to populate torrid terri- 
tories than are Europeans, even Formosa 
seeming but poorly adapted to their tempera- 
ment and physical constitution. 

From tliis jjroccss of elimination there re- 
mains but one important quarter of the globe 
in which there rippcars much prospect <>\ the 
Japanese being able tn gixe \-ent lo his ex- 
panding genius without encountering almost 
certain and- insuperable barriers. That is 
Latin Arnerica, and perhaps the most signifi- 
cant aspect of recent Japanese world policy is 
the awakening which has taken place within 
only the past two or three years, and especially 
since the California disturbance, with refer- 
ence to the opnortunities ancl inducements 
held out to Japanese colonists and nierchants 
in the countries on oip- south. Inducements is 
not too strong a wordrfor, in addition to the 
attractions isffered by the climate and resources 
of the Latin American States, it is specifically 
understood that in some quarters at least there 
is a strong dispositicin among the American 
populations to encourage the immigration of 
the Japanese as a means rjf counterbalancing 
the menacing ])reponderance of the United 
States in American affairs. This sentiment is 
most, openly avowed in, . Colombia since the 
Panama revolution and in Venezeula. That 
the better portions of South America are 
rapidly passing under the exijloitation of out- 
sifle peoples is a well known fact, h'our hun- 
dreil thdusand (jermans in IJrazil and more 
than ;i iiiilliini Ita.Iians in ISrazil, I'ruguay and 
•the ..\rgentiiie Repxd)lic are wurk-ing a trans- 
formation \\-icli IS tlu- marvel of every l^atin 
American t r:i\ !c v. • 
A Welcome for Japanese 
Ti) 1 Ik-~c ■ :di< II si()cl.:s firmnises now to be 
added the Japanese, an 1, curiously enough, the 
little yellow man is finding here a scarcely 
less hearty welcome at the hands of the indol- 
ent. un]>rogrcssi\ (' nati\es th:^n have the 
Europeans — the first real welcome, indeed, he 
has encnnntei-c 1 -in'.-e he first assumed the 
rule of CI iloiii/rr. riu' si)ectrc of ilu \'ell()\v 
])eril, which iiifis; Caucasian peoples really fear 
at lie.'U'i (howe\"u' londl;-', in the absence of 
innnediate daiigci. they may jirotest to the 
contrary), seems to have absolutely no terror 
for the Latin American — so long, at least, as 
it presents itself in the guise of the much- 
nccfled cai^ital and labor 

The interest of llie J.'ipanese in Latin 
America is of eery recent rn'igin. dating ])rin- 
cipallv from the i/Utburst of a.nti- lapanese sen- 
timent in C'ali forma two years ago; and it has 
been propagalcvl |)rimarily by the growing de- 
sire for expansion, coupled with the realization 
that both the I'nitcd States and Canada arc 
vinnally closed te) Japanese ambition. The 
most ;i(:ii\e ;igent in turning the attention of 
the empire towards the I.atin American coun- 
tries ii;is l)een one of the great transpor'.ation 
conlpanies, the Toyo Kisen Kaisha, which has 
been engagi'd for years in the American trade, 
and which, like other organizations of its sort, 
in Japau and elsewhere, works 'hand in glove 
with the emigration companies and promo- 
ters to the end that its passenger business may 
be enhanced. 

In 1906 the Toyo Kisen Kaisha began in 
Japan a systematic campaign of education res- 
j)ect'ing l^atin yVmerican resources and oppor- 
tunities. Its officials and agents took ])ains to 
familiarize themselves by travel and eibserva- 
ti^'.;; u'ith the comparative advantages of i'eru, 
Brazil, Chile and ilexico a.s fields for settle- 
ment and exploitation, and through a flood of 
literature on the subject the new opening for 
the emigrant Was made as attractive as pos- 
sible to the workless and the luckless"' of the 
einpire.-.. ".Oiar- compatriots arc mistreated in 
the United -States,'":' declared the spokesmen of 
the company. "They arc fori)idden to enter 
Australia. ICxccpt for Korea and Manchuria, 
to what regions arc our people to be allowed 
to emigrate? -It is highly desirable that they 
turn to South America, where riches abound, 
iMit where the forces of rei^Milsio'n are wanting." 

Partly as a result of iiKtCpendcnt considera- 
tion^ ]);irily al the solicitation of the Toyo 



Kisen Kaisha, the Milcado's Government was 
constrained to arrive at a sintilar \-iew. The 
Japan Times, in December, 1907, reported an 
interview between Count Hayashi and the 
representatives of the company, '-at the close 
of "which the minister declared that "consider- 
ing the intricate relation existing between the 
question of emigration and our diplomatic af- 
fairs, it a])pears that there is no region more 
favorable for Japanese occupation than South 
America." The accredited representatives of 
the empire at the various .\inerican capitals 
were asked to study the oi)portunilies^ for the 
immigrant within their fields of observation, 
with the result that from tlicm, notably from 
the minister plenipotentiaiy to Mexico, have 
been pouring in for a year and a half scores 
of descriptions of i,atin America .as a veritable 
El Dorado, together with ferxdil apjieals for 
the di\erting of Jajjanese ambition from Aus- 
tralia, Canada and the L'nited States to this 
most promising of all regions. 

Transportation Facilities 

The upshcit was that the 'J'oyo Kisen 
Kaisha, which for some _\-ears had been d( s- 
patching \essels at irregular inter\-als to South 
.-\nierican ports, was eiiconraged last }-ear lo 
develo]) plans for the establishment of a direct 
anfi .speedy ocean service between Japan and 
Latin America. The Imperial Goverpnient. on 
the ground that such a service is essential to 
the promotion of emigration and trade, reward- 
ed the compan)''s enterprise with a grant of 
subsidy, affirming the coiu'iclion in doing so 
that the countries {n the south will be the most 
fa\-orable of nil fields tor Jap;it-iese exploitation 
wd)enever the means of iransiiortalion thither 



Japanese In Peru and Chile 

Although, as a matter of statistics, the 
emigration of the Japanese to Latin America 
does not as yet i)rcscnt an imposing appear- 
ance, considerably more has been accomi)lish- 
ed than most people are av^'arc, and in ten 
years' time a beginning has been made beside 
wdiich the beginnings ot the immigration of 
Italians or of Hungarians into the United 
States seventy-five or a hundred 3'ears ago 
were cpiitc insignificant. The attention of the 
Japanese has thus tar been confined pretty 
largely to three ijortions of the Southern Ct)n- 
tinent— [-"eru, Chile, and l^razil. Just as the 
Atlantic coast lies nearest Europe and has al- 
\vays been the natui-al qateway for European 
peoples, so the Pacific Slope will be inevitably 
the first to attract the Orientals. And, by rea- 
son of the fact that it forms a part of the vast 
rim of the Pacific which the Jajianese of to- 
morrow will strive to dominate, it is reasoualjle 
to exiicct that Japanese activity in the Contin- 
ent will long be centred principally upon the 
Western shores. 

Should large success crown their efforts in 
this field, there will undoubtedly be a strong 
tendency to seek establishments to the East. 
Four-fifths of the richest territory of South 
America lies to the cast of the Ancles, and the 
fact will not be lost upon the Japanese, al- 
though in Brazil. I'rngnay and the ,'\igentine 
the\' will have to meet German, Italian and 
other European competition as thev will not in 
the West. 

At any rate, the beginnings of the Japanese 
settlement have been made where one might 
most naturally exi)ect them- — in Peru and 



■influx of this class. In Lima are established 
some half-flozen well-to-do Japanese mer- 
chants, and the introduction of Jai)ancse com- 
modities — porcelains, bamboo, cottons, silks, 
mattings and firearms — is progressing so 
rapidly as to give great promise for the future. 
The newcomers- have been well received; they 
have found no lack of employment at good 
Sivages; and very few have availed themselves 
of an opportunity to return to the hoine 
country. 

In Chile there has been a deliberate effort 

to stimulate the immigration of Japanese, and 
the effort has lately l)egun to be success- 
ful. Chile finds herself in dire need of labor, 
both skilled ancl unskilled, and, despairing of 
acquiring it from Europe or other parts of 
America, she has turned in quest of it to the 
Orient. Early in 1907 the Santiago Govern- 
ment desjiatchcd an agent to Tokio to proclaim 
the opi)ortunilies awaiting the emigrant, and 
[Kirticularly to tnake- known the special inclnce- 
nients which had been devised to attract 
settlers. These inducements are remarka!)ly 
liberal — forty acres of good land for each im- 
migrant, twenty acres more for each son of 
eighteen years and over, a yoke of oxen, a set 
of agricultural implements, and a sum of 
money equivalent to $15 per month during the 
first year of residence. 

'I'his, it was believed, would induce consid- 
erable numbers of Japanese farmers to give up 
their diminutive holdings of an acre or less 
and go to Chile. Abouf^a twelvemonth ago 
the desired results began to be realized. The 
Toyo Ivisen Kaisha arranged to extend its 
operations from Peru to Cliile, and in Septcm

Their Occupations 
Most of the Japanese, liice the Chinese, arc 
emjiloyed on the jdantations in the culture of 
coffee, sugar cane, cotton, tobacco, olives and 
fruits, although an increasing number of the 
later settlers are artisans and the relatively 



Iquique 130 immigrants from the Orient, more 
than half of whom were Japanese. During 
1908 some hundreds of others have been 
brought in, and the influx seems to have at- 
tained a steady and regular character. 
Brazil Like Hawaii 
In Pirazil, prior to the Russo-Japanese war, 
the Mikado's government was represented by 
a charge d'affairc-s. Niiira, wdio, in the absence 
of Japanese subjects to protect, had for his 
business the study of the southern Brazilian 
provinces as possible fields for Japanese im- 
migration. The operations of this official were 
facilitated by the avowed desire of Brazilian 
plantation owners themselves for an influx of 
Japanese labor, especially in the great coffee- 
growing province of Sao Paulo. In a treaty 
of ccimmcrce negotiated early in 1907 between 
the Japanese and Brazilian Governments, it 
was stipulated tliat the Toyo Kisen Kaisha 
should extend its service from P^eru and Chile 
around the Horn, so as to touch Brazil, and 
thus be in a position to bring in the desired 
high wages cc^mmanded by mechanicians of all coolie labor, 
sorts will certainly stimijlatc yet further the In November of the same year the presi- 



dent of the Kyokuku Emigration Company 
signed a contract with the provincial govern- 
ment of Sao Paulo for the settlement of 3,000 
Japanese laborers within a period of three 
years, to be employed at first on the coffee 
plantations, but to be given, by instalments, 
ten arpents bf land apiece, so that they may in 
time become permanent aiid indepfijident: 
colonists. A contract was concluded at the 
.same time with the Rio Janeiro Goverrirnent, 
under which, begiiming in 1909, 500 families, 
each of not fewer than four members, are to be 
transported and settled on similar terms. And 
it is interesting to observe that still later in 
the year a French company also, the Charg- 
curs- Rcunis, bound itself by contract to trans- 
port Japanese emigrants, literally by the thou- 
sands, to the Brazilian ports; None of thesd 
arrangements have as yet come to fruition, but 
there is a general belief in both Brazil and 
Japan that they will not be barren of results, 
'i'he ftill cpiola of emigrants may not be im- 
mediately forth-coming, but that the effort will 
meet with eventual success seems to be doubt- 
ed by nobody. Ecoliomic conditions in Brazil 
are rather strikingly similar to those existing 
in Hawaii, and the success of the Japanese in 

' the latter quarter leads the promoters of Bra- 
zilian entcr])rise to believe that, with the in- 
flow once begun, the establishment of Japanese 
labor on the Bra.-'ilian plantations will proceed 
with great rai)idity. The immigration of the 
Japanese is in turn expected to stim.ulate a 
great outburst of trade between the two em- 
pires. Rot the least interesting features of 
which are to be the extensive introduction of 
rice culture in Brazil for the Oriental market 
and the development of a more general use of 
coffee among Far Eastern peoples. The Jap- 
anese journals have likewise a good deal to say 
about the Argentine Republic as a field for 
settlement, though, without the Brazilian plan- 
tation system, it pi-obably offers smaller imme- 

' diate inducement to the alien laborer. It is 
worth observing, however, that with the open- 
ing of the Panama. Canal a few' years hence, 
both Brazil and the Argentine will be brought 
very much nearer to Japan than they are to- 
day, so that the geographical disadvantages, 
at least, from wdiich they at present suffer in 
the Japanese estimation, will largely clisappear. 

There are today, in all Latin American 
countries, a total of approximately 5,000 Jap- 
anese. Within three years, if existing- contracts 
are earned i out, the- number' willi be^iit'^Idast 
doubled. And there are conserval'ivfe/obseif'Vefk 
who expect the aggregate by 1^920 to be 
100,000. ■ „ ', * ; 



The Ambitious Heir to Austria's Sceptre 




^^RA.XCIS JOSEPH. Emperor of Aus- 
tria, King of Hungary, has reigned 
sixty years. Me is still cajKible of 
flashes of power and self-expression, 
but he is broken, tired, and sad, and 
comi)lete power must shortly fall in- 
to the hands of the lieir-])rcsumpiive — Erancis 
Ferdinand of E.ste. The energetic and ambi- 
tious I'rince, although not upon the throne, 
has been the po'aer behind the throne during 
the l;i.st fenir years. 

.•\t the manoeuvres in K'csztliedy (llung- 
arv) l;isi ,Sc])temljer the hjiiijeror- i\ing ad- 
dressed the following significant words to his 
army; "1 am tired and old; 1 need a rest and 
want peace." Beside him stood the imposing 
figure of Francis Ferdinand, who has since 
been responsible for the annexation of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina and the subsequent im- 
broglio. 

Francis Ferdinand is in the zenith of his 
manhood. Years ago he fell in love with the 
Countess So|)hic Cliotek, a lady-in-waiting to 
Princess Ste])hanie, a member of the llohem- 
ian family cjf noble descent. .Ml efforts and 
entreaties of the l'".mi)ei-or failed to influence 
him, ancl as a final endea\-(u- to prevent this 
mesalliance, hrancis Jcjsepli sent him away fcjr 
a year on a v..)\-age round the world. 

During his absence a rumor was current 
that he was consumptive, but this was entirely 
erroneous. He is a man of iron constitution, 
a famous horseman, an intrepid huntsman, a 
keen swordsman. 

Morganatic Marriage 
Returning, he did not forget his love, and 
he morganatically married Countess Chotek, 
who is now Princess 1 lohenberg. This means 
that sh.e can never be E,in])rcss ancl Queen, nor 
her son h'lnjjcror and King. l'"r;incis Ferdin- 
and's action shows the will and energy of the 
man, his cletermiiiation to have his own way. 
On his accessicju the Budapest Parliament at 
Budapest will recognize his wife as' Queen of 
Hungary, and it is possible that he may be 
able to set aside tradition and force her to be 
recognized as Empress of Austria. 

Eight years have elapsed since the mar- 
riage, and during this period Francis l-'erdin- 
and has remained in retirement either in 
Prague or A-'ienna, but he has not spent his 
time idly. AVhen Pope Leo XIII. was head 
of the Catholic world the f'a])al dinlomacy had 
great influence at the Catholic courts. The 
palace of Franci.s Ferdinand was a favorite re-^ 
.sort of the Jesuit .priests. I-Ic was a devout 



find favor at the Vatican, and in this he suc- 
ceeded. 

'i'ime passed and circumstances changed. 
The gentle and ]ieaee-loving Pius X. became 
Pope, and Francis Ferdinand turned suddenly 
from Rome and, leaving the Jesuits, to whom 
he is allied by memories of hi"s youth, asstuned 
a new role at court. 

The Emperor h'rancis* Josejih has learned 
wisdom from bitter experience. Bevolution, 
defeats, the lo.-s cjf the headship of the German 
States, the loss tjf Austria's clominions in Italy, 
made him an earnest lover of peace, aiul tlie 
latter part of his reign has been devoted to 
cpiict commercial development, the holding to- 
gether of the mutually antagonistic portions of 
his empire, and the preservation of good rela- 
tions with foreign powers. Most of his ad- 
\ isers have been the friends of his youth — 
tactful, wise, experienced statesmen. 

New Order Begins 

The new order began in 11)05. ^" ''•■''^ year 
the Emperor became ill, and the cle\er, tyr.-m- 
nic, modern f'rancis l'"er(linancl began to assert 
himself. The old statesmen began to drop 
away — in Austria, men like Count GcjIcIicjw- 
slcy, I'aar, Bolfras, Baron Beck, head of the 
army; on the Hungarian side, the 1867 poli- 
ticians — Kolomon Tisza, Desider Szilagvi, 
Pulszky, Jokai, the great novelist. 

The Liberal party, to which the new life of 
Hungary owes its existence, failed. The Kos- 
suth i^arty came into power, but is already 
stamped with failure. 

in Austria, the different nationalities, iio- 
hemians, Poles, I 'an-Germans, Crostians, and 
Dalmatians started lo quarrel openly and bit- 
terly, 

Francis Ferdinand stands out clearly the 

man of the moment. lie has turnecl his back 
on the Pope. His friend and a.dviscr is the 
Kaiser Willielm, the i^rotestant. The high , 
places of State are filled with new men, ener- 
getic, arrogant and active. 

liaron y\ehrenthal holds the Foreign Of- 
fice, Conrad von llclzendorf is head of the 
army, and the Austrian Prime Minister is 
Baron Bincrt. In Hungary a new party has 
ariscri which 'Unites the ClericaJs, Agrarians, 
and Conservatives, and this is led by Count 
Johan Zichy, the intimate friend of the arch- 
dukes. 

Erancis Joseph sees on his jubilee, while 
the crown is still upon his head, the reins of 
government in the hands of his heir. 

To him, as I have said, belongs the credit 
for the annexation of Fjosnia and ITcrzcgovina,

But the heir-presumptive cannot wait. He 
wants to prove that a Ucw man is wanted, and 
that, as in 1S48, Ferdinand V. abdicated, so in 
1909 Erancis Joseph must abdicate. 

He is a young man in a hurry. He desires 
to make history. 

Baron Aehrcnthaf humiliates himself to tie 
Turks, but is merciless to the Servians. A war 
with Turkey might have a doubtful end; with 
Servia that issue is certain. Francis B'erdinand 
yearns to begin his reign with a successful 
war. 

It is widely believed that Francis Joseph 
will retire during 1909. In Austria it is prob- 
able that his successor's accession would be 
quietly accepted: but what would happen in 
Hungary, where he must take the oath to res- 
pect the constitution? 

It should be remembeied that the hatred of 
Servia is directed solely against Austria, des- 
pite the fact that the Austrian press contin- 
ually reports anti-Hungarian demonstrations 
in Belgrade. By her recent high-handed ac- 
tion in the .Balkans, Austria, inciecd, not only 
threatens the existence of Servia, but akso pre- 
judices the supremacy of the Magyar race in 
Hungary. 

Sooner or later this will become a matter 
of the gravest concern in Budapest. iVitstria- 
I luiigary has been for years the ciuietest of the 
great powers. She is now the centre of unrest, 
and men are already asking themselves what 
Francis Ferdinand's intentions are toward his 
future Hungarian subjects.

STRENGTHENING DREADNOUGHT 

It has been decided after considerable; dis- 
cussion and experiment that the twenty-four 
3-inch guns mounted on the Dreadnought in 
order to repel attacks on the vessel by tor- 
pedo destroyers are not heavy enough for their 
l)urpose, and they arc therefore to be replaced 
!)}' the new 4-inch gun that has already been 
placed on the newer vessels of this type. 

At the time the 3-inch gun was selected for 
the Dreaduougiit it was pointed out by several 
experts that it was not -heavy enough to be, 
effective against a rilodfern flotilla of destfoyr 
ers of, for example, the British Tribal type, 
and experiments during manoeuvres have 
amply borne out this contention. There is a 
growing fear among those well qualified to 
judge that the mammpth ships of the Dread- 
nought type would prove very vulnerable to 
torpedo attack in time of war, and this matter 
is receiving very careful consideration, 



PICTURITIS— NEWEST EYE TROUBLE 

According to observers there is a new e3''C 
complaint developing in New York city, which 
for want of a beter name is called picturitis. 
It is a result of the popularity of moving pic- 
tures. ' \ ' ' ' 

Thousands of men, women and children 
now patronize, the moving picture shows which 
offer half an hour's entertainment for a nickel; 
Some visit two or three different shows in one 
evening, and so spend practically an hour or 
an hour and a lialf in a darkened room looking 
intently at the jumping, rapidly shifting pic- 
tures on the screen. 

The light on these pictures is uneven, and 
frequently sharp flashes of light. fall..,on the 
retina. The effect on the eye is 'the -same as 
watching steadily nearby scenery frb'm the 
window of a rapidly moving express traiin or 
from a flying automobile, which is known to 
be very trying on the e3'-e because of the rapid 
changes on muscular accommodation de- 
manded. 

To many watching these moving pictures 
cau.ses discomfort. A few minutes of it gives 
them a sensation of eye strain and nervous 
headache. Others feel the effect of the strain 
afterwards, and do not attribute their serisa- 
lions to the entertainment. ' . ■ ;. 

One physician, in speaking of the 'records 
of recent physical examinations of men who 
wdshed to do gymnastic work, said he had ob- 
served a number of cases of .eye strain ai;.d of 
ner\'ousness which seemed -fo, -be due to 'some 
eye trouble. . ;<;;.'o.m v;.

If the report that platinum anil gold have been 
found In largo quantities In the niinea near llojie 
Bre true It will be u fine thing not only for the own- 
ers but for the country. 

It looks as if Venezuela would soon bo at peaco 
with all the nations whom Cuatro and his ministers 
BO unwisely offended. Senor Paul is acting the part 
of peacemaker and Is now in France. He will go 
from there to Holland. The United States, too, Is 
about to send back the ambassador who left a few 
months ago. 

Tho wreck of the lifeboat at . the station on the 
west coast of the Island near Barclay Sound Is a 
very unfortunate occurrence. The lifeboat ha-s had 
nothingr to dp but no one can tell the moment when 
ehe will bo needed. The coast Is a very dangerous 
one. It is two years since the terrible jvreck of tho 
Valencia showed the need of a lifeboat and a trull 
iilong the rocky coast. 

The panthers in tliK; country very seldom attack 
any human belnfj, Everj- day clillilron In country 
places pass throut'li forests wlieru these animals are 
sleeping', but none are ever hurt. But wild animals 
who are timid wlien food iy plentiful sometimes be- 
come very bold and dangerous when it Is .scarce. 
Two men, Mr. John.s and an Indian, were lost In tlio 
woods at Nanoose. Men have been hunting for tliem 
ever since, and now ll la thought they may have 
been killed by tho panthers whorse tracks have been 
found In the woods. 

The Vancouver Power company want to make a 
very high dam at Coqultlam lake In order to obtain 
electric power. Tho city of New Westminster ob- 
jects to this as it gets its water from that lake and 
is afraid the water will Ytot be a>s good and that the 
pressure on the main's will be too great. The com- 
pany cannot make this dam without the pemiL^sion 
of the government, and both parties sent men tu per- 
Buade the government to favor them. The decision 
is put off for a month to give every one time to look 
thoroughly into tho matter. 

President Roosevelt has refused to let an electric 
company in Wisconsin have control of tho water uf 
tho James river in that state. It is s.ild that a few 
companies are getting the business of making elec- 
tric light and power into their own hands and tliat 
the people are likely "to be charged more than is 
right. President Roosevelt has shown that he does 
not believe the laws should enable a few men to 
make immense forluno^ out of wliat millions of poor 
jjeople must use. There are many who think his In- 
terference with the business of the country Is unwise, 
but he is quite sure that he is right. 

Last week we learned that the Chinese chief min- 
ister. Yuan Shi Kal, was dismissed, and that not 
only the Chinese but the other nations who had 
dealings with China were anxious lost trouble would 
follow. The English and American ambassadors ask- 
ed tlie ' reason why the old minister was dismissed 
and, how the new g6vornment intended to treat tho 
subject's of other nations who were living in China. 
They did not wait to consult with the other ambas- 
sadors before showing the Chinese rulers that they 
were watchful lost harm should bo done to the coun-

President Roosevelt I'S trying to persuade tho 
people of California not to make laws against the 
Japanese wiio are living in that state. He thinks 
that gradually the Japanese, If they are left alone, 
will of their own accord cease to come to tho United 
States.

Governor Gillette of California agrees witli 
the president and says that he hopes there will bo 
no laws passed this reason, Some of the members 
are angry and dcchiro they will not listen to either 
the president or the governor. Tho law most dis- 
liked by the Japanese i-s that which would prevent 
their clilldren attending the public schools. 

Tho Fruit Growers' Association of Vancouver Is- 
land held its annual meeting a few days since. Tho 
gentlemen forming it have done good work, not only 
in finding markets for the fruit grown on Vancouver 
end the neighboring islands, but in teaching the peo- 
ple liow to raise and pack their fruit. Mr. Bryden, 
the new president, has shown every one living near 
Victoria what a man can do who has industry and 
intelligence to make a success of fruit growing near 
Victoria. The association want the government to 
build a university hero and hope that In one of Us 
colleges there will be a staff of professors to teach 
the young men of British Columbia how to cultivato 
tho land In the very best way. 

Paper was formerly made from cotton and linen 
rags. Now, most of It Is manufactured from spruce, 
larch, hemlock and oth^r species of forest trees. It 
has long been Itnown that tiie forest.s of British Co- 
lumbia contained wood suitable for the manufacture 
of paper. Some months ago a manufactory was bo- 
gun on tho Mainland near Vancouver, and now a 
company which will have offices in Victoria in'^^nd 
to erect a plant on Quatslno .Sound on the we<jt coast 
Of this island. If the enterprise la succes.sful tlie pa- 
per will be exported to China and Japan. It is in- 
tended to make only the coarse grades of paper, 
those used for newspapers and wrapping parcels. It 
Is thought that this business will be a very profit- 
able one and will give employment to a great, num- 
ber of people. 

Bmma Goldman Is a Russian woman who has 
made her home in the United States. She goes about 
from one place to the other speaking against the 
laws, and wherever she finds (ilscontented people she 
tries to rouse them to fight against those Who rule 
the country. There Is much poverty In many of the 
largo cities of the United States and this woni.'iu .-md 
her followers find hut too many IHtem rs., In .San 
Francisco she was put In prison for trying to raise 
a riot.

I'^lKht miles east 
of Y.'ilo the westliound ti'aln was wrecked and two 
engine drivers were killed, while a number of train 
hands and some passengcr.s were Injurcul. It Is 
' when v.'e hoar of snob accidents th.-it we realize how 
much we owe to tho men wlio night after nlglit take 
tho trains safely throui^h the mountains .and iicro.-is 
the plalnB. How steady their nerves and how brave 
their hearts are and how careful they must be to 
understand and obey the slightest order no one who 
has not been in their place can tell. When wo get 
our letters and papers day after day we scarcely 
think that the men who have charge of the mall cars 
run the risk of their lives as they guard the money 
and the registered letters In their charge. It Is sel- 
dom they are in danger of drowning, as were Frank 
Burns, R. J. McCrlmmon and R. J. Herbert, the 
young men who showed so much presence of mind in 
escaping from the car on the IBth. Bad as wore tho 
accidents, we may well bo thankful that the loss .of 
life was not greater.

There 
would be pretty niagazinc^s and Illustrated pap(.'rH on 
tilo tables and there would be chairs for the lilg boys 
and girls and for th<; little children. There would, 
too, bo books (if refercuice where the scholars could 
learn things that would help them with thoir lessons. 
What a pity there Is not some kind, rich man or wo- 
nian>J.n Victoria who loves tho children and knows 
Just tho sort of books they like to reajl. How quick- 



ly that room would bo furnished and what a sight 
tho children's faces would bo as they looked round 
on the rows and rows of pretty books, all their very 
own. 

But the poor City Counfiil has so much to do with 
their money this year, what with water and sewers 
and Streets, to say nothing of parks and boulevards, 
that it is to be feared there will not be a dollar to 
spend on the children. 

The Hindus are, it Is said, trying to buy the old 

creamery In the Saanich district in order to turn It 
Into a Brahmin tenii)le. There was a time when, in 
a Christian country no num would be allowed to 
worship hi any but a Clirlstian church. Now wo do 
not believe it is riglit to interfere with any man's re- 
ligion iind all men are free to worship as they think 
right. Those wlio know \n:st, say that tliere Is much 
that Is good and beautiful In the religion of tlie 
Hindus. If all Christiana did what Jesus taiiglit 
them to do there would very soon bo no men living 
In this or any other Christian land who would not bo 
His followers. 

The ii(>wsboys had a fine time on Thursday at tlie 
baiuiuet whicli was so generously given tliein by .Mr. 
Hall. People do not always remember how much 
they owe to tho lads, sometimes very little ones, who 
soil tlie papers In all kinds of weather. There Is not 
often such cold weather here as we have had this 
winter, but tho evenings and mornings, too, are un- 
pleasant enough In tho wet weather. But the boys 
do not 'Seem to mind and are always brlglit and 
cheerful, l^lke older people they like to feel that 
thoso they servo think well of them, and the gentle- 
man who has for several years given this banquet 
will have many staunch friends among tho men who 
were once newsboys in \'ictoria. 

Tho people of the United Htates are growing 
alarmed at llie raplil rate at wlilcli the forests are 
dlsa|)])earing and have .set to work in earnest to plant 
out new trees. The growing of new forests Is very 
.slow work, hut some of the ricliest and wisest nien 
in the country have formed an associution U) forward 
it. The people of Dritish Columbia should sjjare no 
pains to preserve their forest.s. Every year they will 
grow niore valuable. It Is worth while to employ 
men to see that the lunibernien do not destroy the 
young trees and that forest fires are prevented. 
This Is the greatest danger, for when the land is 
burned over even the soil is injured. Boys and girls 
should remember that a very small sparic. If not put 
out may cause the destruction of many miles of 
timber. 

Brazil and the Argentine Republic are both very 
large countries and they are naturally very rich. 
The Spanish who settled In South America were not 
good colonizers. They forced the natives to work for 
them, but their countries have not prospered as tho 
Kngllsh colonies In North America have done. In 
these days, however, they are following tliii example 
of the countries of the old world and building battle- 
ships. Britisli shipbuildera, who have not had much 
work this year, have received an order from Argen- 
tina to build two largo ships and .'icveral smaller 
ones. Tho Brazilian warships are well under way. 
If the people of Brazil could open up the mines, fell 
the forests and cultivate the soil of tlieir .-qjlendld 
country they would be one of the richest and most 
powerful nations in the world. 

Australia has made up her mind that she is big 
and strong and rich enough to help to protect her 
shores from an enemy. There are many who think 
Canada should no longer depend altogether on Bri- 
tisli battleships to defend lier lleids, lier forests, and 
her mines witliout lielping in the least to support 
tlicm. it would bo a great thing If we could be sure 
of tho Justice and honesty of the n.ations of tho 
world. There would then be no need of armies or of 
na\'ifs. Nations have within tlie last fifty years 
learned that there are many disputes tliat may bo 
settled without going to war. If any of the peoi)lo 
of one nation Injure the property of another. inii)ar- 
tlal judges can decide the sum that ought to be paid 
for the Injury done. This was the way England 
paid the United States for tho damage done by tho 
cruiser Alabama in the war between tho north and 
south. Many boundary disputes have been settled 
in the same way. But even In such cases a settle- 
ment might not have been reached .If both nations 
had not felt that a war would have cost far more, 
even in money, to say notlilng of lives, than the mat- 
tor in dispute was worth. 

The day may come when we will_ need neither 
courts nor policemen, nor prisons, but till that day 
arrives it is to be feared wo cannot stop building bat- 
tleships and drilling soldiers. If Canada must be de- 
fended CanadlJins are much too Just and too Indepen- 
dent to allow the people of the mother country to 
boar the whole expense of her defence. 

Vice-Admlral Rojestvensky died on Thursday tho 
Mth of this month. You will know that the admiral 
with a long name was a Russian officer. But per- 
haps there are some of you who do not know why the 
whole world should bo Interested lii his deutli. 

In tho war between Russia and Japan, wlilch was 
going on during the year.s HiOl! and lyo-l tho Japan- 
ese soldiers were \ ietorlous In Korea and In Man- 
cliurla. It was belli.'ved In Hu.ssia that this was 
chli-riy because the Russians were fighting far away 
fr(Jm home, wliile the ,Iai)nnese .-irrny were near their 
KUpi)lieH and could Ijc ca.slly reinforced. It seenu'd 
lm|)c'ssiblo that the little brown men wore retilly bet- 
ter soldiers than the Russians, who on many Euro- 
l)ean battlefields had shown themselves the equals of 
iiny foe. 

Russian battleships had been .shut up in the liar- 
bor of Port Arthur, l)Ut there wi-ro .still some war- 
ships crui.siiig about tlie south of Asia. 'I'lie rest of 
the Russian fleet wa.s in the l!altle .Sea. Aiimiral 
Rojestvensky reieK-eil orders to taki' tlieso ships to 
Vladivostok, and it was Imiiei] tlial he would bii suc- 
cessful In destroying the Japane-^e fleet and relieving 
Port Arthur, In which was a .strong ltu.ssl.in garri- 
son. On the 16th of October, I'.iOl, Uojestvensky cm- 
barked, and a few days after some of his ships mis- 
took the British fishing vessels In tho North Sea for 
Japanese cruisers. They fired upon them, killing 
some of the nshermen. After this misfortune the 
\ico-admlraI, with part of his fleet sailed round the 
Cape of Good IIoi)e, and near tho island of Mada- 
gascar met the other ahljis, which had gone by way 
of .Suez. 

While he Will; on his long voyage Port Arthur had 
surrendered. In .May he met the Russian squadron 
in the Cliina Hea and tlie fli'et .s.-ili(>il througli tlie 
Straits of Korea. Here, on .May UTth, ltoJestven;il;y 
ran int(j Togo's flee-t, which liad been lying In wait 
for iilm. Kvery boy knows lliat 'i'ogo was victorious 
and that he captured or destroved the whole RiiHslan 
fli'el. 4, 000 UusslaiiK wer(' killed and "..TOO taken 
IH'lsoiiers. 'I'lie Jaiianesi; loss was very trifling. 

Poor Rnjeslvi-nsky was not so fortunate as to be 
among the killed. He took the whole blame of the 
ills.ister upon himself, but he was accpiltted and his 
officers were condemned to death. They were not, 
liowev.-r, itilled. although dislioiiori'd and Imprisoned, 
tliey must many times lime wislied for death. The 
years that have ]iaHse'l have' been vad ones for the 
defeated admiral. At his death from neuralgia of 
the heart, ho was about sixty years of age There 
are few events In history which have br t ii more; hn- 
portant than the war that has taken place in our 
own day between Russia and Japan.

While there Is a good ilro'fhurnlnir, 
ho )nay gather a large number of boughs of spruce, 
Imlsam, or cedar. If those aro not to bo had, tha 
boat Bubstituto for bed-making Is brush. When sev- 
eral urmfuls have been gathered, and placed near tho 
lire to extract tho frost, let him begin gathering dry 
and dead wood, and not until ho thinks ho hes en- 
ough for two nights can ho bo reasonably sure of 
having a sulllcient quantity for ono night After tha 
fire has boon burning about an liour, all may bo 
cleared away. Tho ground will bo found dry and 
iiuito warm. Then this ^ipnce Is to be covered with 
tho gathered boughs and on tho leeward aldo of tho 
bed thus prepared, a fire should be built. This flro 
ought not to bo. largo, an a draft would bo created, 
and, moreover, the smoko would bo annoying to tha 
sloeper. Ho is now assured of warmth Bulflclont to 
prevent him from freezing.— •li'rom "Lost in tho

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'OU know what a tarantula is? No? 
It is a great big spider, with long, 
black hairy legs, a couple of red 
spots and a pair of vicious eyes, 
giving him a particularly repulsive, 
inclced ferocious appearance. He 
inhabits hot, climates and- has a wicked habit 
of biting, and his bite, under certain conditions 
is deadly, or at least it has the name of being 
so. I never knew of anybody who was killed 
by them, or indeed bitten, and I have camped 
around their headquarters. Wc always look- 
ed for a nice, hard, bare spot of ground on 
which to throw our blankets. You were not 
so likely to throw them on top of these gen- 
try or others, such as centipedes, vinegaroons 
or scorpions'; 

I remember the first time I saw a taran- 
tula. It was some 60 miles south of San An- 
tonio, Texas. My companion and myself had 
been travelling since sunup on the hurricane 
decks of a couple of cow ponies. It had been 
hot and dusty and we were hungry. I was 
young and had a good, healthy appetite in 
those days. A couple of miles away a farm- 
house was visible. A farm house spelled 
roasting ears and possibly eggs, so I said I 
would go off on a reconnaisance and see if 1 
could not stock the commissariat with those 
or other delicacies. I struck a lane between 
two fences, a rather unusual occurrence down 
there, and started following it up. The lane 
was twenty feet wide and half way up my 
horse shied, then tried to turn around and re- 
trace his weary steps. I said, "Na, na, laddie, 
. qur motto is Excelsior," and I gave him a 
touch of the steel. He was a nice little buck- 
skin and we were good pals and knew each 
other fairly well, at least I thought I did. I, 
however, found he had a wrinkle up his sleeve 
which he had been zealously hiding. I had 
often noted a knowing twinkle in his eye for 
which I could not account, a kind of a "I know 
something and I won't tell" look. I found out 
right there what it all meant. When I gave 
him the steel, very lightly, up he went head 
' first into the air, till I thought he was trying 
to turn a back somersault and was going to 
make a success of it, but no, down he came.

]^ concluded we were off our course and drag- 
ged hirii' aroithd again and started him on the 
original route. He appeared to have forgotten 
during the excitement what it was he object- 
ed to before he fell into his fit of undue ac- 
tivity and started forward on the lope to stop 
in his tracks so suddenly that I was almost 
impelled to continue the journey alone, by 
keeping right on over his head. However, I 
grabbed the horn of the saddle and hung on 
with both knees, kind of threw out both an- 
chors and pulled up on the lee shore. 

It now struck me I had better try and see 
what was the trouble. I looked around 
amongst the nearby scenery but could not 
discover the bogeyman, and was about to give 
it up and try another dose of steel, when I 
happened to glance at the tra^l ahead of me, 
and there was a tarantula slowly ambling its 
way across. When we made a move it was 
upon its defence, showing fight. Thinks I, 
my fnend, there is room for both, but buck- 
skin thought differently. I gave him the steel 
with both heels and the quirt (a rawhide rid- 
ing whip) with my right hand. It was then I 
found out all about the what Buckskin had 
up his sleeve. The little beggar had hidden 
from me all along that he was a first-class 
bucker. Up he went into the air and down he 
came with his legs like ramrods and bunched 
together. I thought he would most certainly 
break me in two. Fortunately I was light, not 
having eaten much lately, you see. Well, I 
did give him beans, or he gave them to me. I 
think honors were about even when he got 
through, all a-tremble and in a lather of pers- 
piration. I gave up trying to force him past 
the spider, and, pulling niy gun took a shot at 
the thing, but of course missed it. Eventually 
I had to dismount and kill it with a whack of 
the quirt. It most certainly was a repulsive- 
looking insect and after rubbing liuckskin 
down I apologized for trying to make him 
pass the thing. He bore no malice, rubbed 
his head against my shoulder and we were 
i^ricnds again. I got the roasting ears, as 
many as I could carry, and also 18 eggs, all of 
which we ate for supper that night (I mean 
the egg.s). 

, By the way, an ear of corn is a very deli- 
cate morsei when it is well cooked. I find 
thai: very few people in this northern clime 
know how to cook it. It is almost always 
spoiled by being put into water and boiled. A 
•southern lady, would not thank you for corn 
cookeid in sucli a manner, and ' who should 
know how to cook it if she doesn't? Put your 
corn, with the husks around it just as it comes 
from the plant, into a hot oven for 20 minutes. 
Jt will cook most deliciously in its own steam. 
Takc it out and cut the husks off at the lower 
end, when they will all pull away. Try this 
the next time you have roasting ears and you 
will be glad I told you how to cook corn. 

1 was travelling the sheep in Walde 
county, west.of San Antonio, on the Sunset 
railway, wlieti I had' my next adventure with 
a, tarantula.;'' It was in the midst of a terrible 
twelve months drouth and we were just 
keeping going to try and keep the flock alive 
until the rains came. Th^t day was a thor- . 



oughly exasperating one. Our Mexican her- 
der had deserted, uncle was off trying to hunt 
another and I was alone driving the 4,000 
head of sheep slov.'ly forward. After our 
siesta in the middle of the day my route lay 
across the railway. On each side were long 
cuttings, through gravel ridges, on the right 
the cutting ended in a curve.

Half the flock was on the other 
side si)read along the narrow road when a 
freight train rounded the curve to the right. 
Fortunately it was not running at high speed, 
but they made no apparent attempt to stop, 
simply toot-toot-tooting their whistle. Well, 
ti-.e flock stopped, looked at the approaching 
tenor, then one chap started back towards 
Sj.n Antonio, along the track, and I'll be hang- 
ed if every last one of those' 4,000 siie-p 
didn't follow his lead, it was a siglit. How 
J (lid swear. I must have kept the recording 
angel busy for awhile. I thougiit there would 
be a i)li=thora of mutton around that cutting 
pretty soon and probably a ditched freight 
train, as she had her nose some eight or ten 
fee: 1: ehmd the tail of the fleeing flock. I 
suppose, after they passed the cutting, if the 
leader had continued bct\('een the irons the 
whole bunch would have run to »San Antonio. 
Fortunately he left the track, and the 3,999 
followed. I did not lose a sheep. It was my 
lucky day. 



Shortly after I had collected the flock and 
got them across the track, I ran into a nasty 
cold rain squall, a kind of a freak. It was so 
cold that I got down from my horse, took the 
saddle off and throwing the blanket, over a 
small mesquite bush crouched imder it for 
shelter, while the flock hiinched up their 
backs and slowly drifted before the cold down 
beating rain. It was not enough to do a par- 
ticle of good, as it turned out. I was squatted 
under my tree for a short time when I com- 
menced to get an uneasy, creepy, crawly 
feeling which I couldn't account for. I stood 
it for some time when something impelled, or 
compelled me to turn around and look at that 
bush. Crawling down the trunk and within a 
foot of my hea,d was a very large tarantula. 
I wasted no time in getting out and a whack 
of my quirt finished his existence. ']"hc sun 
was now out again, so I saddled up and wc 
m(j\-ed. Yes, that \\as my luclcy day. 

Uncle came in at sundown with a .Mexican 
and a big canteen of wild honey he had jjro- 
curod somewhere, so wc were like the queen 
in the parlor eating bread and honey. 

Amongst insects in the Lone Star State arc 
the centipede, the thousand-legged, dangerous 
crawler and the scorpion, who looks like a lit- 
tle lobster and gives a nasty, though not dan- 
gerous sting. He likes to get into the grub 
box and pick up grains of sugar. The bad 
one of the lot, howc\-cr, is tine vincgaroon. 
He looks like the grandfather of all the scor- 



pions, has a black appearance and his bite is 
said to be sure death. He ' is uncommon and 
not very often seen except on one section of 
the Southern Pacific, at which point I under- 
stand there is a station named in his honor. A 
great many navvies were killed there during 
construction by this industrious young land 
lobster. 

One evening I was hunting a nice, hard, 
bare spot near the flock on which to spread 
my blankets. The full moon was shining 
brightly and the sheep were hungry, an un- 
happy combination, as it meant vigilance dur- 
ing the night to keep them rounded up and 
prevent their straying away silently, one fol- 
lowing another in all directions, to feed.

The Union Jack or Dominion Ensign? 




NDER the heading of "La Drapeau 

de la Confederation" (The Domin- 
ion Ensign) there recently appear- 
ed in the columns ol La I'resse, of 
Montreal, an article rather taking 
to task the Educational Department 
of British Columbia for having directed that 
the Union Flag, generally known as the "Un- 
ion Jack," should be officially raised over the 
public schools of that province, the direction 
being that the Union Jack, and not the Cana- 
dian Ensign, should be so used. It is to this 
latter regulation that objection was made. 

Apart from the question of this particular 
regulation, it may be well to first consider the 
general subject of the using of flags. 

At sea and afloat the indication of the na- 
tionality and ownership and of the rank of the 
vessel itself or of the personages on board is 
of so much importance that by all countries 
and at all times definite and imperative regu- 
lations have been issued for their proper and 
official display. The flying of a flag without 
due authority renders the vessel and her cap- 
tain subject to penalties and fines. 

National flags carry with them to foreign 
shores the power and protection of the au- 
thority which they represent. Wherever a 
Britisli ship sails she carries with her the 
presence of British sovereignty and law. Her 
deck is as sacred to friend and foe as the soil 
of the country whose flag she bears. — 

On land, within the precincts of their own 
country there are always distinct regulations 
for the use of certain flags for official pur- 
poses, but their use by private individuals is 
governed more by personal selection than by 
any set rules. They are being displayed by 
friends in the midst of friends, yet their use 
should always be governed by propriety. 

The Royal Standard is the personal flag of 
the King, ,ot proclaims the presence of some 
member of the Royal Family. It would not 
be thought proper to use it unless it might be 
on some special occasion or anniversary in 
honor of the Sovereign. 

It would scarcely be considered appropri- 
ate that a private individual should use the 
special flag of the Governor-General, or of a 
Lieutenant-Governor, the latter being the Un- 
ion Jack with the arms of his province in the 
centre. 

Propriety would also indicate to a foreigner 
that as a private individual he should not 

raise his foreign flag unless at the same time 
he displayed the flag of the country on whose 
soil he might be. In these and other like in- 
stances propriety should rule, and unpleasant 
misunderstandings would thereby be avoided. 
Should he, however, be a Consul or an official 
representative of a foreign nation then the 
raising of his country's flag over his official 
residence is justified, and carries with it, as 
on a ship, the evidence of its nation, and is en- 
titled to be represented as though it were up- 
on its own country's soil. 

Specific instructions for the official u.se of 
national flags are necessary, therefo/e both on 
land and at sea and when issued should be 
willingly obeyed. 

What flags then may be used in general 
by private British persons on British soil? 

The Union Jack in the early centuries was 
authorised to be used at sea only on the 
Iving's ships. Subsequently regulations have 
been issued for its use on other ships, and on 
land on military garrisons and official build- 
ings. A usage, worldwide, .in -all- British 
countries has grown up in the flying of this 
flag by private i^crsons on land, but except by 
inference no definite authority had been given 
for the loyal practice. ' ■ 

In reply to my enquiry, as President of 
the Ontario Historical Society, statihg ' the 
position and' usage and asking for the author- 
ity, the following letter was received: 



Sandringham, Norfolk, 2gth Dec, 1907. 

Sir, — In reply to your letter of the 9fh inst., 
I beg to inform you that the "Union Jack," 
being the national flag, may be flown by Brit- 
ish subjects, private or official, on land. 

(SigaedJ ICNOULYS. 

Barlow Cumberland, Esc]. 

By this letter of the Private Secretary of 
His Majesty, the King, the usage is thus con- 
firmed and authorised. 

Formal declaration has also been since is- 
sued by the "Home Office" in England "that 
the Union Jack was to be regarded as the na- 
tional flag, and may*" be used generally by 
British subjects on land." 

A Liritish subject may therefore always 
use the Union Jack on British soil. 

The three crosses of the three nations 
whose union it first typified have since ex- 
panded far beyond the United Kingdom of 
the parent isles. ., 

The sons of the Kingdoms have; in centur- 
ies of prowess carried it far afield, and bring- 
ing distant continents beneath its realm, have 
Iniilt uj) the Dominions beyond the seaS in 
-Australia, Canada, India, South /Vfrica, and 
the myriad islands of the oceans, so that it 
has become the Union Jack of the British Em- 
l)ire. 

It is in this rcs|icct that I^a Prc.sse has 
erred in describing it as "le drapeau (I'.Ani^lc- 
tcrre" (the flag of linglandj. On the con- 
trary, it is not the flag of any single one of 
the nations, but is the union emblem of all the 
British, who, whether originating in its ex- 
pansion in other lands, raise it over their por- 
tions of the British Empire in united allegi- 
ance and loyalty to their Union Sovereigfii and 
British Realm. 

This, then, is the one flag which may be 
used by all the united nations around the 
world, the National Flag of the British Em- 
pire. 

But there are also loyal and local flags 
which may be used in each. 

The. flag of the fuiglishman is the Red 
Cross of St. George, on a white ground; of 
the Scotsman, the white cross of St. Andrew, 
on a blue ground or his ui)standing lion; ancl 
of the Irishman, his St. Patrick's cress or his 
harp and crown. These are the local flags of 
their home countries. 

The local ensign of the Australians, adopt- 
ed at theii- union, is the Southern cross, upon a 
red ground, with the Union Jack in the upper 
corner. Such, too, is "le Drapeau de la Con- 
federation," our Canadian ensign. In its 
broad red field are the arms of ihe Dominion 
of Canada, as the sign of our Canadian uni(,Mi, 
in the upper corner is the Union Jack, as sign 
of our British Union. .As the other local flags 
are to each the emblems of their home coun- 
try and their lineage, so, too, is the Canadian 
ensign, the emblem of our own home country 
and our growing lineage united from ocean to 
ocean. 

It was very noiiceablc at the recent/ccle- 
bration in Qnebec of the Tercentenary of the 
foundation of Canada that the Union Jack and 
the Canadian Ensign were displayed much 
more generally and the Tricolor much less 
than previously, and reasonably so, for the 
Tricolor ofr modern France is only of a later 
date and does no^ represent anything in his 
allegiance or liis history to the French-Cana- 
dian. A, quarter of a century before it came 
into existence, irj the. revolutionary period of 
the modern French, the French-speaking 
•Canadian- of" more ancient lineage had aflojited 
his allegiance and self-government under the 
Union Jack, and has loyally fought under it for 
the defence of his home 'and liberties in the 
wars of 1775 and 1812. 

As the 'vvhite ensign and "fleur-de-lis of 
Champlan had before been the flag of his fore- 
fathers; so the Union Jack has now for a cen- 
tury and a half been the union flag of our 



French-speaking developers of Canada, and 
whether by itself or as le Drapeau de la Con- 
federation, is the guardian signal of our united 

progress. 

It has already been noted that when, flags 
are to be employed for official purposes it is 
requisite that definite regulations shall be 
issued for their use. In Canada we raise the 
Union Jack on our Parliament and Legislative 
Buildings, as indicating the presence of Gov- 
ernment under the British Constitution; on 
our law courts, of the administration of Bri- 
tish law; and on our miuiicipal and home 
buildings, the Canadian Ensign, as evidence of 
our personal and local rule and lineage. When 
flags are to be raised over our Public Schools 
it is manifest that for so important and public 
a service in the instruction of our children dis- 
tinct regulations require to be made so that 
they may be duly authorized and similarly dis- 
played. 

The lessons that these flags convey should 
be those of the widest patriotism, the most 
paramount in their meaning. 

W'c arc engaged in Canada in the most 
nxmientous problem in nation-building that is 
laid upon any people of the present day. Pil- 
grims are coming to us from all nations of the 
earth. Leaving their original allegiance and 
their previous national flags, they come among 
us to acfjuire a new allegiance under another 
r.atioiial flag. 1''hey come to enjoy the advan- 
tages of Ilritish protection and the rights of 
British citizenslu]). The parents have come to 
be members of the most world-wide and great- 
est Lutipire the world has ever known, and 
as they and their children see our Union Jack 
raised over the Public Schools they will 
quickly acquire the wondrous lessons that its 
waving folds convey, and learn to love and res- 
pect it as their own. 

If, though of varying lineage, they are 
from our knulred lands or arc of our own up- 
bringing, then imder the Union Jack tli,ey will 
unitedly and in union feel at home, for it is the 
union flag of the British of all races and 
tongues. 

Is it not an inspiration for ourselves to have 

it brought to mind that our union flag floats 
on every sea. that on one-fifth of the earth's 
surface it is hailed as their union emblem by 
400,000,000 (if fellow-patriots, in cvci'y cliinc, 
of many languages, and all religious faiths, 
eacli dearly loving their own native land, but 
united in loyal brotherhood with their fellow 
yet far-distant Britons under the one British 
King and Empire? 

The patriotic celebration of "Empire 
Day," which first originated in the schools in 
Canada, is fast extending through the schools 
of the Empire. On this day, as well as other 
notalile flays, a])propriat.-: addresses are given, 
the national flag is reverently raised and sa- 
luted, and the .National yVnthem and patriotic 
songs sung by the scholars. It is recorded b)"- 
Lord Meath that in the Public Schools of the 
Empire 6,000,000 thildren united in 1907 in 
this celebration ; the record for this present 
year will be far in excess, and in time it is fair 
to believe that ih will be adopted in all" the 
Public Schools. 

It was the Union Jack, the one flag com- 
mon to all the Britons, which was thus raised 
on all these schools in all these lands. With 
such examples and such an inspiration, .the 
local loyal ensigns in oui sister-countries :and: 
our own are yet as much esteemed and 'ilis- 
played, l)ut in this education of ,,oui^','hp'irt"s 
aii(l youth wc liuis join haikls m lihion with 
our brethren around the world. 

That J^ritish Columbia has joined the 
circle is what, from its history, would be rea- 
sonably expected, and perhaps with much local 
propriety, for the Union Jack for.ms the upper 
part of the British Colurnbia Provincial Gbat- 
of-Arms.

TWO SOVEREIGNS CONTRASTED 

The hubbub in Germany over the sover- 
eign's adventures with interviewers serves t« 
remind King Edward's subjects of the super- 
iority of English methods, says the New York 
Tribune. Their king does not write letters; 
he has nothing-to say to journalists at home or 
abroad; he does not court notoriety, and he is 
content to work quietly and effectively with- 
out taking the centre of the stage and com- 
manding observation. Without doubt there 
has been a great increase of royal authority 
and influence during the present reign; but 
the prerogatives of the Crown have not been- 
strained, no constitutional ifesue has been rais- 
ed, and there is not a suggestion of interfer- 
ence with the independence and responsibili- 
ties of Ministers. King Edward takes a keen 
interest in diplomatic affairs, military and 
naval policies, ecclesiastical appointment, and 
many other branches of administration, and 
his activities are constantly exerted for public 
ends; yet he is never lampooned and caricatur- 
ed in print ; he enjoys complete immunity from 
criticism, and he is never misunderstood. He 
works with his constitutional advisers, does 
not set one Minister against another, has no 
favorites in office, and no confidential mentors 
in opposition. Reticence, self-effacement, and 
consummate tact are characteristic features of 
his methods. He exercises an .overmastering 
influence over the public business of his reign; 
yet makes no display ipf .his achievements and 
power; 

Lavater's rule that whoever thinks too 
much or. too little of himself has a false mea- 
sure for everything applies to sovereigns as 
well as to other men. The German Emperor, 
by magnifying his own functions, has lost his 
sense of proportion in what is happening in 
the Fatherland. Resistance to his objects and 
methods has-been increased by his theatrical 
poses and ostentatious exhibitions ' of power. 
In reality a peacemaker, with the honorable 
ambition of doing everything in his power to 
enlarge the influence and prestige of the em- 
pire, he has come to have the reputation of a 
mischief-maker, bent upon disturbing the re- 
lations of the European States. King Edward 
on the other hand, without minimizing his 
authority or impairing the dignity of his great 
office, has avoided unnecessary publicity, al- 
lowed his Ministers to have full credit for suc- 
cesses in diplomacy and administration, and 
has not demanded the applause of flatterers as 
the typical Englishman and a statesman 
among monarchs. The newspapers seldom re- 
fer to his exploits as a diplomatist; there is 
little talk about his unrivalled authority and 
prestige, and he works on in silence, accom- 
plishing far-reaching results without self-con- 
sciousness or vanity. He' gets on -ad easily 
with one government as with anothier, and 
strongly' reinforces every movement for pro- 
moting better relations among nations and 
more genuine patriotism in England. He is 
trusted at home and abroad because he is free 
from guile as a self-advertiser, and plays a 
great part in human affairs with as much 
good taste and distinction as dexterity and 
cleverness.

AMERICAN HORSES 

The development of types of light horses 
has been notable in the United States, but ac- 
cording to a bulletin recently issued by the 
United States Department of yAgriculture with 
a single/exception the draft horses have been 
foreign strains transplanted. 

Of the light horses, the Narragansett pacer 
was a famous type in colonial days. Later 
came the Morgan, the standard-bred, and the 
saddle-horse. The_ specialization of thtse • 
types has been a national business; iahd in spite 
of importations from abroad the native stock 
has developed and held its own. 

Of draft-horses, on the other hand, the 
oidy native type was the Concstoga, a breed 
that has now become completely extinct, and 
has left no discernible traces on the native 
stock. For heavy work, therefore, Americans
